to be transferred to this Tribunal by the appropriate Govern- 
ment and the case was fixed for evidence. After the state- 
ment of workman was recorded by way of his evidence the 
cross examination was deferred on 3rd November, 1977 to 
12th December, 1977 but on 12th December, 1977 parlies 
requested for adjournment so that they could compromise the 
matter and finally on 23rd December, 1977 the workman and 
Secretary of his union appeared together with the Council 
for the respondent and Shri C. K. Aggarwal, Labour Officer of 
the respondent and they filed a compromise Ex.

AWARD 

The Central Government, as appropriate Government, made 
a reference u/s 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 vide its 
order No. L. 2901 1/1 00/7 5-D.O. UI.B, dated the 21st 
October, 1975 in the following terms of Industrial Tribunal. 
Faridabnd : 

‘Whether the action of the Management of M/s. Dalmia 
Dadri Cement Limited, Charkhi Dadri in extending 
the probation of Shri Lakhi Ram, Clerk, from time 
to time and in terminating his services w.c.f. the 1 1th 
February, 1975 is bonafide, justified and legal ? If 
not, to what relief is the said workman entitled ?’ 

In pursuance of the reference statement of claim was filed 
by the workman and reply was filed by the Management and 
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finally a replication was also filed on behalf of the workman 
and the following issues were framed for trial by the Industrial 
Tribunal, Faridabad : 

1. Whether the reference in respect of the legality and 

justification of extension of the probation of the 
workman is valid and legal ? 

2. If not, whether the reference in respect of the legality 

or illegality of termination of the services of the 
workman w.e.f. 11-2-75, is in separable from the refer- 
ence relating to the illegality of extension of the 
probation period ? 

3. Whether the termination of the services of the work- 

man amounts to retrenchment ? If yes, to what 
effect ? 

4. Whether the action of the management of M/s. Dalmia 

Dadri Cement Limited, Charkhi Dadri, in extending 
the probation of Shri Lakhi Ram from time to time 
and in terminating his services w.e.f, the 11th Feb- 
ruary, 1975 is bonafide, justified and legal? If not, 
to what relief is the said workman entitled ? 

3. Issues No. 1 and 2 were disposed of as preliminary issues 
vide order dated the 26th February, 1976 by the Industrial 
Tribunal, Faridabad and thereafter the case was fixed for 
evidence but before any further proceedings could take place 
before the Industrial Tribunal, Faridabad the case was ordered 
to be transferred to this Tribunal by the appropriate Govern- 
ment and the case was fixed for evidence. After the evidence 
of the parties were recorded by this Tribunal, the case was 
adjourned for arguments but on 12th December, 1977 parties 
requested for adjournment so that they could compromise 
the matter and finally on 23rd December, 1977 the workman 
and Secretary of his Union appeared together with the Coun- 
sel for the respondent and Shri C. K. Aggarwal, Labour Officer 
of the respondent and they filed a compromise Ex. C/1. I 
have perused the compromise Ex. C/1 and from the perusal 
thereof I find that it is for the benefit of the workman and it 
was ordered to be recorded. The statement of Shri Lakhi 
Ram and Shri C. K. Aggarwal and Shri S. N. Bhandari and 
Shri Hari Singh Dudi, the workman, the Labour Officer of 
respondent, the Counsel for the respondent and the Secretary 
of the Union respectively were recorded. From the perusual of 
the statements and compromise Ex. C/1 I hold that the parties 
have compromised and accordingly a compromise award in 
terms of compromise Ex. C/1 is hereby made and it is 
accordingly awarded that; (a) Management having agreed to 
appoint Shri Lakhi Ram as Clerk w.e.f. 1st December, 1977 
on permanent basis and the workman having joined the services 
would be deemed to have appointed w.e.f. 1st December, 1977 
on permanent basis as a Clerk; fb) that for the purposes of 
computing the benefit of Gratuity February 15, 1975 will be 
treated and reckoned as the date; (c) thtat Shri Lakhi Rum 
will be paid and placed in the minimum step of the grade 
of his category as per recommendations by the Cement Wnge 
Board; (d) Shri Lakhi Ram shall be deemed to have given 
up claim for back wages to the extent of amount of the 
money payable as arrears in terms of settlement, dated May 
7, 19/5 and the Management shall be liable to make payment 
accordingly; (e) that except paras 1 to 4 of the letter of 
appointment, dated 24-7-1973, other terms and conditions of 
service will remain unchanged and age of retirement shall 58 
years which would be extendable for 2 years i.e. upto 60 
years if the workman remains physically or mentally fit; (f) that 
the Management would withdraw its Writ Petition pending in 
the High Court for States of Punjab and Haryana at Chandi- 
garh; (n) that the parties would bear their own costs.

AWARD 

This is a complaint U/S 33-A of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947, arising out of Reference No. 54 of 1977. The 
complainant is one Shri Bisambhar, General Mazdoor, Jama- 
doba Colliery and (lie opp. Party is M/s. Tata Iron 4 Steel 
Co, Ltd. 

His grievance is that he was occupying Company’s quarter 
from the beginning for about 24 years when by his letter, 
dated 11th /13th January 77 the. Senior Manager of the 
Colliery charged him that he was in an unauthorised occupa- 
tion of the quarter and illegally and arbitrarily directed him 
to vacate the same within seven days. He submitted an ex- 
planation but the Senior Manager acted arbitrarily and by 
following a mechanical process of ohargesheet ultimately 
suspended him for 10 days with effect from 1-8-77. As this 
was done during the pendency of a proceeding in Reference 
No. 54 of 1977, the punishment awarded is in gross violation 
of Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 

3. Prayer is for relief U/S 33-A of the Industrial Dispute* 
Act, 1947. 

4. Case of the opp. Party is that the complainant is not 
concerned in Reference No. 54 of 1977 which is an Individual 
dispute U/S 2-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 bet- 
ween Sri Jasimudun and the management of the Jamadoba 
Colliery. 

5. It is further said that the complainant was appointed as 
Garden Mazdoor on 1-7-63 and was subsequently placed as 
General Mazdoor on 15-8-67. He was never allotted quarter 
No. NC-1 at No. 16 Colony, Jamadoba Colliery. There is 
a procedure for allotment of quarter to the employee de- 
pending on the points secured by him and the complainant 
;s not entitled to a double roomed quarter which he claims. 
As he was in an unauthorised occupation of quarter No, 
NC-1 he was directed to vacate the same which he did not 
do and then a chargesheet was Issued to which he submitted 
a reply. There was a departmental enquiry In which the 
misconduct mentioned in the chargesheet was established and 
he was r ccordingly suspended for 10 days. 

6. It is submitted that both on facts and law, the complal- 
mant has no case and the application is fit lo be dismissed. 

7. From the record it appears that Shri B. N. Sharma, 
President of the Mine Mazdoor Union has been authorised to 
represent the complainant. But no step was taken by him on 
1-10-77, 4-11-77, 1-12-77 and also on 17-2-78, It means that 
(he complainant and his representative have no Interest in 
the matter which explains the absence on the above dates. 

8. On behalf of the opp- Party it has been contended that 
Reference No. 54 of 1977 is an individual dispute U/S 2-A of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 with which the complainant 
has no concern and therefore, provisions of Section 33 (2) 
(b) of the Industrial Disputes Act are not attracted. In this 
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connection he has referred to a case of M/s. A. K. Corpora- 
tion Pvt. Ltd., Petitioner Vs. State of West Bengal and others, 
Respondents, reported in 1977 Lab. I. C. 1035, 

9. An industrial dispute was raised TJ/s. 2-A of the In- 
dustrial Disputes Act, 1947 and then a complaint was filed by 
another workman taking the same plea as here. The matter 
was considered by the High Court and the decision of the 
Supreme Court in New India Motors (P) Ltd., Vs. K. T. 
Morris, A. I, R. 1960 S, C. 875 was referred to in connection 
with the interpretation of the expression “workman concer- 
ned" appearing in Section 33(1) (b) of Act. Reference was 
also made to another case of Dikwadih Colliery Vs. Ramii 
Singh, 1964 (2) Lab. T„ J. 143 (SC) in which the interpreta- 
tion given in the first case was further amplified and it was 
said by their Lordships that — 

“Unless the nature of Ihe pending dispute was ascertain- 
ed and considered, it could not be said that the 
concerned workman was a workman concerned in 
the pending dispute simply on the ground that there 
was some reference pending". 

Reference was also made to another case in Upper Ganges 
Valley Electric Supply Co. Ltd., Vs, G. S. Srivastava, 1963 

(1) Lab. L. J. 237 , (SC) where it was held that an application 
U|s 23 of the Industrial Disputes ((Appellate Tribunal) Act, 
1950 was pot maintainable because the workmen were not 
concerned in the pending appeal before the Labour Appellate 
Tribunal which related to an individual dispute. 

10. On the consideration of the above authorities the High 
Court came to the conclusion that — 

“By deeming provision of S. 2A of the Act an individual 
dispute becomes an industrial dispute. But in that 
dispute the other workmen are not concerned. There 
must be a common feature in the nature of dis- 
pute in two cases which would serve as a connecting 
link thereby rendering workman in later case also 
workman Concerned in dispute in the earlier case. 
So, where the pending Reference was an individual 
dispute in respect of one emploi'ee, ft could not 
be said that all other workmen were concerned in 
that dispute. Accordingly, in my view provisions of 
S>. 33 (2) (b) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
are. not attracted where a reference under S. 2A of 
the Act is pending before any Industrial Tribunal." 

1. L That being the position in law, the present complaint 
petition is not maintainable and it is accordingly dismissed. 

This is my award.

AWARD 

1. The Government of India, in the Ministry of Labour 
acting under thc powers conferred on them by Section 10(1) 
(d) of thc Industrial Disputes Ac,. 14 of 1947 have referred 
the following industrial dispute to this Tribunal for adjudi- 
cation by its order No. L-36012/3J74-P&D dated 11-4-1974. 

“Whether the action of Shri D. B. Naik, Owner of 
Launch “Deben" in terminating the services of 
Shri Suresh Vaman Bosle, Launch Khalasi, is justi- 
fied ? If not, to what relief is he entitled to ?" 

2. The facts disclosed in the statement of claim filed by the 
Goa Dock Labour Union on behalf of thc workman arc that 
ihe services of the workman who was a Khalasi on the 
Launch ‘Deben’ belonging to Shri D.B. Naik were terminated 
with effect from 22-10-1973 without notice and without assig- 
ing any reason. It is submitted that the real reason the abrupt 
termination of his services was trade union activity. The Goa 
Dock Labour Union addressed a letter to the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner (C), Vasco-da-Gama on 19-11-1973 request- 
ing him to take up the matter in conciliation. On receipt of 
the notice the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C) called upon 
the owner to appear before him. During the conciliation pro- 
ceedings the owner contended that as he found the workman 
lo be disloyal and his work unsatisfactory and as he was also 
involved in a criminal case he was discharged from service, 
The Assistant Labour Commissioner (C) Vasco-da-Gama 
adjourned the hearing to 23-1-1974 giving thc owner an 
opportunity to prove his case. As the Owner failed to appear 
on 23-1-1974 the Assistant Labour Commissioner submitted 
his failure of conciliation report to the Government on 
24-1-1974, On receipt of thc failure of conciliation report the 
Central Government has referred this dispute to this Tribunal. 
The workman submits that he is entitled to reinstatement with 
full back wages. 

3. Thc owner filed a written statement denying the allega- 
tion of victimisation for trade union activity. According to 
him the workman was found to be inefficient, and disloyal. 
He was also involved in a criminal proceeding. As the work- 
man was involved in a criminal case thc. owner felt that it 
was not safe, lo continue him in the service. Therefore he 
issued a notice to the workman terminating his services with 
effect from 20-9-1973. It is also stated that the workman 
joined his service with effect from 1-10-1972. Though the 
workman was called to the office to collect the settlement 
dues he has failed to do so. The Owner submits that he is 
ready to pay the settlement dues as and when thc workman 
calls 3t his office to collect thc same. He submits that he 
does not consider it safe to entertain this workman in service 
once again. He says that since thc workman's services were 
terminated properly, the reference may be answered against 
the workman. 

4. On thc above averments the points that arise for consi- 
deration are : — 

(1) Whether the order of dismissal of thc workman 
from service is valid 7 

(2) Whether the workman is entitled to reinstatement 
wilh full back wages 7 

(3) To what relief 7 

Point 1 : 

5. On behalf of the workman there is his oral evidence 
Ihe owner has examined himself as KW-l besides examining 
another witness. The workman as WW-1 has deposed that 
by the date his services were terminated he had put in one 
year's service under the owner. The Owner as EW-1 has 
stated that the workman had joined lus service on 1-10-1972 
iin d n t A c J? f< ? re by , tbe date his services were terminated viz. 
20-9-1973 he could not have put in one full year’s service 
on his launch. 1 here is thc assertion of thc workman as 
against that of thc owner. In the absence of documentary 
evidence like the letter of appointment and muster roll I 
see no reason why thc evident of WW-1 -hom'd not be 
accepted on this point. Thc workman as WW-1 has fur- 
ther deposed that because he joined the Union to improve

the conditions of service the Owner EW-1 has terminated 
bis services. In his cross-examination he was asked if he 
was not involved in the case of criminal assault against 
one Babo a Khalasi on the Launch Nanda. He denied the 
suggestion but admitted that a criminal case was filed against 
him. He docs not know the allegations made against him 
in the charge-sheet. He asserts that the said criminal case 
was thrown out. The Owner as EW-1 stated that the work- 
man herein attacked the crew of the Launch Nanda. For 
that reason he terminated th c services of WW-1, In his 
cross-examination he deposed that he was not the owner of 
the Launch, which is against the specific averment made 
by him in his written statement. He says that he was only 
managing the Launch on behalf of the owners N. K. Naik 
and D.R. Naik. He thought that because he was looking 
after the management of the Launch he could describe him- 
self as the owner in his written statement, He further stated 
for the Launch ‘Deben’ he was maintaining the muster roll 
but the said register has not been produced before the Court. 
He claims to have conducted oral enquiry before terminating 
the services of WW-1, EW-2 the Owner of the Launch Nanda 
deposed that N. Thakar, Y. Pendekar and Babo were the 
three members of the crew working on his Launch Nanda 
during the year 1973. Jn September or October, 1973, WW-1 
and his colleagues attacked Babo. He took Babo to the 
Harbour Police Station where the Police took a complaint 
from Babo. He further stated that the Police prosecuted 
WW-1 and his colleagues before J.F.C.M. Vasco-da-Gama for 
this offence. In his cross-examination he stated that he did 
not know the result of that criminal case filed against WW-1 
and others. He docs not know the particulars of address 
of Babo and other members of the crew of the Launch 
Nanda. 


6. The above evidence of EW-1 does not show that any 
domestic enquiry was held against the workman herein to 
prove his misconduct. EW-1 says that an oral enquiry was 
held, but the noilce Kx. E-l informing WW-1 that he is dis- 
missed from service docs not refer to any oral enquiry having 
been held. The said notice reads as follows : — • 

“N. D. Naik, 

Orulem, 

Vasco Da Gama. 

20th September. 1973. 

Mr. Suresh Corjukcr, 

Khalasi ML 'DEBEN’ 

Vasco Da Gama. 

I have definite information that you were prominently en- 
tangled in assaulting the crew of ML “NANDA" and there- 
fore, i am compelled to dismiss you from the service with 
immediate effect. 


You may call on me any time during the day for the settle- 
ment of your dues.” 

It only shows that on the basis of some information the 
source of which was not disclosed, the workman was found 
to have been involved in a case of oriminal assault and for 
that reason he was dismissed from service. On this evidence 
it must be held !hal without holding any formal enquiry en- 
abling the workman to rebul (he charge the. workman as 
dismissed from service. This order of dismissal cannot be 
held to be according to law. 

7. rt is then sought to be argued that the workman being 
a temporary employee the owner was entitled to terminate 
his services without assigning any reason, I do not agree. 
Under Shri Froilana C. R. Machado’s arbitration award dated 
25-5-1973 the terms of which are applicable to the parties 
to this case, a workman after satisfactory completion of six 
months service should be confirmed. In this case the work- 
man has admittedly put in more than six months service. 
Therefore the plea of EW-1 that he was a temporary servant 
by the date of his termination viz, 20-9-1973 cannot be up- 
held. This Award of Shri Machado was directed to be pub- 
lished in the Gazette of India Part II Section 3 sub-section 


(ii) not later than 30-6-1973 by the Ministry of Labour. 
Therefore the termination of a confirmed Khalasi without 
holding an enquiry cannot be said to be proper. 

Point I held against tte Owner. 

Point 2 : 

8, The workman WW-1 during the course of his evidence 
has staled that he was not pressing his claim for reinstatement 
in view of the strained relations obtaining between him and 
the owner. He prays that a suitable and adequate compen- 
sation be paid to him for this illegal termination of service. 

Point 2 accordingly found against the workman. 


Point 3 : 


9. The workman during the course of his evidence stated 
that on the date of his dismissal from service he was being 
paid Rs. 150/- per month as salary and a sum of Rs. 50/ 
per month on an average as night trip allowance (at the rate 
of Rs. 2/- per trip). The Owner (EW-1) during the course 
of his evidence stated that he was paying the workman 
Rs. 150/- to 200 per month towards night trip allowances 
besides his salary of Rs. 150/- per month. The learned Ad- 
vocate for the Owner submitted that in view of the statement 
made by the workman that he was getting only Rs. 50/- per 
month on an average that figure may be accepted and not 
the figure given by the Owner. The evidence of the Owner 
on this aspect cannot be easily brushed aside. He is the 
Owner of another Launch by name M. L. Suda in his own 
right and admittedly the Manager of the Launch in question 
Deben. He does not produce a scrap of paper to show what 
wages he was paying to the crew of this Launch Deben. Tn 
the absence of any documentary evidence, it will not be un- 
reasonable to hold that the workman was getting Rs. 100/- 
per month on an average by way of night trip allowance. 
The learned Advocate for the Owner submits that the night 
trip allowance may not be taken into account in fixing the 
compensation payable to the workman for his wrongful dis- 
missal from service. I do not agree. When the workman 
was being paid additional remuneration of Rs. 100/- by way 
of night trip allowance and he was dismissed from service 
without following the normal procedure there is no reason 
why this amount paid on account of night trips also should 
not be taken into account while fixing quantum, of dama- 
ges, On this basis I consider that payment of three months 
wages @ Rs. 250 per month will be reasonable compen- 
sation for the wrongful termination of service. The workman 
will accordingly be entitled to claim Rs. 750 as compensa- 
tion in lieu of reinstatement. 


10. Resides this according to the written statement filed by 
the Owner RW-l the workman will be entitled to wages due 
tc him for the period 1-9-1973 to 20-9-1973 and also diff- 
erence in pay between the scales fixed under the Machado 
award and the scales actually given to him. Since EW-1 in 
his written statement admitted that he was the Owner of the 
Launch Deben he is the proper person that should pay dam- 
ages for wrongful dismissal. 


11. In the result this reference is answered as follows : — 


The action of Shri D. B. Naik, Owner of Launch 
‘Deben’ in terminating the services of Shri Suresh 
Vamen Bosle, Launch Khalasi is not justified. It is 
further held that the workman is entitled to get 
three month’s wages i.e. Rs. 750 (Rupees seven 
hundred and fifty only) as compensation for wrong- 
ful termination of his service besides the settlement 
dues payable by the Owner,

“Whether the action of the management of the Oriental 
Bank of Commerce Limited, Chandigarh in ter- 
minating the services of Shri Bal Kishan, Ex-C-lerk- 
cum-Cashier with effect from 31-5-74 is legal and 
justified 7 If not, to what relief is the said work- 
man entitled ?” 

2. On receipt of the reference the Industrial Tribunal 
issued requisite notices to the parties and the parties appear- 
ed before him and a statement of claim was filed by the 
workman and a written statement was filed by the Bank. 
However before any further proceedings could take place 
this case was transferred to this Tribunal for final disposal 
according to law, On receipt hereof notices were issued to 
the parties and the parties appeared and replication was fil- 
ed by the workman. Before any further proceedings could 
take place talks for compromise started between the parties 
and finally the parlies have field a compromise Ex. C/1 be- 
fore this Tribunal and have requested that an award in 
terms of Ex. C/1 may be made by this Tribunal. 

3. The compromise Ex. C/1 was ordered to be recorded 
and in consequence the statement of Shri Bal Kishan, work- 
man and Shri Harish Chandra, Advocate for the Bank were 
recorded and accordingly I have come to the conclusion 
that parties have compromised in the reference and the 
compromise is for the benefit of the workman. Accordingly 
an award in terms of the compromise Ex. C/1 is hereby 
made and it is awarded that the Management — Bank is directed 
to appoint Shri Bal Kishan on permanent basis as a clerk in 
usual grade and according to usual service conditions and 
appointment letter shall be issued to the workman by the 
Assistant General Manager’s office, Chandigarh. It is fur- 
ther awarded that the workman in consideration of this com- 
promise shall be deemed to have given up his entire claim 
for back wages. It is similarly awarded that the workman 
shall be deemed to have entered in service on permanent 
basis on the date he reports for duty in pursuance of appoint- 
ment letter which will be issued to the workman not later 
than 16th January, 1978. 

Parties are left to bear their own costs. 

Requisite number of copies of this award may be sent to

L Whether there is no termination of service involved 
in this case and the reference is in-competent. 

2. As in the term of reference. 

3. Before evidence could be recorded this case was order- 
ed to be transferred to this Tribunal by the Central Govern- 
ment and in the meanwhile talks for compromise had started 
between the parties and ultimately in consequence of these 
bilateral talks for compromise a settlement had been arriv- 
ed at between the parties and in pursuance thereof 
Shri Vijender Kumar Jain, Shri Satish Chaud Jain, Shri 
Narender Kumar Jain and Shri Shcr Singh Jain have been 
taken in service of the Bank as Assistant Cashicrs-cum-Go- 
down Keepers while the claim of other workmen namely 
S /Shri N. L, Bansal, Jagmohan Jain, Rajinder Prakash, and 
Kaushal Kishorc has not been pressed by the Union. In 
consequence thereof an application Ex. A/l was filed by the 
union and it was requested that a. no dispute award be 
made in the matter and the parties be left to bear their own 
costs. The Bank representative Shri H. C. Khattar came 
forward with a statement that he had no objection if a no 
dispute award be made and parties be left to bear their own 
costs. In these circumstances I have come to the conclu- 
sion that the matter has been amicably settled between the 
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patties and ;. on. cqucntly their subsists no dispute between 
the parties in respect of this reference. Accordingly a no 
dispute award is made in the matter under reference.

PROPOSALS 

( 1 ) To notify that jute mill spares and accessories shall 
be subject to inspection prior to export ;

this Order as the type of inspection which would 
be applied to such jute mill spares and accessories 
prior to export ;

(3) Before applying for inspection the exporter shall himself 
inspect the goods carefully and remove all such goods which 
do not conform to the recognised specifications. 

(4) On receipt of the intimation and declaration referred to 
in sub-rule (2) the agency shall inspect the consignment of the 
jute mill spares and accessories in accordance with rule 3 and 
the instructions, if any. issued by the Council on this behalf 
from time to time, witfi a view to seeing that the same com- 
plies with the requirements of the standard specifications ap- 
plicable thereto.

to the exporter declaring that the consignment conforms to 
the recognised specifications and is exportworthy : 

Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied, it shall, 
within the said period of seven days, refuse to Issue such certi- 
ficate and communicate such refusal to the exporter along 
with the reasons therefor. 

8. Appeal : — (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal of

Preliminary 

1. At about 1.30 P.M. on the 27th December, 1975, a 
serious accident took place in a Colliery known as the 
Chasnaiia Colliery, situated at a distance of about 20 Kilo- 
metres from the town of Dhanbad in the State of Bihar. 
The accident was caused by inundation of a large volume 
of water from an adjoining old abandoned working of the 
same owner. It is said, on behalf of the Management, 
that in this disaster 375 persons lost their lives. They were 
working inside the underground mine, in the first .shift, which 
was from 7 A.M. to 3 P.M. in the morning of the 27th 
December, 1975, more than 375 persons had gone inside 
the. mine, but for some reason or the other, persons num- 
bering 40 had come out of the mine before the disaster 
and were saved from a watery grave. On behalf of the 
Management a typed list of persons working (separately) in 
Horizon No. T and Horizon No. II of the Deep Mine in 
the first shift, of the 27th December, 1975 has been given 
and this list is made an Annexure to this Report. 

2. By a Notification dated the 31st December, 1975, the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, were of 
the opinion that a formal inauiry into the causes and cir- 
cumstances attending the accident ought to be held and I 
was appointed to hold such inquiry, under Section 24, sub- 
section (1) of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), Subse- 
quently, by Notification dated the 5th January, 1976, the 
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following persons were appointed under the same provision 
of law by the Government of India to act as assessors In 
holding the inquiry, namely (1) Shri C, Karunakaran, 
Retired Director-General of the Geological Survey of India, 
(2) Shri G. S. Marwaha, Director, Indian School of Mines, 
Dhanbad and (3) Shri Damodar Pandey, Member of the 
Parliament, 

3. In the morning of the 16th January, 1976, I received 
a telegram from tho Ministry of Labour, Government of 
India to the following effect : 

“According to the report received today, (15th), Horizon 
Number I of Chasnalla Colliery is likely to be 
opened for rescue and inspection by Friday (16th) 
evening or Saturday (17th) morning. In case it is 
decided to inspect the Horizon, DGMS may kindly 
be contacted immediately." 

4. This telegram was followed by another from the Ad- 
ministrator of the Indian Iron and Steel Co, Ltd., received 
by me on the 17th of January, 1976 to the following effect ; 

“Chasnalla Number One Horizon expected to be dewa- 
tered by tomorrow (Friday) evening. This is for 
your kind information. This message is being 
repeated to Sarvashri Damodar Pandey, M.P., C. 
Karunakaran and G. S. Marwaha." 

5. I could, immediately, arrange for visiting the Chasnalla 
Colliery and I went to Sindri, at a distance of about 9 Kilo- 
metres from the Colliery in the morning of the 18th of 
January, 1976. Immediately thereafter I went to visit the 
Colliery and met Shri Damodar Pandey, M.P., there. The 
dewatering of the mine was continuing and it was not possi- 
ble to go down for inspection. In my short visit to the 
Colliery on that day, I was taken around to see for myself 
the process of dewatering and the assistance that was being 
given for that purpose by the Russian and Polish engineers. 
I was introduced to Mr. Siderovitch, who was heading the 
Russian team engaged in the dewatering process. Nothing 
more could be done on that day, except to visit certain 
places on the surface to see what steps were being taken 
for clearing the mine of the accumulated water, and J left 
Sindri for Patna in the same afternoon. 

6. I visited the Colliery for the second time on 28-1-1976, 
when I met Shri Karunakaran, one of the Assessors, in the 
Administrative Buildings of the Colliery and he explained to 
me the general situation of the different seams of coal in 
the locality and about the old workings made through incline 
No. 4. This he could do on personal knowledge because 
he had gone down through No. 4 Incline of abandoned old 
workings on the 26th. Thereafter we went towards the 
mouth of No, 4 Incline from where we could look down 
into the quarry above 3/4 Incline old workings, including 
a lower bed towards the eastern end of the quarry, We 
noticed a stream of water flowing down this bed towards the 
south and going down into the old working through an 
opening at the southern end. From the northern edge of 
the quarry Shri Karunakaran indicated the surface subsidence 
whidn was said to have taken place at the time of the 
accident on 29-12-1975, to the south of the lower quarry 
bed. 

Local Inspection of Deep Mime 

7. My main inspection of Chasnalla Mine was done on 
the 12th February, 1976. On that day T went down to the 
first Horizon with Shri G, S. Marwaha, Shri C. Karunakaran 
and others. On that occasion we could go right up to, 
what was called at that time the ‘Puncture* through which 
water from 3/4 Incline old workings had inundated the 
mine on the 27th December, 1975. After return from the 
puncture point, we went down by the cage to inspect the 
2nd Horis Horizon, but, so much water was walling on 
the cage itself that we could not! step down on the second 
Horizon from the cage, We had to hurry back after desc- 
ending to the level of the second Horizon and thereafter 
we returned to the surface. This visit had taken us about 
one hour. I had recorded a memorandum of Inspection of 
the mine made by me on the 12th of February, 1976, which 
is kept in the file containing the Order Sheet of the Court 
of Inauiry. Shri G, S, Marwaha has recorded notes on his 
inspections made on 19th January. 23rd January, 30th January 
and 1st February, 1976. Shri C. Karunakaran has recorded 
a note of his inspections held on 25th and 26th January, 
1976. With Shri KaTunakaran’s note of Inspection of 26th 


January, 1976 he has appended two photographs of (i) the 
exposed sill below ‘K‘ level and (ii) the view of water 
falling from ‘K’ level, both the photographs having been 
taken from inside No. 4 Incline. The notes of inspection 
of Shri G. S. Marwaha and Shri C. Karunakaran are also 
kept in the file containing the Order Sheet. 

8. In the next visit to the Deep Mine on 12-3-1976 we 
went down to the 2nd Horizon, and 1 was taken to several 
spots where extensive damage had been caused by the In- 
undation. By that time, miners were being employed to 
repair the damage, as far as was possible under the circum- 
stances. I met groups of workers who showed us the places 
where they were working inspite of danger to life. 

First Sitting of Court of Inquiry : 

9. The first sitting of the Court of Inquiry was held od 
the 29th January 1976, at 10.30 a.m., in the premises of 
the President, Central Coal Mines Rescue Stations Com- 
mittee, at Dhansar, about 6 Kilometres away from Dhanbad. 
The place is situated between the town of Dhanbad and 
the Chasnalla Colliery. The distance between the place of 
the sittings of the Court of Inquiry and the Colliery itself 
will be about 14 Kilometres. (I may mention at this stage 
that all the sittings of the Court of Inquiry have been held 
in the same premises). This sitting was held with prior 
information to the three Assessors and with notice to all 
persons concerned by pasting typed notices in prominent and 
principal localities, by Shri P. K. Verma, who was then 
acting as Secretary of the Court of Inquiry. An Order 
Sheet was recorded on the 29th January, 1976 mentioning 
about the first sitting of the Court. 

Appearance of Parties 

10. The following 11 Parties appeared for participation 
in the proceedings : 

1. The Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd., 

2. The Rashtriya Collier yMazdoor Sangh as well as 

Indian National Mine Workers’ Federation and 

Indian National Trade Union Congress. 

3. The Association of Indian Mine Surveyors. 

4. All India Trade Union Congress, Indian Mine 

Workers’ Federation and United Coal Workers’ 

Union. 

5. Hind Majdoor Sabha, All India Khan Majdoor 

Panchayat, Koyla Ispat Majdoor Panchayat and 

Mine Majdoor Union, an affiliate of Hind Majdoor 

Sabha. 

6. The District Authorities of Dhanbad. 

7. The Colliery Majdoor Sabha of India, affiliated to 

C.I.T.U. 

8. The Directorate-General of Mines Safety. 

9. The Chasnalla Mine Majdoor Union and also the 

next to kin of some miners, 

10. The Indian National Mines, Overmen, Sirdars and 

Shotflrers Association, 

11. The Chasnalla Branch of Indian National Mines 

Overmen, Sirdars and Shotfirers Association. 

11. Shri S. C, Banerji, Advocate, appearing for the 
Management was asked to prepare a note on the history of 
the Colliery, The representatives of the parties suggested 
that notices of the Constitution of the Court of Inquiry may 
be advertised in the newspapers mentioned in the Order 
Sheet of that date. Accordingly, notices were published in 
the Searchlight, the Indian Nation, the New Sketch, Awaz, 
the Khan Mazdoor and Aryavarta, Subsequently, however, 
because of sufficient notice to all concerned, publications in 
the Statesman of Calcutta and The Times of India of Delhi 
were dispensed with. 

12 In the next sitting of the Court of Inquiry, held on 
the 13th of February, a history of Chasnalla Colliery was 
supplied on behalf of the management. A list of 375 
persons, said to he missing as a result of the inundation, 
was also supplied. Shri S. C. Benerji was asked to make 
two different lists of missing persons who had been deputed 
to work separately in the first Horizon and in the second 
Horizon, in the first shift of the 27th December. 1975 
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(This list was supplied at the sitting held on the 29th 
January, 1976). 

Appearance of Parlies 

13. On the 13th February, 1976 two more parties ap- 
peared : 

(1) Mines Rescue Stations Employees Association and 

(2) Coal Miners’ Union. 

These parties were numbered as Parties No. 12 and 13. 
As the enquiry proceeded, the parties made application for 
facilities for inspection of the underground mines and they 
did inspect the mine on different dates On the 13th Febru- 
ary, Shri Karunakaran required from tne management certain 
documents and these were supplied to the Court at the next 
sitting on the 28th February, as per details mentioned in 
the Order Sheet of that date. 

14. 1 should mention about a rather strange matter 
brought to my notice and need recorded in the Order Sheet 
of the 13th February. On that day Shrl S, P. Gangull, 
Director of Mines Safety (Northern Zone), who is repre- 
senting the Mines Department (Party No. 8), filed a 
petition stating that the original statement of Shri R. Bhat- 
tacharyya, Manager of Chasnalla Colliery, and of Shri U, K. 
Khan, Assistant Manager, which had been recorded during 
Shri Ganguli's statutory enquiry, were missing from his file. 
A copy of Shri Khan’s statement was, however, available 
by Shri Bhattacharyya’s statement is lost. This matter is 
to be found in Shri Ganguli’s application which is on the 
record and evidence has been given In this context by Shri 
S. N. Thakur and Shri A. B, Singh. 

Appearance of additional Parties 

15. On the 26th February, a new party appeared named 
Coal Mines Officers' Association, P.O. Ukhra, District Burd- 
wan in West Bengal. This party was numbered as Party 
No 14. Another party appeared on this day, namely, Bihar 
Colliery Kamgar Union at Chasnalla Colliery. This party 
was numbered as Party No. 15. By 26th February, the 
parties had filed long list of documents that they wanted 
to inspect for their own purposes and In due course these 
lists were checked by ug and opportunities provided to the 
parties for inspection of documents that we had considered 
reinvent up to that stage. On 26th February, nil the parties 
were asked to file statements of their respective cases, if any, 
in writing indicating the following : 

(a) The interest of the party In the inquiry. Apart 
from any general interest, particular Interest or 
interests in the accident in question to be indicated. 

(b) The exact information and data which the party 
wishes to place before the Court of Inquiry and 
the conclusions which may follow from the same. 

(c) N times and particulars of witnesses which the party 
desires to examine in this inquiry. 

'(d) List of documents which the party desires to file, 
if any, and their nature. 

Report by Shri 9. P. Ganguli under the Mines Act, 1952 

16. On 11th March Shri S. P. Ganguli filed copies of 
his report of investigation into the accident prepared Under 
the Mines Act for the Court and the Assessors. This report 
has hereafter been referred to as the Statutory Report. On 
the same day, 13 other parties filed their statements of cases 
as required. The inquiry report submitted by Shri S. P. 
Gangull was considered as the oase of the Directorate- 
General of Mines Safety. Later, Bihar Colliery Kamgar 
Union at Chasnalla (Party No. 15) also filed statement of 
their case. All the statements of the parties were kept in 
sealed covers and copies , meant for the different parties were 
distributed after all the statements were on the record. 

Classifications required 

17. On the next date of the sitting of the Court, namely 
Che 29th March, 1976, certain clarifications were required 
from the parties in connection with their statements filed 
earlier. It was decided on this date that, at the next sitting 
of the Court of Inquiry, it may have to be considered 
whether it will be necessary to retain on the record all the 
parties who had appeared or whether some of them coiild 
be discharged an unnecessary parties. This decision was 
arrived at In view of the statements filed by the parties and 


as substantial doubts had arisen at this stage as to what 
assistance could be forthcoming from some of the partied, 
In the inquiry by the Court. 

Supplementary Statements 

18. Further statements were filed in due course by most 
of the parties and these have been considered as Supple- 
mentary Statements. 


Some Parties to Show Cause 


19, On the next date, namely the 31st March, 1976, 
parties no. 11, 12. 12 and 15 [namely, (1) The Chasnalla 
Branch of Indian National Mines Overmen, Sirdars and 
Shot-firers Association, (2) Mines Rescue Stations Employees 
Association, (3) Coal Miners’ Union and (4) Bihar Colliery 
Kamgar Union at Chasnalla] were asked to show cause on 
the next date of the sitting of the Court as to why they 
should not be discharged from the record. This matter 

was heard for the first time on the 15th April, 1976 A 

petition was filed on behalf of parties No. 10 and 11 stating 
that the separate representation by party no. 11 (The Chas- 
nalla Branch of the Indian National Mines Overmen, Sirdars 
and Shotfirers Association) was not necessary and the party 
may be deleted from the record. This was done. We heard 

learned counsel appearing for party no. 12 i D the Show 

Cause matter and, for reasons recorded in the Order Sheet 
of that date, we came to the conclusion that as no help 
would be available from this party, it should be deleted from 
the record. This was done. The hearing of this matter 
against parties no. 13 and IS was postponed till the next 
date. The Show Cause matter against parties no. 13 and 
15 was heard fully on the 19th April, 1976 and, for reasons 
recorded in the Order Sheet of that day, these parties were 
retained on the record. . In this Report and the record, 
however, the eoriginal numbers of the parties have been 
mentioned. 


20. One matter referred to in the order dated the 15th 
April may be mentioned here. On that date Shri S. P. 
Ganguli filed a statement of Shri S. Sarkar, cx-Survcyor of 
Chasnalla Colliery made to Shri Ganguli in the course of 
his continued statutory inquiry, and this statement was in- 
corporated as part of V61. Ill of his Original report. 

Examination of Shri Sarkar on Commission 

21. On the 15th April, Shri Ganguli filed an application 
for examination on Commission of Shri S. Sarkar, a former 
Surveyor of the Colliery, in his house at Asansol, on ground 
of ill health and old age. This matter was heard in Court 
on the 19th and the request was granted. Shri Satpal Singh, 
the new Secretary of the Court of Inquiry, was appointed 
as Commissioner for the examination of Commission of Shri 
S. Sarkar, at Asansol, on Sunday, the 25th April, 1976. All 
the parties consented to the examination of Shri S. Sarkar 
on that day and it wa s recorded that the representatives of 
the parties who were on the record were at liberty to go 
to Asansol and put such questions to Shri Sarkar as would 
be deemed necessary. On this very day, Shri Gangull also 
filed the statements of Sarvashri A. K, Mukherjee, N C 
Modak and B. B. Choudhury recorded in his Statutory 
Inquiry. 


it,, i ne examination on Commission of Shri S Sarkar at 
, c °mmenccd on 25-4-1976 and continued on 
26-4-1976, 7-5-1976 and 8-J-1976, and a record of that pro- 
ceeding has been kept separately. Many of the parties had ap- 
peared there, through their representatives and Shri S. Safkar 
was examined and cross-examined in great detail. The recorded 
deposition of Shri S, Sarkar was formally tendered in evidence 
by the learned Counsel for Party No. 8 and accepted as such, 
without objection by anyone.

25. As part of this Report, 1 have appended a number of 
Annexures. The first annexure contains a list of persons who 
had died in the accident. The other annexures consist of the 
names of witnesses examined on behalf of different parties 
and the number and description of exhibits which have been 
bronchi on the record by them. List of witnesses examined by 
the Court and the documents proved by them have also been 
annexed, Copies of some of the plans* filed by the parties in 
the Inquiry have also been given, for a clear understanding of 
I he necessary facts, 

26. It will be necessary, in the first instance, to give the 
situation and description of Chasnalla Colliery and then follow 
It with the history of ownership of the property. 


Chasnalla Colliery — Situation 

27. Chasnalla Colliery is situated on the north bank of river 
Damodar, at the south-eastern fringe of the Jharia Coalfield, 
in the Sadar sub-division of District Dhanbad, and is about 
20 km by road from Dhanbad on the Dhanbad-Sindri road. It 
hits an area of 902 acres or about 2706 Bighas, whole of which 
is said to be coal bearing. One major dyke, about 27 m thick 
runs North-South within the property and several thin off-shoots 
from the main dyke are met with.

29. Scam No. 17B is the top-most seam in the Colliery and 
the other seams are below, in the order mentioned. We arc 
concerned wittt the workings in combined seams No. 13/14.

had contained a large volume of accumulated water and Hori- 
zon No, 1 of the (new Deep Mine had been opened below, 
leaving a vertical parting of about 80 feet, in the East District.

•Plans given in Annexures D, E, F, G, H, I & J has not been printed. 
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Quarry No. 1 is sitauated on the western edge of the pro- 
perty in Chasnalla Mouza. Abandoned before IISCO took 
over, it was restarted in the year 1972 and discontinued again 
due to outbreak of fire from April 1974. 


Quarry No. 2 is situated in Het Kendra Mouza and 
extends from the Domohani lore to the Superphosphate Road. 
The quarry was started in March 1973. It is still ui progress, 
the present extent being about 1600 feet along the strike and 
200 feet along the dip. 


As a result, in the new Deep underground Mine, while the 
west side workings has about 70 metres head of accumulated 
water over it — over a thicker parting, the cast side workings 
had about 118 metres head of accumulated 
water over K level. This was the position 
at the time of the accident on 27-12-1975. It was 
from the old workings on the eastern side of the dyke that 
about 27 to 30 million gallons of water had gone down into 
the (new) Deep Mine causing the disaster under inquiry. 

History of Ownership 


Quarry No. 3 has been planned in Chasnalla Mouza for 
extracting coal from 13/14 combined seam, between Nos. 3/4 
Inclines. It is proposed to extend this quarry upto the Domo- 
hani Jore. fit may be of interest to note that the second in- 
cident which took place on 5th of April 1976, was in the 
course of working in this Quarry], 

Old Workings through Inclines In No. 13/14 Combined Seam 

31. According to the history given by the Management, 
No. 13/14 Combined seam is about 80 feet thick and has a 
gradient of about 1 in 1,5. It has been worked through four 
Inclines on the western side of the dyke and three Inclines 
on the eastern side of the dyke. The four Inclines on ihc 
western side of dyke are numbered as 1, 3 (old), 2 A and 2 
and the three Inclines on the eastern side of the dyke are num- 
bered, 3, 4 and H.K. Incline. 

32. The working on the western side of the dyke had been 
developed in the pattern of levels going down to L Level, 
and those on the eastern side of the dyke have gone down 
to K level. However, the level internal on the west being 
smaller than that on the east, the westside workings are much 
shallower than those on the ease side. The various levels 
had been developed on Bond and Pillar system. 

These workings were discontinued in and from April 1949. 
Ht is of importance to note at this stage that the accident 
v’hich took place on 27th December, 1975 had occurred by 
inundation of the underground deep mine, from the water 
which had been allowed to accumulate in the underground 
workings on the Eastern side of the dyke mentioned above, 
which workings arc described as the 3/4 Incline workings 
underground,] 

Flooding and attempts at dewatering 

33. According to the history given by the Management, the 
old workings through these Inclines (i.e. Nos. 3, 4 and H. K. 
Inclines) were discontinued in 1949 and were allowed to be 
filled with water accumulating by percolation from the 
strata. 

34. Dewatering started through 3 /4 Inclines sometimes late 
in 1963. A surface collapse took place at H. K. Incline 
mouth on 27-11-1963, and completely blocked the mouth, 
A 'Bund' was subsequently built around the opening of H. K. 
Incline to protect it against high flood water from the jore. 

35. The dewatering continued from 3/4 Inclines till 
2-4-1966 by when the water level had reached between E 
and F levels of the old workings. On that date, a major 
subsidence took place between No. 3 and 4 Inclines, which 
caused the roof of ‘A’ level to collapse right up to the surface. 
However, it is stated that the dewatering operation was conti- 
nued till 17-5-1967 when active Are was detected under- 
ground between 3/4 Inclines. To deal with the situations, 
the mouths of Nos, 3 and 4 Inclines (as also the stowing 
shafts at Ranidanga) were scaled off on 18-5-1967. The seals 
in 3 and 4 Inclines were broken on 26-9-1967 and restricted 
dewatering restarted. The level of water afterwards was 
never allowed to fall below 'C* level roof because of sus- 
ceptibility to Are. 


38. The following history of the ownership of Chasnalla 
Colliery has been given : 

The underground coal mining right of the entire Mouza 
Chasnalla originally belonged to one Tara Nath Dutt by 
virtue of a permanent lease granted by Raja Joymongal Singh 
of Jharia, the then landlord of Pargana Jharia, bearing date 
5th Kartick 1302 B. S., who in turn granted a sub lease of 
his interest to the Bengal Coal Syndicate Ltd., on or about 
1 9-2-1901, for a period of 999 years. By a deed of assign- 
ment dated 7th May, 1906, the Bengal Coal Syndicate Ltd., 
in liquidation, and the liquidation hereof, along with the 
Trustees and the Receive rfor the Debenture-holders, assigned 
their interest to M/s Bum & Co. for the residue of the 
unexpired term. 

On 9-10-1906, M/s Bum & Co. assigned their interest to 
the Turner Morrison & Co. Ltd., who in turn assigned Ihe 
same to the Lodna Colliery Co. Ltd., by a deed of assignment 
dated 15-10-1909. Thereafter, the Lodna Colliery Co. Ltd., 
and its liquidators, transferred the coal mining rights in the 
entire Mouza of Chasnalla to the Lodna Colliery Co. (1920) 
Ltd., by a deed dated 6th lune, 1921. The Lodna Colliery 
Co. (1920) Ltd. Surrendered their interest back to Tara Nath 
Dutt and his co-sharers, by a deed dated 12-3-1926. After 
this surrender, Tara Nath Dutt and his co-shares granted the 
underground coal mining rights in the entire Mouza Chasnalla 
to Hemanta Kumar Nag and others by a sub-lease dated 
28-9-1929, effective from 12-3-1928, for a period of 999 years. 
Subsequently Hemant Kumar Nag and his co-sharers acquired 
the right of their superior landlord by virtue of two convey- 
ances dated 23-12-1935 and 1-2-1936. Thus, by virtue Of these 
devolutions, Hemanta Kumar Nag and his co-sharers became 
direct lessees under the Raja of Jharia, in respect of 1995 
bighas of coal land, covering the entirety of Mouza Chasnalla, 
On 27-4-1938, Hemanta Kumar Nag and his co-sharers 
granted to the Indian Iron and Steel Co. Ltd. a sub-lease of 
the underground coal mining rights of the entire of Mouza 
Chasnalla for 750 years. 

So far as Mouza Het Kendra is Concerned, it consists of 
an area of 603 bighas 8 cottahs, made up of two plots, 
one of 300 bighas and the other of 303 bighas 8 cottahs. 
The coal mining rights in respect of the 300 bighas was ac- 
quired by one Paresh Nath Oho«e by a permanent lease 
dated 18th Ashar 1302 B. S. from Raja Joymongal Singh 
of Jharia, Paresh Nath Ghose transferred his interest to 
Gobinda Chandra Bose and, in 1932, the aforesaid 300 bighas 
plot was purchased in Court auction by Bhola Nath Dutt, in 
execution of a decree for rent obtained by the Receiver of ihe 
Jharia Raj Estate and obtained Sale Certificate on 13-8-1932. 
Bhola Nath Dutt, subsequently, by a registered deed of dec- 
laration dated 11-9-1935, declared that the property was 
purchased by him on behalf of himself, Hemanta Kumar Nag 
and Haradhan Banerjee, having a share of l anna, 8 annas 
and 7 annas respectively. So far as 303 bighas and 8 cottahs 
plot is concerned, it was originally acquired by one Abhoy 
Kumar Rov Choudhurv, bv virtue of a permanent lease 
dated 28th Kartick 1313 B S. granted by Raja Duran 
Prasad Singh of Jharia. In 1930, this interest was purchased 
rv Hemanta Kumar Nog at a Court sale in execution of 
the Dhanbad Court and Sale Certificate dated 
2Z-7-1932 was obtained from the Subordinate Judge, Dhanbad. 


36. I have mentioned earlier about a major dyke running 
through the property and that the workings in the 13 / 14 com- 
bined seem on the west side are separated from the east side 
workings by this dyke. At one timej there was a connection 
between these two sets of workings through the dyke at A 
level; this connection was dammed off round this time. 

37 As mentioned earlier, although on the western side of 
the dyke, the underground workings had been made upto L 
level, between No. 1 and No. 2 Inclines, the depth of these 
west-side workings was less than the depth of K level on the 
eastern side of the dyke, between No. 3 and No, 4 Inclines.

The Company also acquired 
various surfaco lands by several documents from the respec- 
tive owners of the same. 

By virtue of the aforesaid acquisitions, of the underground 
coal mining rights, the Company now owns a total area of 
902 acres, equivalent to 2706 bighas 8 cottahs as follows :

Hemanta Kumar Nag and others, from whom the property 
was acquired by the Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd, used to 
work the colliery under the name and style of Chasnalla 
Coal Company. After the Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd., 
acquired the aforesaid property, the management of the same 
remained with the said Company till 13-7-1972. 

39. On 14-7-1972, the President of India promulgated an 
Ordinance known as the Indian Iron & Steel Company Ltd. 
(Taking over of Management) Ordinance, 1972 (Ordinance 
6 of 1972), under which the management of Chasnalla Col- 
liery, along with other properties held by the Company, was 
taken over by the Central Government. The said Ordinance 
was subsequently repealed and replaced by an Act known as 
the Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd. (Taking over of Manage- 
ment) Act, 1972 (No. 50 of 1972) which received the assent 
of the President on 3-9-1972, but was given retrospective 
effect from 14-7-1972. As a result of the promulgation of 
the aforesaid Ordinance followed by Act 50 of 1972, the 
management of all the undertakings of the Indian Iron & 
Steel Co. Ltd,, along with Chasnalla Colliery, vested in 
the Central Government with effect from 14-7-1972. 

40. Subsequently, Act 50 of 1972 was amended by an Or- 
dinance known as the Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd. (Taking 
over of management) Amendment Ordinance, 1972 (Ordi- 
nance No. 36 of 1974). The said Ordinance was subse- 
quently repealed and replaced by the Indian Iron & Steel 
Co. Ltd. (Taking over of Management) Amendment Act, 
1974 (Act No. 36 of 1974), which received the assent of 
(he President on 31-8-1974, but was given retrospective 


effect from 23-6-1974. The aforesaid Act No. 36 of 1974 
extended the period of the management of the undertaking 
of the Company and also added some new sections. By me 
said amendment, a Board of Management was constituted, 
consisting of ft. Chainriftti. and not less than four and not 
more than 14 other members. It also made provision tor 
appointment of an Administrator to assist the Board or 
Management and manage the affairs of the undertaking of 
the Company. It also provided that, on and from the date 
on which the management of the undertaking of the Com- 
pany was taken over by the Board of Management, the Cus- 
todian would vacate his office as such, but shall be eligible 
for appointment as a member of the Board of Management 
or as the Administrator. 

41. Thereafter the Indian Iron & Steel Co, Ltd. (Acquisi- 
tion of Shares) Act, 1976 (Ordinance No. 10 of 1976) was 
promulgated which was subsequently repealed and replaced by 
the Indian Iron & Steel Co. Ltd. Acquisition of Shares Act, 
1976 (Act No. 89 of 1976). The said Act received the assent 
of the President on 2-9-1976, but was given retrospective 
effect from 17-7-1976. Linder the provisions of the said Act, 
all the shares of the Company stood transferred to and 
vested in the Central Government. “Shares" have been defined 
in the said Act as not including any share in the capital of 
the Company held by : 

(i) Any State Government. 

(ii) State Bank of India 

(iii) Steel Authority of India Ltd. 

(iv) Life Insurance Corporation of India 

(v) Unit Trust of India 

(vi) Any corresponding new bank 

(vii) Any General Insurance Company, nationalised by 
the General Insurance Business (Nationalisation) 
Act, 1972.

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It may be mentioned that the posts of General Manager 
(Materials), Chief Executive (Collieries), Area Manager, 
Planning Officer and Group Safety Officer are not statutory 
posts under the Mines Act, 1952. These are said to be 
posts created by administrative orders. The General Manager 
(Materials) is said to be the administrative head of the 
Mines Department and the Materials Department of the 
Company. The Mines Department consists of the Collieries 
and the Ore Mines, each of which is under a Chief Execu- 
tive. It is said that the Chief Executive (Collieries) posted 
at Chasnalla, is responsible for the management of all the 
Collieries, to the higher management, through the General 
Manager (Materials). 

43. According to the history given by the Management, 
the Collieries establishment consists of (1-2) two coal mines 
at Noonodih-Jitpur, (3-4) two coal mines at Chasnalla, (5) 
the Ramnagore Coal Mine and (6) the Coal Washery situa- 
ted at Chasnalla. There is also a bi-cable ropeway from 
Jitpur Colliery to Chasnalla Colliery, which Is '5.4 miles (8.6 
km.) long, as also a longer bi-cable ropeway from Chasnalla 
Colliery to Bumpur which is 33 miles (53 km.) long. It 
is said tha,t, for effective management of the coal mines and 
for carrying out the statutory responsibilities of the Com- 
pany, it has appointed two Area Managers who are qualified 
mining Engineers holding First Class Colliery Manager’s Cer- 
tificate of Competency, for the two areas. It is said that, 
to strengthen supervision and ensure effective management, 
of mines, the Company has appointed, amongst others, a 
Group Safety Officer and a Planning Officer (Mining). 

Present Working System 

44. The Management has supplied, in the history of the 
Chasnalla Colliery, a detailed note as to the present system 
of working at the mine. According to this note, the Colliery 
remained closed from the year 1949 as the Management 
found it difficult and technically not feasible to continue work- 
ings in any of the scams within the lease-hold area. In 
1958, the Management entrusted the future planning of the 
colliery to Mr. N. Barraclough, a retired Chief Inspector 
of Mines in India, who examined various technical aspects 
and submitted a Feasibility Report in 1960. Feasibility R eport 
of Mr. N. Barraclough.— As the system of mining suggested 
by Mr, Barraclough" Involved huge investment of capital, 
including foreign exchange, for purchasing machineries to be 
imported from foreign countries, the Management applied to 
the World Bank for grant of loan for successfully developing 
this difficult mining project. As per advice of the World 
Bank, the Management entrusted to M/s. International Cons- 
truction Company (TCC), having its registered office at 56, 
Kingsway, London, the planning, coordination and execu- 
tion of the coal development project of its Chasnalla and 
Jitpur Collieries. This firm is said to be internationally 
known for its competency in such works and was approved 
by the World Bank for the above purpose. 

Project Report of International Construction Company 

45. The Project Report of I.C.C. was submitted sometime 
in 1966. In the meantime, the sinking of shafts for the 
(now) Deep Mine was started in 1964 /by M/S Cementa- 
tion Co. Ltd. another British firm, by the special cementation 
method of sinking. As per plan there are three pits. Pits 
No. 1 and 2 serve as two outlets for the West Mine, and 
Pit No. 4 in the East Mine is to serve the purpose of 
Sand stowing, development in stone and supply of materials 
to the faces, in accordance with the Horizon System of 
mining. (We are concerned with the West Mine in this 
Inquiry). 


is said that this Mining Expert also imparted training to 
the managerial and technical supervisory staff in mining of 
steep and thick coal deposits by Horizon System of Min- 
ing. . 

The Horizon System of Mining 

47. The Horizon system of Mining differs basically from 
the more general In-Seem System. In the latter, shafts are 
sunk down to the coal seam itself and all drlvages there- 
after are made in coal— except where two seams are to be 
interconnected, when cross-measure drifts in stone have to 
be driven. The coal seams are generally inclined. In the 
Horizon System, however, shafts are sunk down to horizontal 
sets of workings (Horizons), made mainly in stone, at pre- 
determined detum-levels, with reference to the mean sea 
level (MSL); the coal seams are also Intersected /approached 
through level cross-measure drifts in the same horizon. It 
is after two such horizons have been developed, one below 
the other, that the coal seams intersected in and between 
the two horizons, is worked out. At Chasnalla, the datum 
of Horizon No. 1 had been fixed at 100 ft. below mean 
sea level (ordinance datum), or approximately 565 ft. from 
the surface and Horizon No. 2 had been located 490 ft. 
below ordinance level, or approximately 955 ft. from the 
surface. 


The depth of different pits at the two Horizons from sur- 
face is as follows :

So far 1st and 2nd Horizons have got workings . only 
through Pits No. 1 and 2. The horizons have not yet been 
connected to No. 4 Pit, from which only a few stone drivages 
have been made at the 1st Horizon. 

We are concerned in this Inquiry with Pits No. 1 and 2 
only, going down to 1st and 2nd horizons of the Deep (West) 
Mine, workings through which had been completely Inunda- 
ted. The two pits are situated 165 ft. apart. No. 1 pit 
being to the north of No. 2 pit. 

48. The mine in question is a gassy mine and is placed 
in Gas Category m — the highest category of gassiness. The 
mine was mechanically ventilated by an electrically — driven 
axial-flow fan designed to circulate 15,000 to 20,000 ft. 
of air per minute at a pressure of about 10 inches of water 
gauge. The fan is installed at the top of No. 2 Pit which 
is the ‘Up Cast’ Shaft. Pit No. 1 is ‘Down Cast’ shaft. 
The fan sucks out air from the mine, thus ventilating the 
mine through the Down Cast shaft. Besides the aforesaid 
fan, there are auxiliary fans installed in both the Horizons 
for ventilating ‘blind’ galleries. 

49. Work in the mine is carried on in three shifts each 
of 8 hours duration. The 1st shift was from 7 A.M. to 
3 P.M., the 2nd shift was from 3 P.M. to 1 1 P.M, and 
the 3rd shift was from 11 P.M. to 7 A.M. The accident 
under inquiry had occurred in the 1st shift of 27-12-1975. 

50. In Chasnalla Mine, the strata is generally watery and, 
for dealing with the make of water in the undergroupd work- 
ing of No. 1 and No. 2 horizons (and also for pumping 
sand-stowing water), pumps had been installed as follows : 


46. It is said in the history supplied by the Management 
that the Mining technique of Horizon Jfystem of Mining 
proposed for Chasnalla was then unknown to the mining 
in industry in India. Therefore, under the advice of World 
Bank, a German Mining Expert (Mr. C. H. Swoboda), who 
was interviewed jointly by the I.I.S.Co., Management and 
the World Bank at Washington (U.S.A.), was appointed by 
the Company as “Mining Adviser” exclusively for Chasnalla, 
Mine. The Mining Adviser, who was stationed at Chasnalla, 
took up his assignment in January 1969 and worked at 
Chasnalla, Mine in such capacity till December 1973. It 
is said that all detailed planning and design of Chasnalla 
Mine in various areas were conducted under the advice, 
guidance and direct supervision of this Mining Expert. It 


No, 1 Horizon : Five pumps with total pumping capa- 
city of 1500 gallons per minute. 

No. 2 Horizon : Five pumps with total pumping capa- 
city of 2500 gallons per minute. 

Notes on Local Inspections 

51. The first description of the place of accident, in detail, 
is available from the note recorded by Shrl G. S. Marwahiy, 
Assessor, after making his inspections on the 30th January 
1976 and the 1st February 1976. Shri Marwaha has noted 
his observations after reaching near the spot in the first 
Horizon - whieh was the site of the inundation of the 27th 
December 1975, as below 
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"It was observed that the connection had been made 
at the inbyc end of the (approx) 15m long ‘Ven- 
tilation Cross-out being driven towards the Foot- 
wall from the Hangwali Drive. The connecting 
gallery appeared to be sloping parallel to the scam 
inclination and the puncture point was about 2m 
wide and about 3-4 nr high. I was told that an 
IISCO Surveyor who had (earlier in the day) 
walked down the connection from K-Level, had 
measured the length from K-Level floor to l 
Horizon roof to be about 49 m. Except for a few 
feet at the lower end, the connection gallery appear- 
ed to have a fairly regular-shaped section . A dyke 
about 80—100 cm thick, was traversing the Venti- 
lation Cross-cut about 6m inbye its junction with 
the Hangwali Drive, and from this dyke, a 15—20 
cm thick sill was running up the connection, right 
along the latters roof. 


About 600 — 700 gpm of water appeared to be coming 
down the connecting gallery. At the upper end, we 
could dimly see (in the caplamp light being direc- 
ted by persons standing in K-Level) water cascad- 
ing down from the eastern aide. At the face of 
the Ventilation Cross-cut several shot-hole sockets 
could be seen. The puncture-connection had been 
made towards the eastern top corner of the Venti- 
lation Cross-cut and the huge quantity of water 
that had rushed down the puncture, had secured 
out the eastern side of the cross-cut right up to 
the dyke. These onrushing waters had also scoured 
out the floor, of not only the Ventilation Cross- 
cut but also of the Hangwali Drive for quite some 
distance outbye. As mentioned earlier, the scour- 
ing had been stowed with sand after 25th January, 
1976.” 

52, On the 1st February 1976, Shri Marwaha had gone 
up the connecting gallery, which was in continuation of 
No. 4 Incline, right upto 1-Level of the old workings and 
he has noted about that Inspection in the following words : 

“Went up the connecting gallery and No. 4 Incline 
Cross-cut right upto J-Levcl and made a fairly 
detailed inspection of the roof and sides, etc., both 
on the way up and down. The following observa- 
tions were made : 

I, A highly rusted steel bracket was found cemented 
on the western side of the connecting gallery at 
a distance of only about 5-6m from the lower 
end. The bracket had beert downwards, apparently 
by the onrushing waters. There were signs that 
a similar bracket had been cemented about 2J 
— 3m higher up along the gallery, but the bracket 
itself was missing. 


II. The shape (cross section) of the gallery was fairly 

regular for a distance of about 2-f m further 
on the dip-side of the aforesaid bracket, from 
which it appeared evident that the main No, 4 
Incline had extended beyond K level to within 
about this distance of the roof of I Horizon 
workings. 

III. The sill mentioned earlier ran just below the roof 

of the connecting gallery for a distance of about 
10 — 12 m from I Horizon workings, above which 
the gallery roof was about a metre higher, the 
sill there running lower down the gallery side, 
A little further up, the gallery-floor also had a 
rather abrupt rise by about a metre or so. 

IV. Around this area, the following were noticed : 

(a) Side under-cuts on both sides, which could 
have been made (by pick miners) to open up 
a new L-Level. 

(b) Two round ‘duggi’ holes on the two sides of 
the gallery, which had apparently accommoda- 
ted a buffer. 
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(c) A manhole on the western side, slightly higher 
up the gallery. 

(d) Above the sill in this area, five evenly-spaced 
marks (about 1.5 M apart) on the wostern 
side, where also perhaps some iron brackets 
had been fitted. (This can however be ascertain- 
ed positively only after a closer physical veri- 
fication which was not possible due to the 
place being out of reach. The presence of two 
brackets could however be vaguely seen). 

V. Starting from K-Level, for a distance of about 
3-4 m dipwards, the gallery-floor was steeper than 
usual, with a highly-slicken surface. It is no won- 
der therefore, that to any person inspecting the 
connecting gallery from the top, the place looked 
like a complete collapse of the gallery, perticu- 
larly as the cascading water from the 
east obsecured the vision. Actually, however, the 
gallery resumed a fairly regular shape only 3-4 
metres below.” 

The overall impression of Shri Marwaha, made through 
visual observation, amounted to this : No. 4 Incline had 
not stopped at the floor of K level of the old working, 
as appeared to be the impression, but had continued down 
wards along the coal seam towards the roof of the 1st 
Horizon of the (later) new workings. After the inclined dip 
of the old workings had connected, during the accident, with 
the new workings in 1 Horizon (in a gallery then being 
driven, called the Ventilation Connection) the length of the 
connection, from the floor of K level was found to be about 
49 metres. The cross section of the downward continua- 
tion of No. 4 Incline was at a fairly regular shape till about 
2-1/2 metres further down ihc rusted bracket from which 
it appeared that No. 4 Incline had come down below K level 
towards the roof of the Horizon I working, up to very 
little distance above the roof. 

I may mention at this stage that Shri C. Karunakaran, 
another Assessor, had made his local inspection from the 
Deep Mine side as well as through the old workings, and 
his note of Inspection of the 28th January, 1976 made through 
the old workings recordB thus : 

“According to the plan of the old working, this mine 
had stopped at K Level. But standing at K Level 
and looking southwards it was seen that the Inc- 
line continued rather more steeply downwards. A 
few hundred gallons of water per minute was flow- 
ing through the downward Incline.” 

53. It will appear in due course, from the evidence led 
in this inquiry, that the visual observations of Shri Marwaha 
and Shri Karunakaran made during their inspections, were 
the preview of real facts existing at the place of occurrence. 

First Information about the Accident 

54. At some stage or the other it will be necessary to 

state what some of the officers of the Management heard, 
saw and guessed Rbout the accident, immediately after it 

had happened on 27-12-1975 and it would be convenient 
to mention this matter at this stage, Shri Ramanuj Bhatta- 
charyya, the then Manager of the Mine, has mentioned in 
his evidence that, on 27-12-1975, he had come out from 
the 2nd Horizon at about 1.30 P.M. and then went out of 
the mine to his residence, As soon as he had reached 

his residence he heard his telephone ringing and he was 

informed on that telephone about some unusual happening 
in the mine resulting In the stoppage of the main fan. Shn 
Bhattacharyya said that he sent the information of this 
matter to Shri S. K. Banerjee, Agent /Area Manager, Shri 
Dipak Sarkar, Group Safety Officer and Shri J. N. Ohri 
Chief Executive (Collieries) and rushed to the pit top. Shri 
Bhattacharyya was successful in getting the up-cast winder 
started and he went down the up-cast shaft. He found 
water level at about 200 feet from the surface in the shaft 
and he immediately came out and reported this fact to 

Shri J. N. Ohri and other officers who had come to the pit 
top by that time. (The second Horizon was about 955 feet 
below the surface, and, therefore, water had risen from the 
2nd Horizon up to a height of about 755 feet, completely 
filling the 2nd Horizon, the 1st Horizon and all connections 
between them). 
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55. According to Shri J. N, Ohri at about 1.50 P.M. on 
1975, Shri S. K, Banerjee had rushed to his place and re- 
ported to him that a loud sound was said to have been 
caused at the West Mine, with some dust and air being 
thrown out and that it was reported that this had probably 
been caused by some explosion underground. So Shri 
Banerjee and Shri Ohri rushed to the pit top and the first 
thing they were told was that the main fan had been stopped 
and it was not possible to restart it. At About this time 
Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharyya had come out of the shaft with 
the report that he had seen water level in the shaft at a 
depth of 200 to 250 feet from the surface, An attempt was 
made to commission the down-cast shaft but this could not 
be done. According to Shri J. N. Ohri, the circumstances 
appeared to be very confusing and no clear picture could 
be made out about the occurrence. He said that very soon 
Information come to the effect that when a sound had been 
heard from the shaft, three submersible bore-hole pumps 
provided in 3/4 Incline workings, up to C level, had suddenly 
lost water and had stopped working. All attempts to re- 
start the pumps had failed. Simultaneously with this infor- 
mation, it was reported that a large surface subsidence had 
taken place, more or loss at the same time when the sound 
had been heard from the pit. This subsidence was adjacent 
to the 3/4 Incline workings. This had led to a suspicion 
that a breach might have taken place between the old work- 
ings of No. 3/4 Incline and the new mine. According to 
Shri Ohri, this was confirmed after an inspection of the 
old underground working was made through H. K. Incline 
area, because it was noticed that the water level in H.K. 
Incline area which had been slightly above B level had 
suddenly receded to D level, causing a less of 30 to 35 
million gallons of water (H.K. Incline area Is to the further 
Bast of the new deep mine where the inundation had taken 
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place, and is connected with the old 3/4 Incline working). 
According to Shri Ohri, the observation of the diminution 
of water in the H.K. Incline area had raised a suspicion 
that a something serious had happened to the 80 metre 
barrier between the new mine and the old workings above 
It. 

56. It may be stated here, that the suspicion that a part 
of the barrier between Horizon No. 1 and the old work- 
ings of 3/4 Incline had somehow given way was not the 
correct state of affairs, as found out later. What was found 
later, was, that No. 4 Incline had gone below the K-lcvel 
workings, to an inclined distance of about 49 metres, as 
was recorded by Shri G. S. Marwaha in his note of ins- 
pection, and a connection between a gallery called a “Ven- 
tilation Connection” in Horizon No. I and this extension 
of No. 4 Incline had been made, resulting in the accumula- 
ted water going down into the deep mine and inundating 
it. Shri J. N. Ohri has put the matter thus in Court : 

"It is only after the accident on 27 12-197? and dewater- 
ing of the mine, we found that No. 4 Incline had 
been extended for a distance of 125 feet additional 
than shown in the old plan (Ext. D/4) ” 

(Ext. D/4 had indicated that this extension had gone 
down below K Level to an inclined distance of about 40 
feet only along the seam.) 

Description of the Workings 

57. Before going into the facts and circumstances which have 
come on record, I would like to give here a few diagrams 
in order to explain In simple terms what had happened on 
27-12-1975. The diagrams are not on scale, but will ex- 
plain the facts that follow. 


Diagram No. I

Line* A to K represent the levels along which the old 
3/4 Incline working had been worked in the combined 13/14 
seam. The gradient of the seam, as stated, earlier, is 1 
In about 1.5. Line* LM and NO represent Inclines 3 and 4 
respectively. Incline No. 3 has gone down, more or less, 
along the true dip of the seam and Incline No, 4 along the 
apparent dip. It may be noted that Incline No. 3 had gone 
down below K level to a little extent, which is said to be 
about 20 feet inclined distance. Incline No. 4 has been 
drawn to show, that it had gone down below K level, more 
than Incline No. 3 and the distance below K level is said 
to be about 40 feet inclined distance. Line QQ1 represents 
Horizon No, I. The old working was full of water, roughly 
from K level to C level and it is said that this old working 
must have contained about 110 million gallons of water. 


before the accident in question and, according to the written 
statement of Party No. 1, K level had 118 metre head of 
water above It. It is said that about 30 to 35 million gallons 
of water had gone down from this accumulated water, through 
an unknown elogatlon of No. 4 Incline downwards, into the 
deep mine, (see Diagram No, II) until Horizons 1 and 2 
were completely flooded and water had risen into the two 
pits to find its own level and stabilise. It is said that, in the 
process, the water level in the old working and fallen to E 
level on 27-12-1975, after the accident. It may be noted that 
the whole of accumulated water in the old working went 
down the same way later on, as water was being pumped 
out from the deep mine through the pit-shafts, until all of 
it had been pumped out, to free the deep mine of the water 
inundating it.

K-Kl represents K level at the place we are dealing 
with, the width K1 K2 representing the width of the Coal 
team. L M represents Incline No. 3 and, at this stage, N P 
represents Incline No. 4. It may be noted that portion N O 
of Incline No. 4 had gone down below K level to an in- 
clined distance of about 40 feet. O P now represents, what is 
said to have been, the unknown extension of No. 4 Incline, 
below K level and this additional length has been said by 
Shri J. N. Ohri, in Court, to be about 125 feet. Q Q1 repre- 
sents Horizons No. 1, below the level workings. 


I may mention at this stage that, what was the actual 
height of the end of No. 4 Incline, including the extension, 
from the roof of Horizon No. 1, can now be fixed only by 
guess work, as some block of coal at the bottom of the 
lower end of the Incline had been dislodged by the head of 
water and taken into the new workings through the gallery, 
called the Ventilation Connection. (See Diagram VI). By 
rough estimate the (inclined) distance between the roof of 
Horizon No. 1 and the end of Incline No. 4, before the 
accident could not have exceeded 4 metres. The ventical 
thickness of this parting is apaid to be in the region of 2 
metres. 


Diagram No. Ill 

(Corresponds to Exhibit D/5— Anncxure E) 
(not printed) 
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I am now eliminating Incline No. 3 in this diagram. In 
the year 1971 permission had been obtained by the Manage- 
ment to drive into the coal in Horizon No, 1 (details to be 
given hereafter) and make a gallery drawn in this diagram as 
R R3. This has been described hereafter as the Hangwall 
drivage or Hangwall gallery. This Hangwall drivage had 
started from the east of what is called East Chimney Ap- 
proach (represented by S SI) in coal. The East Chimney 
Approach is itself connected through the Hangwall drive with 


a drivage in stone called North Cross-cut East, connected 
with the upcast shaft. Although permission had been granted 
for a long Hangwall drivage, it had been driven, by 1973, 
for a distance of only about 200 feet towards the cast of the 
East Chimney Approach. In 1971, a Footwall drivage along 
the Footwall of the combined seam, represented by T T3 
had been proposed by the Management but the proposal had 
been withdrawn in the same year. 


Diagram No. IV 

(Corresponds to Exhibit D/1 — Annexure H) 
(not printed) 





R. R1 represents the 200 feet of Hangwall drivage made 
up to 1973. In 1975, sanction was sought, and obtained, for 
making a connexion with the Hangwall drivage, by what is 
called, a Footwall drivage or gallery represented by T T2, 
drive from the East Chimney Approach. It may be noted 
that the length of this Footwall drivage along the Footwall 
of the seam would also be about 200 feet, and this Foot- 
wall drivage was to take a sharp right-angled bend towards 
the south at this distance to meet the Hangwall drivage, after 
going through the width of the combined seam, more or 


less. This Footwall drivage is said, by Party No. 1, to have 
commenced in October 1975. After this drivage had pro- 
ceeded to a length of about 90 feet towards the east, from 
the East Chimney Approach, further progress was stopped and 
a new Ventilation connection was started from the Hangwall 
gallery side and was made for a length of about 67-70 feet 
(or about 20-21 metres), as is explained in the next diagram. 
In the meantime, the Hangwall gallery R SI also continued 
to be driven further eastwards. 
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This diagram represents (in a cross-section, looking from 
the East) the section of No. 4 Incline going down below 
K level to point P, as before the accident and leading to 
the accident. N. P, represents Incline No, 4, K K1 the K 
level of old workings and Q Ql, Horizon No. 1 in the new 
workings (Deep Mine). R1 represents the section of the 
Hangwall gallery and V VI the Ventilation Connection ori- 
ven at right angles to the Hangwall gallery, P PI represents 
the block of coal which had been dislodged from the base 
of the old No. 4 Incline making a connection between the 
latter and the Ventilation Connection. It is to be noted that 
at this position the end T1 of the Footwall drlvage, (Dia- 
gram V) had already gone below old extension of No. 4 
Incline. In order to give a true picture of that site, an off- 
set plan prepared by the Mines Safety Department (Party 
No. 8) has been brought on record and marked as Ext. 
D/10. This plan (and section) gives all the details in scale 
and is self-explanatory. The plan (Ext. D/10) also shows 
very clearly what l have tried to explain by Diagram No. V 
and No. VI about the Footwall gallery going below the 
extension of No. 4 Incline. 

(Two Annexures have been given from Exhibit D/10, 
on two different scales — they are Annexures 1 & J). 

Su mm ary of the History of development of the East Dis- 
trict of Horizon No. 1. 

58. The history regarding the development of the East 
District of Horizon No. 1 taken up now will lead to all the 
other points which have arisen in this Inquiry. For under- 
standing this history, a summary is given at this stage, before 
going into details. 

(a) In 1971, the Management had applied under Regu- 
lation 127 for permission to make certain drivages in Hori- 
zon No. 1, within 60 metres of the waterlogged old work- 
ings above, in 13/14 combined seams. 

(b) The proposal had Included, amongst other galleries, 
an extension of North Cross-Cut (East), towards North and 
two parallel drivages in coal, to the east of this extended 
North Cross-out (East). One of them was along the Foot- 
wall of the combined seam, and the other along the Hang- 
wall of the seam, both going towards the east. The proposal 
had also included several connections between these two dri- 
vages. 

(c) After full consideration had been given to the matter 
by the Directorate-General of Mines Safety (DGMS), the 
Hangwall drivage with three Chimney approaches was per- 
mitted, and the proposal for the Footwall drivage and the 
connections was withdrawn by the Management. (Plan Ext. 
D/3 is the relevant plan). 

(d) The Hangwall drivage had subsequently been 
driven and had reached a distance of about 200 feet from 
the Chimney approach when further work was stopped in 
1973-74. 

(e) In 1975, a new proposal for drivage along the foot- 
wall of combined 13/14 seams to connect with the Hangwall 
drivage, was made by the Management. 

(f) This Footwall drivage would have been of the length 
of about 200 feet towards the east along the Footwall and 
was then to turn south to join the existing Hangwall gallery. 
(Plan Ext. D/1 Is the relevant plan). 

(g) This proposal and the plan were sanctioned by the 
DGMS in the same year, 

(h) When the Footwall drivage had gone up to a distance 
of about 90 feet towards the east of the East Chimney Ap- 
proach, further progress therein was stopped for certain diffi- 
culties said to have been encountered by (he Management. 

(i) To solve the said difficulties encountered in the Foot- 
wall drivage, a connection was stalled from the Hangwall 
gallery, at a distance of only about 90 to 100 feet, from the 
East Chimney approach in order to connect the Hangwall and 
Footwall galleries, 

(j) After this new and previously unplanned drivage cal- 
led the Ventilation Connection, had proceeded northwards for 
about 70 ft., the accident had occurred on 27-12-1975, by 
water rushing down into the Ventilation Connection from the 
old workings through the extended Incline No. 4, as the 
parting between these two galleries had given way.

Details of the history of development of East District of 
Horizon No. 1. 

59. Now, the history of this development, so far as we 
aro concerned, may be stated in detail and in doing so, certain 
correspondence which had passed between the officers of the 
Chasnalla Colliery and the officers of the Directorate-General 
of Mines Safety will have to bo referred to, Throughout this 
Report 1 will mention these two sides as the Management 
and the Mines Safety Department, respectively. 

On the 7th January 1971, an application had been made 
by the Management to the Mines Safety Department, under 
Regulation 127(3) of the Coal Mines Regulations 1957, for 
permission to make certain drivages in Horizon No. 1, in- 
cluding some in the East District 

In order to appreciate the requirements of Regulation 
127(3), the whole of Regulation 127 is quoted below : 

“127. Danger from underground inundation — 

(1) Proper provision shall be made in every mine to pre- 
vent eruption of water or other liquid matter from 
the workings of the same mine or of an adjoining 
mine. 

(2) Where work is being done in — 

(i) any seam or section below another seam or sec- 
tion ; or 

(11) any place in a seam or section, which is at a 
lower level than any other place in a lower seam 
or section ; or 

(iii) any place in a seam approaching a fault passing 
through an upper seam or section, which contains 
or may contain an accumulation of water or other 
liquid matter ; 

adequate precautions shall be taken against an irruption of 
water or other liquid matter into the workings. 

(3) No working which had approached within a distance 
of 60 metres of any such disused or abandoned working 
(not being workings which have been examined and found to 
be free from accumulation of water or other liquid matters), 
whether in the same mine or in an adjoining mine, shall be 
extended further except with the prior permission in writing 
of the Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions as he 
may specify therein ; 

Provided that if any heavy seepage of water which is not 
normal to the seam is noticed in any working approaching, 
but not within 60 metres of any such disused or abandoned 
working, such working shall bo immediately stopped, and the 
Chief Inspector and the Regional Inspector shall forthwith 
be informed about the occurrence. The working shall not be 
extended further except with the prior permission in writing 
of he Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions as he 
may specify therein. 

Explanation. — for the purpose of this sub-regulation the 
distance between the said workings shall mean the shortest 
distance between the workings of the same seam or between 
any two seams or sections, as the case may be, measured in 
any direction whether horizontal, vertical or inclined. 

(4) Every application for permission under sub-regulation 
(3 ) shall be accompanied by two copies of a plan and sec- 
tion showing the outline of such disused or abandoned work- 
ings in relation to the workings which arc approaching the 
said workings, and such other information as may be avail- 
able in respect of the said workings. 

(5) No such working shall exceed 2.4 metres in width 
or height and there shall be maintained at least one bore- 
hole near the centre of the working face, and sufficient flank 
holes on each side and, where necessary, bore-holes above 
and below' the workings, at intervals of not more than five 
metres. All such bore-holes shall be, and shall be contanly 
maintained, at sufficient distace in advance of the working, 
and such distance shall in no case be less than three metres. 
These precautions shall be carried out under the direct super- 
vision of a competent person specially authorised for the 
purpose. 

(6) The precautions laid down in sub-regulation (5) shall 
also be observed in any other working where any he«vv 
seepage of water is noticed whether approaching disused or 
abandoned workings or not.” 
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Application filed in 1971. 

60. The application filed by the Management (Ext. 15/4) 
may also be quoted in full at this stage :

The drivages 
to be made and which lie within a distance of 60 metres of 
the waterlogged workings of 13/14 seam are shown in red 
shade in respect of stone drivages and in green shade in res- 
pect of coal drivages. A barrier of 80 ft. vertical has been 
left between the first horizon and the water-logged workings. 
Necessary information is shown on the plan. 

I shall be obliged if you please permit these drivages. 
Necessary precautions as laid down under Reg. 127(5) will 
be taken during the course of drivage.

Two copies of the plan mentioned in this application have 
been brought on record, as Ext. D/7 and Ext. D/7(l). As 
may be noticed therefrom, all the_ proposed extentions were 
given in detail. The Footwall drivage shown on this Plan 
and the connections with the Hangwall drivage were with- 
drawn subsequently. 

On this application, some correspondence followed 
which have also been brought on record as Exhibits. Iu a 
letter dated 25th June, 1971 from Shri Dhadwal, the Deputy 
Chief Mining Engineer (D) of LIS. &. Co., to the Chief 
Mining Engineer of the Company at Burnpur (Ext. M.), it 
appears that same objection had been raised m the office 
of the Mines Safety Department in granting permission, as 
the vertical barrier of 80 feet between the old workings and 
the proposed drivages was not considered adequate. Ext. M 
mentioned that while permission for drivage of North Cross- 
cut East was being given by the Mines Safety Department, 
permission for the other drivages in coal will require further 
discussion. On the same day, namely, 25th June, 1971, a 
letter was sent by the Management to he Mines Safety De- 
partment (Ext. 15/5), in continuation of the original appli- 
cation. It referred to certain discussions which had been held 
in the office of the Mines Safety Department on the 24th 
June, 1971, The plan mentioned in this letter (Ext. 15/5) has 
been brought on record as Ext. D/5. Tn this plan also, two 
drivages in the East District were shown as Hangwall and 
Footwall drivages. This particular letter and the enclosed 
plan (Ext, D/5) had been sent for the purpose of, it appears, 
showing the position of the ‘K’ level old workings in relation 
to the proposed new drivages in Horizon No. 1. There- 
after, ft letter from the Management to the Mines Safety 
Department dated 21 /28th .Tuly, 1971 followed (Ext. 15/6). 
A revised plan was enclosed with this letter, which has 
been marked as Ext. D/3. A separate plan showing sec- 
tions of 3 and 4 Incline haulage roads was also enclosed, 
which has been marked as Ext. D/4. The relevant portion 
of the letter may now be quoted to show the changes made 
from the original proposal of January, 1971 : 

"(a) The footwall drivage towards East in coal has been 
omitted. 

(b) The connection between East and West North Cross- 
cuts by driving a lateral in coal has been shifted 
sliehtly to provide a good barrier between this 
drivage and the rise side old water-logged workings. 
Tt mav be noted that this connection is within 
the shift pillar. 
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(c) Hwo drivages towards West have been maintained. 
These drivages fall within 60 metres of water- 
logged workings for a short distance only." 

The main poim with which we are concerned at this stage 
is that the f ootwall drivage towards the East of North Cross- 
cut (East) was Omitted altogether. . 

Permission granted in 1971. 

61. The permission from the Mines Safety Department 
was granted on 17th August, 1971 by the then Director- 
General of Mines Safety (and Chief Inspector of Mines) 
Shri H. B. Ghose, vide Ext, 15/8. This letter must be 
quoted in full : 

“Subject : Permission under Regulation 127(3) of the 
Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 to make drivages in 
coal and stone in No, 1 Horizon at West Mine 
within 60 metros of water-logged workings of 13/ 
14 seams through Nos. 3/4 inclines as indicated 
on the plan dated 28-7-1971 enclosed with your 
letter No. KRD/BP/3|10|752 dated 28-7-1971 at 
Chasnalla Colliery. 

Dear Sir, 

Please refer to your letter nos. KRD/BP/3/10/752 dated 
28-7-1971 and KRD/RR/3/10/808 dated 5-8-1971 on the 
above subject. 

I, under Regulation 127(3) of the Coal Mines Regula- 
tions, 1957, hereby grant you the above permission, subject 
to the following conditions : — 

1, While extending the drivages in coal a set of 3 rising 
boreholes inclined at 10, 20 and 30 degrees from the hori- 
zontal and 27 metres, 28 metres and 30 metres respectively 
in length and similar rising flank bore-holes shall be driven 
so as to prove at least 15 metres thick barrier against the 
waterlogged workings. The drilling of the next set of holes 
shall bo undertaken when a distance of 6 metres is left 
from the previous set of holes. Adequate steps shall bo 
taken against accidental connection with the water-logged 
workings. 

2, Bore-holes as stipulated in Regulation 127(5) shall be 
put while making any drivage in stono falling within 15 
metres of No. 13/14 seams. 

3, Whenever any heavy seepage of water which is not 

normal to the seam is noticed in these drivages all work 
shall be immediately stopped and all persons likely to be 
endangered shall be withdrawn from the mine. The Director 
General of Mines Safety and the Joint Director of Mines 
Safety shall forthwith be informed about the occurrence. 

The drivages shall not bo extended further and the persons 

shall not be re-employed except with the prior permission 

in writing of the Dircclor-Gencral of Mines Safety and sub- 
ject to such conditions as he may specify. 

The above permission may be amended or withdrawn ai 
any time, if considered necessary and is being issued with- 
out prejudice to any other provisions of the Regulations 

which may be or become applicable at any time.

Reasons for giving up Footwall Drivage in 1971 

62, The reasons for giving up the proposal for the Foot- 
wall drivage in 197) arc no longer in doubt and specific 
evidence has been given o n the point. According to the 
evidence of Shri S. N. Thakar, who was a Deputy Director 
of Mines Safety at the time of the accident in question, 
the whole water-logged working of 3/4 Incline was on the 
northern side of, and above, the Footwall drivage. Shri 
Thakar was asked by the Court as to what would be the 
disposition of the Hangwall lateral in ‘K’ level vis-a-vis the 
Footwall lateral of the first Horizon. His answer was that 
the Hangwalt lateral of ‘K’ level came almost vertically on 
top of the Footwall drivage of first Horizon, proposed in 
1971, That is to say. considering the inclination of 13 and 
14 combined scams, the large volume of water accumulated 
in the old working of 3/4 Inclines, was more or less, verti- 
cally at the top of the Footwall drivage proposed in 1971, 
at a (vertical) height of about 80 feet from the level of 
the first Horizon, if all parts of ‘K’ level be taken to be

at one level. The Hangwall drivage in Horizon No. 1 pro- 
posed in 1971, was to the south of this proposed Footwall 
drivage, intervened by, more or less, the entire horizontal 
thickness of 13 and 14 combined seams, at the 1st Horizon 
level. According to Shri Thakar, the distance bet ’/eea me 
northern edge of the Hangwall drivage and the northern 
edge of the Footwall drivage, both in Horizon No. 1, was 
about 85 feet. Shri Ramanuj Bhattaeharya (.the men 
Manager) has described the distance between the two dri- 
vages as 85 feet, corner to corner, towards the western end 
and 75 feet, corner to corner, at the eastern end. 

63. According to Shri Dipak Sarkar, the average thickness 
along the scam, front the old workings at 'K.' level to the 
1st Horizon was about 170 feet. So we can visualise how 
far the Hangwall drivage in Horizon No. 1 was from the 
over head water-logged workings, when both footwall and 
Hangwall drivages were proposed in 1971. It is clear that 
the shortest distance between the Hangwall drivage in Hori- 
zon No. 1 and the accumulated water, was about twice 
as much as the shortest distance between the proposed Toot- 
wall drivage and the same volume of water, and this must 
have been noticed in 1971, when both the Footwall drivage 
und Hangwall drivage were proposed by the Management. 

64. The following evidence has come on the record with 
respect to the reasons for which the Footwall drivage pro- 
posed in 1971 was ultimately given up in that year. Shri 
S. K. Banerjce, who was the Area Manager-cum Agent of 
Chasnalla Colliery on 27-12-1975, has made some reference 
to this matter in his evidence (In January, 1971, he was 
Senior Manager, Chasnalla Project posted at Chasnalla) 
According to Shri Banerjce, in 1971, the location in the 
seam section of the “Nothing Cross-cut" in old workings, 
was not available and so there was some doubt about the 
extension of “Nothing cross-cut” below ’K’ level and so the 
Footwall drivage was given up. According to him, was not 
known whether “Nothing Cross-cut" was in the floor or in 
midlateral or in the roof of the combined acams and, after 
the 2nd Plan (Ext. D/S), still including the Footwall 
drivage, had been submitted, a scries of discussions were 
held between the senior of officers of the Management and, 
as a result of these discussions, a 3rd Plan was submitted 
to the Mines Safety Department in July, 1971 (which is 
marked Ext. D/3) omitting the Footwall drivage. Shri 
Banerjce has given a complete picture as to who were the 
officers who had taken part in the discussions. They included 
Shri B. L. Verma, the then C.M.E. and Shri J. N. Ohri, 
the then D. C.M.E. (Planning) This was before Ext. D/3, 
along with D/4, had been prepared. It is said that even 
after the Plan Ext. D/3 had been sent, Shri K. R. Dhadwal, 
the then D.C.M.E. (Operations)/Agent, had further discus- 
sions with Shri H. B. Ghose. 

65. Shri B L. Verma has been examined as a Court witness 
and a specific question was put to him by the Court, as 
to whether he could remember the substance of the reason 
for the Company to give up the original proposal for the 
Footwall drivage made in 1971. His answer was more or 
less of the same nature referring to the “Nothing Cross- 
cut". He stated that in view of the uncertainty regarding 
"Nothing Cross-cut” along the seam, discussions had taken 
place and the Footwall drivage was given up. According 
to Shri Verma, another point which came into consideration 
at that stage was whether, by omitting the Footwall drivage, 
the velocity of air circulation will be within the permissible 
limit and it was found on calculataion that the Footwall 
drivage could safely be omitted. The exact words of Shri 
Verma are as below : 

“Another point which came into consideration was 
whether by omitting the Footwall gallery, the velo- 
cities of air circulating will be within the permis- 
sible limits. On calculation it was found that the 
Footwall gallery can be omitted without sericusly 
affecting thus thinking. Further, it was also thought 
that by omitting this gallery no serious effect will 
take place in the general construction of the mine 
as this Horizon was meant only for ventilation and 
material supply to the workings.” 

66. Shri J, N. Ohri (examined as a witness for the Coal 
Mines’ Officers’ Association — Party No. 14) has also deposed 
in detail about the discussions which had taken place in 
1971 in connection with the proposed drivages. According 
to him, lot of discussions had taken place in lanuary and 


July ,1971, in which the officers of the Management, includ- 
ing Shri S. K, Banerjce (who was then the Manager of 
(he Chasnalla Colliery), took part, following which the Plan 
(Ext. D/3) was finally approved by the Management and 
submitted to the Mines Safely Department, A Court Question 
had been put to him as lo why the proposal for a Foot- 
wall drivage in the East District wa s withdrawn by the 
Management in 1971. Shri Ohri gave a number of reasons 
on that point ending as below : 

“There was no need of having three drivages towards 
cast and the requirement was only for two drivages 
and the Footwall drivage wa 9 omitted mainly for 
two reasons ; 

1, Uncertainly about the location of Nothing Cross- 

cut and the exact parting between the Nothing 
Cross-cut and No. 1 Horizon; and 

2. Because for ventilation, traction and any other 

purpose, three drivages were not necessary ; 

Uncettainty about the Nothing Cross-cut was evident 
from Ext. D/5, where, in the section C.D, it had 
been shown that this Cross-cut was along the 
floor and was going right up to No. 1 Horizon. 
In the circumstances, after necessary discussion 
it was agreed to maintain for the full length of 
strike of the seam which would be about seven 
to seven thousand five hundred feet towards east 
two drivages for purposes of traction, ventilation 
and other connected purposes.” 


o/. wnen tsnn h. b, Uhose was examined as a Court 
Witness, he was asked the reasons for not approving the 
Footvyall drivage in 1971, and his answer was to the effect 
“ J 11 ,, 1971 , 11 wa ? ascertained that there was a cross-cut 
called something like Nothing Cross-cut”, about which 
nothing was known and neither the Management nor Shri 
Ohose could be very sure about it and so going towards 
the Tootwall for a drivage was to invite danger So it is 
clear that, in 1971, a number of Mining Experts had thought 
of danger to Horizon No. 1 by a Footwall drivage along 
the Footwall of combined seams 13 and 14. 


Renewal of proposal of Footwall drivage in 1975. 


68. The proposal for a Footwall drivage in the East 
District of Horizon No. 1 was reiterated in 1975 and this 
hislory will also have to be given in detail. But before 1 

d ° that ; 2 p .°! nts have t0 be S' vcn from the evidence 

adduced before this Court of Inquiry as to how far the 
Hangwall drivage had progressed, when and why it was 
stopped and how the necessity for a Footwall drivage is 
said to have been felt in 1975. These matters have come 
out in the evidence of Shri Dipak Sarkar and Shri Ramanuj 
Bhattaeharya, examined on behalf of the Management, and 
in tne evidence of Shri J, N, Ohri, Chief Executive (Col- 
liewcs), examined on behalf of the Officers’ Association. A 
substance of the matter is given below. 


(a) After obtaining permission for the Hangwall drivage 
on 17th August, 1971, the Hangwall gallery had been driven 
towards the east for about 2 00 feet front the junction of the 
f 1 C i iV4T ncy Approach and then it remained as a dead-end 
trom 1973 to about September, 1975, when it was restarted. 
A?' T V, a ? gwal! , d ( lv£1 & c was restarted after permission for 
A he L ? 3 , panel /n Horizon No. 2 had been obtained in 
August 1975. (The 1975 permission for the Footwall 
drivage was given on 29-9-1975),

(c) The purpose for which the Footwall drivage had been 
planned was to eliminate the blind end of the Hangwall 
dnvnge which was going to be extended further east from 
'l had s *?PP« d in 1973. According to Shri Ramanuj 
Bhattaeharya’ Manager, the purpose of the application made 
on 9th June, 1975 for the Footwall drivage, was to estab- 

„f h .L C ? n ™ IO e n . W i lh lh ^ H / ngwaI1 drivage, at a distance 
of about 200 feet towards the east of the Chimney Ap- 
proach in compliance with Mines Safety Department Cir- 
cular No. 48 of 1959, to prevent accumulation of inflam- 
mable gas in the Hangwall drivage. 
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(d) Sometime in the month of May 1975, it had been 
reportedly decided in a (Management) review meeting, 
where S/Shri N, Ohri, Dipak Sarkar, S, K. Bancrjce and 
Ramanuj Bhattacharya were present, that all blind ends of 
Horizon No. 1 should be removed. Accordingly, Shri J. N. 
Ohri, who was the Chief Executive (Collieries), had advised 
Shri S. K. Banerjee that an application for the Foot wall 
drivage in the East District should be made with a plan, 
for that purpose. According to- Shri S. K. Bancrjce, the 
Manager was advised to go through all past correspondence 
and prepare a plan, 

69. The purported objective of driving the Footwnll gallery 
in 1975, i.e. removal of the blind end'of the Hangwail dri- 
vage, which was at that time about 200 feet in length, was 
something very nebulous. The Hangwail drivage, sanctioned 
in 1971, was to be more than 1000 feet in length. The dri- 
vage had, in fact, been restarted in 1975 before permission 
had been received for the Footwnll drivage, with the result 
that the blind end of the Hangwail gallery was being extended 
further towards the cast; and the proposed drivage of 1975, 
even if completed, could not have removed further blind ends 
in the Hangwail gHllcry. So, it is clear lhal further exten- 
sions of the Footwall drivage would have been necessary for 
removing further blind ends in the Hangwail gallery, in its 
progress towards the east; and continued progress of the Foot- 
wall gallery towards the east would have brought jn the same 
danger from the “Nothing Cross-cut”, that had been appre- 
hended in 1971. 

70. In this context the evidence of Shri B. L. Verma quot- 
ed earlier is also relevant. If in 1971, it had been found that 
the Footwall drivage proposed in that year could be omitled 
without affecting ventilation, how could the question of venti- 
lation for the removal of the blind end of the Hangwail dri- 
vage arise again in 1975 ? Shri J. N. Ohri had refeired to a 
document marked as Ext. D D and had said that it had been 
decided in May 1975, in consultation with Shri C. Balram — a 
member of l.T.S. Co. Board of Management, t hat all auxi- 
liary fans should be withdrawn, including the one ventila ing 
the Hangwail gallery in the East Distent of Horizon No. 1, 
and the necessity of a Footwall drivage had been felt at that 
time in 1975. I think that this evidence given by Shri Ohri 
is an after-thought and the document itself does not snpnort 
his statement. I do not find any recommendation by Shri 
Balram in Ext. DD, that auxiliary fans should be removed 
Although in the application filed for the Footwall drivage, the 
purpose was mentioned as establishment of a connection with 
the blind Hangwail gallery, it is clear that the proposed Foo- 
wall drivage could not have removed blind ends made dur- 
ing further progress of the Hangwail drivage. The real pur- 
pose of seeking permission for a Footwall drivage, in 1975, 
appeared to be to succeed in the attempt which had failed in 
1971, when Sh iT H. B. Chose was the Director-General of 
Mines Safety. Shri Chose had left the Directorate in the 
middle of 1974 and by (hat time Shri J. N. Ohri was estab- 
lished as Chief Executive (Collieries) at Chasnaila. 

Application filed In 1975 

71. Now, 1 give the history of the application field in 1975 
for a Footwall drivage and Ihe connected mailers, ending 
with the permission grunted by the Mines Safety Department 
on 29-9-1975. 

On the 9th June 1975, an application was Hied by the 
Management to the Director-General of Mines Safety, for 
permission under Regulation 127 to drive a roadway along 
the Footwall of 12/13/14 seams on the East side of Horizon 
No. 1. The application is quoted below : 

"Proposal for drivage of 10' x 10' arched roadway along 
East Footwall in 1st Horizon — Permission under 
Regulation 127 of C.M.R., 1957. 

Chasnall Colliery 

In order to establish a connection with the blind gallery 
along East Hangwail from cast Chimney Approach 
roadway 1st Horizon, it is proposed to drive a 10' — • 
10' arched roadway along Footwall of 12/13 /< 4 

seam. The gallery will be supported by steel arches 
at 1 metre apart. A plan showing the proposed 
archway is enclosed herewith.

72. This document is Ext, D/2,. It may be noted that 
in this application, there was no mention of a Ventilation 
Connection as such. The accompanying plan showed a gallery 
along the Footwall of the combined seam, & a gallery going to- 
wards the south, in t ontinuation .he, cof, connecting with the 
Hangwail Gallerv. if we take the nordi-to-sou!h gallery, 
joining the proposed drivage along the Footwall and the 
existing Hangwail drivage and call it the Ventilation connec- 
tion, the latter was shown on the plan lo be at a distance of 
about 200 feet towards the east of Ihe Chimney Connection. 
This measurement has been mentioned at this stage, for a 

S urpose, which will appear subsequently. In the plan (Ext. 

1/1) a section was shown, towards the right, indicating the 
position of the Footwall drivage proposed in 1975 relative to 
the existing Hangwail lateral of the ‘K’ level working. The 
distance between these, as shown, was 27 metres and f hc 
indication was that the proposed Footwall drivage in Horizon 
No. 1 was, more or less, vertically below the Hangwail lateral 
in the waterlogged old ‘K’ level working. Another point to be 
mentioned in this connection for future reference is that 
the proposal of the drivage was for size 10'xlO', whereas 
according to Regulation 127 (5), the working should not 
have exceeded 2.4 metres In width or height. 

Permission grunted in 1975 

73. The permission for the Footwall drivage (along the 
original Ventilation Connection was granted by Ihe Mines 
Safety Department on 29-9-1975, by n letter marked as Ext. 
13. The permission letter should be quoted at this stage : 

"Sub ; Driving an arched roadway along east Footwall 
of 12, 13, 14 seams in 1st Horizon within 60 
metres of water-logged workings— permission under 
Regulation 127 of Coal Mines Regulations, 1957. 

Ref ; Your letter No. 1/580 dated 9.6.1975. 

Dear Sir, 

Please refer to your above application enclosing therewith 
plan No. 75/4 dated 3-6-75 showing the projections for the 
proposed drivage within 60 metres of waterlogged workings 
on the rise side. The matter has since been examined in 
this Directorate. I, hereby grant you permission under Re- 
gulation 127 of Coal Mines Regulations 1957, to drive .he 
gallery in question subject to the following condi ions : — 

1. As proposed by yon, the size of the gallery 'hall 
not exceed 3 metres in height and width and the 
same shall be supported by steel arches placed 1 
metre apart and logged with concrete slabs. 

2. Ground ahead in the drivage shall be kept proved by 
a central advanced bore-hole kept and maintained 
3 metres deep all the time. 

3. If any heavy see page of water not normal to the 
seam is met wilh, the proviso attached in sub-regu- 
lation (3) of Regulation 127 of Coal Mines Regu- 
lations 1957 shall be strictly complied with, 

If at any time, any one of the conditions subject to which 
this permission has been granted is violated or not complied 
with, this permission shall be deemed to have been revoked 
with immediate effect. 

The above permission may be amended or withdrawn at 
any time, if considered necessary and is being issued with- 
out prejudice to any other provisions of law which may be 
or may become applicable at any time.

This permission of 1975 was given by Shri H. S. Ahuja, 
a Director of Mines Safety (the post being equivalent to that 
of an Inspector under the Mines Act) and no: by the Chier 
Inspector of Mines. Why this matter had not been put up 
before the then Chief lnspctor of Mines, is a separate point 
and has been dealt with later. 

Stoppage of Footwall drivage in November, 1975 

74. It is said on behalf of the Management that, after 
permission had been obtained on 29-9-1975, work for the 
Footwall drivage had started in the first week of October, 
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1975 and that the work had to be stopped in the first week 
of November, 1975, The ' length of the Footwall drivage 
made at that time was about 90 feet east of the East 
Chimney Approach, 

75. A very important point will have to bo dealt with at 
this stage, namely, the reasons given by the Management for 
stopping the FooiWall drivage after proceeding for only 
about half of its intended length towards the East, with the 
result that, the Ventilation Connection with which we are 
concerned, was opened from the Hangwall gallery, at a dis- 
tance of only about 90/100 feet from the East Chimney 
Approach, and going towards the North. Whether the 

reasons given for the stopping of the Footwall drivage are 
acceptable or not will require full consideration. The subs- 
tance of the reasons given by the Management for stopping 
the Footwall drivage after proceeding for about 90 feet, is 
that there was such coal loading difficulty and such Ven- 
tilation difficulties in the Footwall drivage. that work on it 
could not proceed, without a Ventilation Connection 
from the south. It is said that because of 

obstruction from the ventilating duct suspended from the roof 
in the Footwall drivage, there was inadequate space for loa- 
ders to carry baskets and load mine cars at the junction of 
the East Chimney Approach and the Hangwall gallery. It is 
also said that, due to lack of ventilation, the Footwall dri- 
vage was hot and humid and ventilation was extremely 
sluggish. It is said that, for these reasons, Shri- Ramanuj 
Bhattacharya, the Manager, has sought technical advice from 
Shri Dipak Sarkar (Planning Officer Mining) and Shri S. K. 
Bancrjee (Agent). According to the Manager’s evidence, 
these problems were discussed in one of the routine dis- 
cussions attended by the Chief Executive (Collieries), Shri 
T. N. Ohri, the Planning Officer, Shri Dipak Sarkar and the 
Manager: and it was decided to connect the East Footwall 
drivage by a cross connection from the east Hangwall gallery. 
According to Shri Ohri, this difficulty had been reported to 
him arvd he had concurred in the suggestion of opening the 
connection. Thus, the ventilation connection was started 
from the East Hangwall gallery side at a distance of only 
about 90 to 100 feet from the East Chimney Approach, 
whereas according to the plan, Ext D/1, this connection 
should have been made at a distance of about 200 feet from 
the same Chimney Approach. 


76. I am of the view, that the reasons given by the Man- 
agement could not have been the real reasons for stopping 
further progress of the Footwall drivage and for opening the 
connecting gallery at a shorter distance. I shall consider the 
alleged ventilation difficulty and the loading difficulty separa- 
tely. It may be noted that the fan which was ventilating the 
Hangwall and Footwall drtvages was a forcing fan, installed 
near the junction of North Cross-cut east and the Hangwall 
gallery, a little towards the north of the junction, in the 
North Cross-cut. The main line of ducting went in the 
Hangwall drivage and a branch was taken from this through 
the Chimney Approach to the Footwall gallery to ventilate it. 
It is somewhat surprising that no such ventilation difficulty 
had been anticipated when the Footwall drivage was originally 
mooted. This matter had been put to Shri Dipak Sarkar, 
who was the planning Officer (Mining) at the time of the 
accident and all that he, could say was that, for such drivages. 
It was not a practice for him to make any detailed plan and 
that this was done generally bv the Area Manager and the 
Manager’s office. Shri Dipak Sarkar was pointedly asked by 
the Court as to whether it would have been possible to have 
a separate fan to ventilate only the Footwall gallery and hf-s 
answer was in the affirmative. If the Footwall drivage could 
have been ventilated bv a separate fan, it is impossible to 
believe ffiat opening of an unplanned ventilation connection 
would have been resorted to as the only other alternative. 
Shri Rnmanul Bhattacharva, the Manager, was also asked 
about planning for ventilating for Footwall drivage and his ans- 
wer was that ETMCO shovels were going to be used for loading 
coal in the Footwall gallery and ventilation ducMng branched 
off from the east Hangwall. The Manager has stated in this 
connection that ETMCO shovel was not used in the Footwall 
drivage because the onlv available FTMCO shovel was being 
used in the Hangwall drivage and that because of maintenance 
problem and for want of snare parts, the shovel was no avail- 
able for east Footwall gallery in late September or early 
October of 1975. This is hardly a Justification for opening a 
new Ventilation gallery from an unplanned location. 
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77. Another matter has arisen from the evidence of the 
Manager, He was asked by the Court as to how far from the 
face of the Footwall gallery, the ventilation tubing had 
stopped. The answer was that the steel ducting had ended 
at a distance of about 30 feet from the face. If that is tho 
case, the dueling shpuld have been extended further towards 
tho face, to remove ventilation difficulties, if any, near the 
Footwall gallery face. Nizam Ahmed, a pick miner-cum- 
loader of Chasnalla Colliery at the revclant time, has been 
examined bb a Court witness. His evidence is of a some- 
what curious nature as he has said that there was no venti- 
lation tubing at all in the Footwall gallery. He has also said 
that the Ventilation tubing was across the mouth of tho 
Footwall gallery in the Chimney connection gallery. This 
can not be correct. Be that as it may, even on the assump- 
tion that there was ventilation tubing or ventilation ducting 
in the Footwall drivage, I can not accept the reason that 
any ventilation difficulty in that gallery was proposed to be 
solved by the new Ventilation connection. In fact calcu- 
lations indicate that the size of the auxiliary fan and of the 
tubing was sufficient to adequately ventilate both the Hang- 
wall drive and the Footwall drive simultaneously. So far 
as the alleged loading difficulty is concerned, it is said on 
behalf of the Management that the ventilation ducting used 
to obstruct the loaders in their carrying baskets over their 
heads and so the progress of the Footwall drivage had to be 
stopped. I do not think this also could ha v e been the 
reason for stopping that gallery and starting this ventilation 
connection. Shri J, N. Ohri has gone so far as to say that 
it was reported to him that the loaders were refusing to load 
coal from the Footwall face, when the same had advanced 
to a distance of about 98 to 100 feet, due to contricted 
passage along the footwall roadway causing them incon- 
venience. I doubt very much if loaders, used to difficult 
conditions in a mine, would altogether refuse to work, even 
if there was some loading difficulty and, in any case, no 
evidence from any loader as to any such difficulty has come 
on record. It may be remembered that the Management had 
asked for a Footwall drivage of the dimension of HVxlO' 
and that was sanctioned. So it is reasonable to presumo 
that no loading difficulty was expected. According to the 
Manager, the Footwall drivage was being supported 
by arches of 10' X 8' in dimension. If there were any 
loading difficulty due to the ducting being suspended in the 
middle, It could have been suspended from the sides. It 
may be mentioned here that in Mr. Bhattacharyas’ dairy (Ext. 
C/2), no reference is to be found to any ventilation and 
loading difficulty in the Footwall drivage, resulting in its 
stoppage, Shri S. C. Batra, a Deputy Director of Mines 
Safety at that time, had made an inspection of the East 
District on 15-12-1975 and his report dated 23-12-1975 
has been brought on record as Ext G/2. This report also 
does not mention that the Footwall drivage had been stopped 
for ventilation and loading difficulties. On this inspection, 
Shri Batra had been accompanied by Shri Ramanuj Bhatta- 
charya and in the report it is mentioned that the drivage 
along the Footwall and Hangwall were kept stopped ‘for 
bringing the supports up-to-date’. So even if there wefe any 
ventilating and loading difficulties in the Footwall gallery, 
these may have been of normal nature only, I do not 
think that such difficulties could have been the real rea- 
sons for stopping the Footwall drivage and for opening the 
new Ventilation Connection at the unscheduled location, 
There must have been some other reasons. The Court made 
a sustained attempt to obtain a clue and that history will 
be narrated In due course under the topic "what could have 
been real reason for stopping the Footwall drivane. In 
November, 1975”. 

78. I shall take up a new matter now, that is to say, how 
the application for the Footwall drivage dated 9-6-1975 
was dealt with by the Mines Safety" Department. A 
summary of the action taken is given first and the details 
follow thereafter. 

How application dated 9-6-1975 was dea’t with by the 
Mines Safety Department — Summary 

79. The application, dated the 9th June 1975, was first 
dealt with bv Shri S. N. Thakar, who was then a Dcputv 
Director of Mines Safety in the zonal office (Region No. TT) 
and he made his recommendations, which appear in the 
Note-sheet marked as Ext. S/2, How Shri Thakar has 
dealt with this matter will appear later on. After his 
notings, the file had gone to Shri A. B. Singh who was the 
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Joint Director of Mines Safety in the Zonal office in-charge 
of Regional No. U. What Shri A. B, Singh did, in his turn, 
will also appear subsequently. The matter had also been consi- 
dered thereafter, by Shri S. P. Ganguli, the Director of 
Mines Safety in charge of the Zonal Office and thereafter 
the matter was referred to the Head Office, with a note 
dated 29-8-1975 made by Shri A. B. Singh. The matter was 
thereafter considered in the Head Office by Shri N. Mishra 
first, who was then a Joint Director of Mines Safety, Shri 
N. Mishra made his own recommendations by noting dated 
15-9-1975 and this nothing was approved on 28-9-1975 and 
this noting was approved on 29-9-1975 by Shri H. S. Ahuja, 
a Director of Mines Safety in the Head Office, purporting 
to act on behalf of the Director General of Mines Safety. 
The Note Sheet of the Head Office has been marked as 
Ext S/1. 

80. The first recommendation of Shri S. N. Thakar in 
the Note-Sheet (Ext S/2) read as follows : — 

‘The proposed gallery lies within 60m of the old water- 
logged workings (27m In the exact parting). There 
may be no objection to the proposal as the 
development at the same Horizon has already been 
done". 

It seems that, at the instance of Shri A. B. Singh, a con- 
dition was incorporated in the recommendation, suggesting 
a Central Bore-hole and ultimately Shri Thakar’s noting 
read thus : 

"The proposed gallery lies within 60m of the old water- 
logged workings (27m is the exact parting). There 
may be no objection to the proposal as the deve- 
lopment at the same horizon has already been 
done. However, a Central Bore-hole of 3 m length 
may be required to be maintained in each face." 

Ultimately, after discussion with the zonal Director, the re- 
commendation of the Zonal Office was forwarded to the 
Head Office with final recommendations of Shri A. B. Singh 
dated 29-8-1975 in the following words : — 

“The proposed gallery lies within 60m of old water- 
logged workings (27m Is the exact parting). There 
may be "objection to the proposal a$ the develop- 
ment at the same Horizon has already been done. 
Although advance bore-holes arc not necessary as 
development in the same horizon has already been 
done as shown in the plan and section, as an addi- 
tional precaution, a Central Bore-hole of 3m 
length may be required to be maintained in ad- 
vance in each face.” 

Details of consideration In the Zonal Office 

81. After giving this summary, I come to the details 
of the consideration of the 1975 application. Shri S. N. 
Thakar has stated that his recommendations were basically 
the same as were later on incorporated in the permission 
letter (Ext 13). According to him, he had discussions with 
the Manager and the Agent over the application for the 
Pootwall drivage and they had confirmed that they had 
complied with the conditions laid down in the permission 
granted in 1971 for the Hangwall drivage. At this stage, 
a question was put by the Court to Shri Thakar and his 
answer thereto may be quoted. 

“Court Question : In the permission granted in 1971 
as indicated in Ext 15/8, condition no, 1 laid down 
that bore-holes of certain given inclination from 
the horizontal were to be maintained of certain 
specified lengths, up to 30 metres; in the permission 
granted in 1975 as indicated by Ext 13, based on 
your note, condition No. 2 stated that ffie ground 
ahead in the drivage shall be kept proved by a 
central advance bore-hole maintained 3 metres 
deep all the times. Why did you recommend a 
variation from the 1971 permission 7 

Answer : What 1 understand from these two different 
applications and permission of 1971 and 1975 is 
as follows ; — In 1971, an entirely virgin area was 
being explored in which there was no doubt about 
extension of No. 4 Incline plane below the ‘K’ 


level, more than shown in the plans submitted 
along with the application in July, 1971. What was 
in doubt was possibility about ‘K level which might 
have been at a lower level than shown in the old 
plan (minus 6 ft or minus 8 ft.) and the apprehen- 
sion was that K level as a whole may be at a lower 
level if there was an error of levelling. An ela- 
borate pattern of bore-holes was laid in 1971 to 
find whether K level would be any closer to 1st 
Horizon than shown. By the time 1975 applica- 
tion came into the picture, a large number of bore- 
holes were supposed to have been provided and 
the objectives of 1971 permission achieved. 
The proposed drivage in Footwall in 1975 should 
have been under the umbrella of 1971 boreholes 
and it was considered that if an advance bore-hole 
of 3 metres length Is maintained ahead of the face 
at all times It would serve the purpose. It will act 
as pilot hole and further precautions, if necessary, 
will be laid down on the warning given by this 
pilot hole.” 

82. With regard to the provision of Regulation 127(5), 
requiring bore-holes near the centre of the workings and 
flank holes on each side and bore holes above the below 
the workings, Shri Thakar was considerably cross-examined 
and his view has been that the permission given on 29-9-75 
did amount to relaxation of the requirements of Regulation 
127(5), although the permission letter did not refer to any 
relaxation of the requirements, specifically. 


83. It appears to me that the initial consideration of the 
Management’s application for the Footwall drivage was 
made from a wrong perspective. The Plan (Ext D/1) sub- 
mitted by the Management with the 1975 application was 
inadequate and even factually incorrect. and this plan 
appears to have been accepted by the Mines Safety De- 
partment without question. Even after ffie 1971 permission 
had been seen (in the Zonal office) the Plan Ext D/1 was 
not replaced by a clearer and more accurate plan. The 
fact that the East District of Horizon No. 1 had been de- 
veloped, to some extent, by the Hangwall drivage in 1971, 
appears to have lulled the officers of the Mines Safety De- 
partment into a state of complacency. In matter of fact, 
the proposed (1975) Footwall gallery was to be driven out- 
side the area that had been really ‘proved’ during the ear- 
lier drivage of the Hangwall gallery. It has been said, and 
perhaps rightly, that the bore hole pattern laid down in 
the 1971 permission was not designed to intercept, or check, 
for, any stray downwards extension, from old workings, 
but was designed mainly to chock the parting between the 
old and the new workings and all that had been established 
was that the (old) K-level workings were more than 15 
metres above those in Horizon. No, 1 in the (new) Deep 
Mine. It may also very well be that Shri S. N. Thakar and 
other officers in the Mines Safety Department had been 
misled in 1975 in their approach to the matter by the 
wrong plan, Ext D/1, submitted by the Management while 
seeking permission for the Footwall drivage. Shri Thakar 
has stated that while considering the Footwall drivage 
application, he had seen the 1971 application and the per- 
mission granted thereon, as well as the notings of 1971 and 
a large number of plans etc. But one significant state- 
ment made by him may be noticed. He has stated that 
when the 1971 permission had been granted, end of No. 4 
Incline was shown closed. Obviously, Shri S. N Thakar was 
referring to Plan, Ext D/3, showing the end of No. 4 
Incline as closed. So he had not seen the plan of the Sec- 
tion of No. 4 Incline (Ext D/4), which was part of Ext 
D|3 and which had shown the end of No. 4 Incline as 
open. 


84, After the application was dealt with by Shri S. N. 
Thakar, the file was dealt with by Shri A. B, Singh, the then 
Joint Director of Mines Safety, Regfon No. II. According 
to Shri Singh, after he had received Shri Thnkar’s com- 
ments, he had discussed the matter with the latter as to 
why the latter had not recommended anv flank bore-holes. 
At this stage Shri Thakar had shown Shri Singh the 1971 
permission and the plan which had been submitted a f this 
time for Hangwall drivage and thereafter Shri A. B. Singh 
had agreed with Shri Thakar that, as developments in the

same area had already been done by providing long bore- 
holes, ihere was no necessity to require any flank, bore- 
holes for the foooyall drivage. Shri Singh had seen plan. 
Ext. D/3 and obviously he also failed to notice that Ext. 
D/3 was incomplete without Ext. D/4. 

85. Shri A. B, Singh had then sent the file to Shri S. P, 
Ganguli, the Zonal Director of Mines Safety with Shri 
Shri Thakars comments. The file was received back 
by Shri Singh, with Shri Ganguli’s comments as to why flank 
bore-hotes had not been suggested for the Footwall drivage. 
Shri A. B. Singh has deposed that thereafter he had discussed 
the matter with Shri S. P. Ganguli, showing him the 1971 
permission letter and the plan (Ext. D/3) and he had explain- 
ed to Shri Ganguli that as, in that area, development had al- 
ready been done by advanced bore-holes, there was no neces- 
sity to require flank bore-holes for the Footwall drivage, and 
Shri S. P. Ganguli had concurred. Shri Ganguli has only 
repeated, in his evidence, what Shri A. B, Singh has deposed. 

I must say, that when Shri Ganguli had raised the matter of 
flank bore hole the previous records should have been gone 
into more carefully, including Ext, D/3 and D/4 before the 
case was sent to the Head Office. Tf Ext. D/4 had been seen, 
the difference between Ext. D/3 and Ext. D/4 regarding the 
end of Incline No. 4 (whether it was shown as open or 
closed) would have been noticed, and in all probability the 
officers of the Mines Safety Department wopld not have been 
satisfied without going into all the olher relevant papers and 
plans of 1971 application. In my view, iherefore, [he laxity 
in the consideration of the application of the Footwall drivage 
had started from the very beginning based on the acceptance 
of a wrong plan (Ext. D/1) and had continued throughout. 
[The nature of Ext. D/1 and its defects have been enumerat- 
ed subsequently]. Moreover, In the Management’s applica- 
tion, no relation, of any provision of bore-holes, required 
under Regulation 127(5), was suggested or asked for. How 
any question of relaxation could arise in the Mines Safety 
Department is, therefore, difficult to understand. 

86. The reason for recommending a Central bore hole in 
advance in the face has been given by Shri A. B. Singh. Ac- 
cording to him, this precaution was taken to safeguard against 
any geological disturbance that might be encountered. In his 
evidence before this Court, Shri S. P. Ganguli put the matter 
in the following words : 

"When there is mild disturbance in the Hoiizon to be 
developed or in the intervening strata, in addition to 
the standard warning to the Management to be watch- 
ful about abnormal percolation, the Management is 
normally advised to provide one advance bore-hole 
to keep the ground proved ahead for undue percola- 
tion”. 

87. In substance, the common view point of Sarvashrl S. N. 
Thakar, A. B. Singh and S. P. Ganguli was that, as develop- 
ment work had been done in 1971 in the cast district of Hori- 
zon No. 1, flank bore hole for the footwall drivage were 
not required In 1975. The common view-point of these three 
officers for requiring the Central bore-hole, in Ihe face, was 
lhat if some geological disturbance existed in front of Ihe 
proposed footwall drivage, it could be guarded against by a 
Central bore-hole in the face. 

Details of consideration In the Head Office 

88. Now, I go to the consideration of the matter in the 
Head Office of the Mines Safety Department, beginning with 
the recommendation of Shri N. Misfira, a loint Director of 
Mines Safety. His notings dated 15 L 9-1975 was in the follow- 
ing words : — 

"The Z. O, has recommended that since the area is al- 
ready proved, all precautions u/r 127(5) are not ne- 
cessary. They suggest that only 3 m deep advance 
bore-holes will do. This appears justified" 

Shri N. Mishra, who was called as a Court Witness, was 
asked as to what document or record he had seen before 
ha had made his noting, endorsing the view of the Zonal 
Office in its entirety, His answer was that he had seen the 
permission letter of 1971 and a Plan attached to the same. 
Shri Mishra was quite clear that, he had seen only 
one plan of 1971 and, according to him, the plan had indi- 
cated that the two Inclines shown therein were closed. So, 


this plan must have been Ext, D/3. Therefore, the substance 
of Shri Mishra’s evidence is that, having looked into the 
application made by the Management in January 1971, and a 
subsequent plan filed by the Management in July 1971 and 
the noting of Shri A. B, Singh dated 29-8-1975, he had en- 
dorsed the recommendations of the Zonal Office for the 
Footwall gallery. 

89. Finally, I have to consider the evidence given by 
Shri H. S. Ahuja, as to how he had dealt with the 1975 
application culminating in the grant of permission by him 
for the footwall drivage. He has stated that he had not seen 
the file of the Zonal Office in this connection. As Indicated 
earlier, the notings of the Head Office (Ext. S/1) starts 
with the final comment of Shri A, B. Singh of the Zonal 
Office dated 29-8-1975. Shri Ahuja was asked as to whether 
he knew that an application had been received in the year 
1971 for permission for a drivage and that permission had 
been granted, His answer was that he had come to know 
about the 1971 permission after the accident of 27-12-1975. 
The factors which Shri Ahuja is said to have taken into 
consideration in 1975 have been mentioned by him in these 
words : — 

“When the case came to me, I went through the applica- 
tion of the Management, saw the plan accom- 
panying it, read the report/comments of the field 
office and the remarks of the officer processing it 
in the headquarters. From the report of the field 
office, I can see that a definite observation regard- 
ing the thickness of parting between the proposed 
drivage and the overlying water-logged workings 
had been made with the recommendation that 
there was no objection to the proposal as the 
development at the same horizon had already been 
done and that although advance bore holes had 
already been done as shown in the plan and section, 
an additional precaution of requiring a central bore- 
hole of three metres length may be specified. The 
application of the management also was of a very 
simple nature proposing establishment of a drive 
called East Footwall for the purpose of establishing 
a connection with the blind gallery driven along East 
Hangwall. The plan accompanying the application 
and the section drawn on it, snowed a clear part- 
ing of 27 metres between the proposed footwall 
and the K level working with no headings driven 
below it as could be seen from the section. In 
view of the information and notings as described 
being placed before me, I had no reason to think 
that the recommendation being made was in any way 
requiring any further precautions." 

It would thus appear that the Mines Safety Department 
Officers, both in the field office and the Head Office got 
misled and thrown off guard by the wrong section shown In 
the Plan (Ext D/1) submitted by the Management with the 
1975 application for the footwall drivage. It will perhaps 
bear repetition that the section shown in Ext. D/1 had ignored 
the results of the considerable Inquiries made in the matter 
and the discussions held in 1971. 

90. Shri Ahuja has deposed about the necessity for the 
Central bore-hole in the following words : — 

“The stipulation regarding advance borehole so as to 
prove at least three metres ground all the time was 
Included, therefore, to guard against any danger 
due to encountering with any feedor of skater that 
could be met if there existed any small fault or a 
geological intrusion. Such a length of bore-hole 
would have given adequate indication and warning 
against the said danger. That is why, condition (2) 
as it appears in Ext. 13, was Included in the permis- 
sion letter." 

Further comments on how the case was dealt with in the 
Mines Safety Deptt. 

91, Serious consideration will now have to be given to 
the question whether the officers of the Mines Safety Depart- 
ment had rightly dispensed with the requirement of flank 
bore-holes in 1975 or not. Whether a Central bore-hole was 
really required, on the grounds now mentioned, will also 
have to be considered. The sufficiency of requiring only 
one Central bore-hole, in the face must also be considered. 
After giving the fullest consideration on these aspects of 
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the matter, it appears to me that while flank bore-holes 
would not have served any purpose, the officers of the Mines 
Safety Department were not right in dispensing with the 
requirements of Regulation 127, particularly those relating 
to bore-holes above the workings and stipulating only one 
straight bore-hole in the face of the drivagc proposed in 
1975, It may be, that, on the directions given in 1971 
permission letter, for the Hang wall drivage, an area of 15 
metres around the Hangwall drivage had been proved, but 
the west-to-east Footwall drivage proposed in 1975 was 
much beyond 15 metres to the north the Hangwall drivage, 
in the same horizon, with a large volume of water, more 
or less vertically above it (in reality a little to the north 
of the vertical line). At the most it can be said that, by 
adopting the bore-hole pattern laid down In 1971 for driving 
the Hangwall drivage, it bad been ascertained that ‘K’ level, 
as such, had not come down within 15 metres of the first 
Horizon. But the danger to the Footwall drivage could have 
been from other factors as well. In my opinion, the evi- 
dence given on behalf of the Mines Safety Department 
before us, regarding the reasons for requiring one bore-hole 
in the face of the Footwall drivage, is given only to support 
their insufficient direction given in tne permission letter. 
There is no indication In the note-sheets of the Mines Safety 
Department of 1975 (Ext. S/2 and S/1) which would indi- 
cate that the direction for a single borehole in he face of 
the Footwall drivage was given for any particular purpose, 
on any specific apprehension of any fault or geological distur- 
bance in front of the Footwall gallery or for any apprehend- 
ed danger due to any feeder of water that could have existed, 
if the note-sheet of 1971 (Ext. S) is studied carefully, it will 
be noticed that Shri H. B. Ghose had noted at one stage, 
that Central holes were not necessary because the old work- 
ings were on the top of Horizon No, 1. Apparently, this 
was one of the reasons for the pattern of bore-holes suggested 
in 1971, even for the face of the Hangwall drivage, namely, 
3 rising bore-holes inclined at 10 degrees, 20 degrees and 30 
degrees from the horizontal and 27 metres, 28 metres and 
30 metres respectively in length. It is accepted, however, 
even by Shri H. B. Ghose that this pattern was not designed 
to intercept any stray heading of the nature of the ex- 
tention of Incline No. 4. The pattern was perhaps designed 
In the understanding reached after a fuller examination of 
the issue in 1971, when Shri H. B. Ghose had been inform- 
ed that the Management had enquired from the colliery re- 
cords and old employees that Incline No. 4 was also 
"closed", meaning thereby that the workings had not gone 
beyond what was shown in Ext. .D/4, Shri Ghose was, in fact, 
asked as to what were the objectives for the pattern of the 
boreholes that he had prescribed and his answer was that 
“this was to determine the thickness of parting between K 
level and the Horizon in which workings were proposed", 
I may not be understood to make my comments on hinder- 
sight obtained after the accident in question, but, as a matter 
of general principle, I am of the view that the boreholes 
pattern recommended in the permission letter of 1975 was 
an Inadequate direction, even if the requirements of 
Regulation 127(5) could be modified or relaxed. It appears 
(o me that, if the 1971 permission of rising boreholes was 
followed in the face of the Footwall gallery, Tt was very 
likely that the water in the extended Incline No, 4 would 
have been tapped much before the Footwall gallery had gone 
below this extension. 

92. The reasons given for permitting a drivage (namely 
the Footwall gallery) of the dimension of 3 m x 3 m, in 
1975, also requires scrutiny. Shri A. B, Singh has stated 
that as in the East District, development had already been 
done earlier by a gallery of bigger dimension, the Zonal 
Office had recommended the Footwall drivage of dimension 
of 3m X 3m. The view pi Shri Singh appears f o be that 
one a gallery of a dimension larger than 2.4 in X 2.4 m Is 
permitted in any area, further galleries in that area may 
be permitted with dimensions larger than what is laid down 
in Regulation 127(5), without further consideration. This 
view is difficult to appreciate, If any departure from the 
requirement of Regulation 127(5) is to be permitted, every 
request for a gallery of a diffierent dimension should be 
considered on its own merit and not on the fact that the 
requirement had been departed from earlier, even in that 
particular area, A significant letter, dated 5-8-1971. 
from the Agent of Chasnalla Collieries to the Director 
General of Mines Safely fExt, 15'/7) had said, in connection 
with the size of the galleries proposed (including the 

Hangwall drivage) “ it is requested that after the long 

advance holes have been driven for coal drivages we may be 


permitted to drive full size galleries as marked on the 
plan instead of the restricted size of 8 ft, X 8 ft”, So 
in 1971, some reason atleast was given bv the Management 
for requesting for a departure from the requirement of 
Regulation 127. No such, or other reason was given in 
1975 by the Management, nor docs the issue in support 
of their request for a drivage of larger dimension appear 
to have been examined in, the Mines Safety Department 
before allowing it. But, of course, the size of the Footwall 
gallery driven does not have any direct connection with the 
accident as such. 


93. Chasnalla Deep Mine was a unique mine in the Ihariii 
coal field, in that, pioneer work in Horizon system of mining 
was being undertaken with financial assistance of the World 
Bank. The difficult working conditions in the mine were 
well-known to the Mines Safety 'Department. The project 
Report prepared by the International Construction Company 
had recommended that the old workings were to be kept 
dewatered to minimise water percolation into the new mine, 
and, to the knowledge of the officials of the Mines Safety 
to the cast of the Main Dyke had been dewatered. More 
than 100 million gallons of water had accumulated in the 
old workings of 3/4 Incline, below which the Footwall 
drivage was proposed in 1975. Tn such a state of affairs, 
it appears clearly that the officials of the Mines Safety 
Department, who had dealt with the 1975 Footwall driyage 
application, had not realised the gravity of the situation, 
before granting permission for the same in terms of Ext. 13. 

94. By inter-departmental direction, Shri H. S. Ahuja had 
been empowered to deal with all applications made under 
Regulation 127, nmonRst some others and this leads me to 
the question whether he had been rightly delegated such an 
authority or not. 

Whether Shri H. S. Ahuja could dispose off Anally the 
application dated 9-6-1975 

95. According to Regulation 127(3), prior permission in 
writing from the Chief Inspector of Mines was necessary for 
making the Footwall drivage, as it fell within 60 metres 
of the old-water-logged workings. At the relevant time Shri 
S. S. Prasad was the Chief Inspector, as is indicated by Ext. 
T/7, This document is a notification of the Government of 
Tndia, dated 5-9-1974, appointing Shri S. S. Prasad to be the 
Chief Inspector of Mines, with effect from 26-8-1974. On 
9-6-1975, when the application for the Footwall drivage 
was made and on 29-9-1975 when permission for it was 
granted by Shri H. S. Ahuja, the latter held the rank 
of Director of Mines Safety, which entitled him to exercise 
the powers of an Inspector under the Mines Act. Tn the 
exam i nation-in-chief of Shri Ahuja, on behalf of the Party 
No, 8 he was asked to what authority he had to sign the 
Permission letter, under Regulation 127 tExt, 13) and his 
answer was that he had derived his authority under an office 
order issued by the Director General of Mines Safety on 
26-8-1974. A copy of the order has been brought on record 
as Ext. T, the relevant portion of which reads as follows : — 

OFFICE ORDER 

Until further orders the work of Deputy Director General 
of Mines Safety shall be dealt with as follows : — 

DIRECTOR OF MINES SAFETY 
(Safety Standard) 

All files relating to Coal Mines and accident cases thereof, 

v * m 

All important decisions regarding approval from Deputy 
Director General of Mines Safety vy ill be put up to 
Shri S. S, Prasad. 

S, S. PRASAD, Director-General of Mines Safety 
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96. At the relevant time in 1975 Shri H. S. Ahuja was 
the Director of Mines Safety (Safety Standard). This Office 
Order refers to "the work of Deputy Director-General of 
Mines Safety" and, therefore, some history will have to 
be narrated in this context, from the evidence of Shri 
Ahuja. By Notification of the Government of India dated 
5-1-1972 (Ext. T/2), sent to the Directorate-General of 
Mines Safety, the latter was authorised to delegate to the 
Directors of Mines Safety, such of the powers of the Chief 
Inspector under the Mines Act, 1952 (other than those re- 
lating to appeals'), as he may specify. This authorisation by 
the Central Government was under section 6(1) of the Mines 
Act, 1952. At this time Shri H, B. Ghose was the Direc- 
tor General of Mines Safety exercising all powers of the Chief 
Inspector. By an Office Memorandum dated 22-8-72, signed 
by Shri H. B. Ghose, Shri S. S. Prasad was authorised to 
exercise some of the powers of the Chief Inspector of Mines, 
It may be mentioned that under this Office Memorandum, 
Shri S. S. Prasad was not authorised to deal with any 
application under Regulation 127. 

97. Thereafter by an Office Order dated 3-5-1973, passed 
by Shri H. B. Ghose (Ext. T/4), he gave a direction that, 
amongst other matters, all applications under Regulation 
127 of the Coal Mines Regulations 1957, were to be put up 
to the Deputy Director General of Mines Safety for final 
disposal, until further orders. This Office Order had however 
stated “As usual the Deputy Director General may put up any 
file to Director General for order, whenever he feels neces- 
sary”. Presumably, from this point of time the responsibility 
of disposing off applications under Regulation 127 was 
transferred to the Deputy Director General of Mines Safety 
and by Ext. T dated 26-8-1974, this responsibility was assign- 
ed by Shri S. S, Prasad to the Director of Mines Safety 
(Safety Standard). 

Whether Shri S. S. Prasad was Director General of Mines 

Safety 

98. At this stage, a particular matter of controversy may 
be referred to. This controversy was centred round the 
point to whether on 26-8-1974 Shri S. S. Prasad was the 
Director General of Mines Safety or not. According to Shri 
H. S, Ahuja, Shri S. S. Prasad was the then Director General 
of Mines Safety and, to establish his view-point, a document 
marked as Ext, T/l, dated 24-8-1974 has been produced. 
Shri S, S. Prasad has been examined as a Court Witness 
and, according to him, on 26-8-1974 he was not the Direc- 
tor General of Mines Safety, but he was continuing as the 
Deputy Director General of Mines Safety. We are, however, 
not concerned with the point whether Shri S. S. Prasad was 
the Director General of Mines Safety or the Deputy Direc- 
tor General of Mines Safety on 26-8-1974. We are con- 
cerned with the point whether he was the Chief Inspector 
of Mines or not on 26-8-1974, when he had passed the 
order incorporated in Ext. T. There is no doubt that on 
that date Shri S. S. Prasad was the Chief Inspector of Mines. 
By virtue of a Central Government Notification dated 
5-9-1974 (Ext. T/7), Shri S. S. Prasad had been appointed 
Chief Inspector of Mines, with effect from 26-8-1974. 

Whether Chief Inspector of Minds could authorise an Inspector 
to pans orders under Regulation 127(3) 

99. If on 26-8-1974, Shri S. S. Prasad was authorised 
to delegate the power given to him under Regulation 127(3) 
to an Inspector of Mines, the delegation under Ext. T will be 
a valid one. But, I do not think that on 26-8-1974, the then 
Chief Inspector of Mines had any power to authorise an 
Inspector of Mines to pass orders envisaged by Regulation 
127(3), On behalf of Party No. 8, some documents have 
been brought on record and some provisions of the Mines Act 
have been referred to for the purpose of concluding that 
the then Chief Inspector of Mines could authorise an 
Inspector of Mines to deal with an application under Regula- 
tion 127(3) and to pass final orders thereon, Reference has 
been made to Ext. T/2 dated 5-1-1972 on this specific point, 
It may be noted that under Ext, T/2, the Director General 
of Mines Safety had been given “approval of the Central 
Government under sub-section (1) of Section 6 of the Mines 
Act, 1952 to the Director of Mines Safety being authorised 
to exercise such of the powers of the Chief Inspector 
under Mines A«t, 1952 (other than those relating to ap- 
peals) as he may specify.” I do not think that under this 
approval, the Director General of Mines Safety or the Chief 
Inspector of Mines could authorise the Directors (who were 
Inspectors) to exercise any of the powers of the Chief 
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Inspector under the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957. The 
Chief Inspector had certain powers under the Mines Act, 
speemed tnerein and he had other powers under the Regula- 
tions. Section 7 of the Mines Act states that Chief Inspector 
and any inspector may exercise “such other powers'’ as may 
be prescribed by Regulations made by the Central Govern- 
ment in this benalf. This clearly makes a distinction between 
the powers of the Chief Inspector under the Mines Act and 
his "other powers” under the Regulations. When the Chief 
Inspector of Mines purports to pass an order under Re- 
gulation 127(1), he exercises one of his "other powers”, 
envisaged by Section 7 of the Mines Act and not his powers 
given under the Mines Act itself. 

100. In order to equate the word “ACT" mentioned in 
Section 6(1) of the Mines Act, with the Regulations passed 
under the Mines Act, reliance has been placed by the learned 
counsel for Party No. 8 on Section 59(5) of the Mines Act 
which says that Regulations and Rules shall be published 
in the Official Gazette and on such publication shall have 
effect as if enacted in this Act. I do not think that this in- 
terpretation is acceptable. Words like “shall have effect as if’ 
or "shall be deemed to be" have always been interpreted to 
mean a fictional state of affairs, to give a statutory validity 
to provisions to which they referred, but, by such expressions. 
Regulations and Rules can not be equated, in all respects, to 
provisions of the Act itself. 

101. In the same contex the learned Counsel for Party 
No. 8 has referred to Section 83 of the Mines Act, 1952, 
before it was amended by Act 62 of 1959, for the same argu- 
ment that the word “Act” in the Mines Act, 1952, includes 
also the Regulations made under the Mines Act Under old 
Section 83, the Central Government was empowered to 
exempt any local area or any mine or a group or class of 
mines or any part of a mine or any class of persons from 
the operations of all or any of the provisions of the Mines 
Act. In this context, our attention has been drawn to 
certain notifications published by the Central Government 
under old Section 83, granting exemptions from the appli- 
cation of some of the Regulations under the Mines Act. I 
do not think that this contention can be accepted for the 
interpreation of the word “Act" used in Section 6(1) of the 
Mines Act. It may very well be that to remedy this in- 
consistency, Section 83 of the Mines Act was amended, giving 
the Central Government powers to exempt from the opera- 
tion of all or any of the provisions of the Mines Act and 
empowering the Central Government to authorise the Chief 
Inspector of Mines or any other authority, to give exemption 
from the application of the Regulations or Rules made under 
the Act. It may be noticed that Section 6 and Section 83 
of the Act were amended by the same Act 62 of 19519 and so 
provisions of the Act and provisions of the Regulations cannot 
be equated, as the learned Counsel has urged. 

102. Another line of argument of the learned Counsel 
for Party No. 8 is based on Section 83(2) of the Mines 
Act read with the Notification passed by the Central Govern- 
ment, thereunder, dated 31-3-1960 (Ext. 15/2). I fail to 
appreciate the contention of the learned Counsel in this con- 
text. If the Central Government acting under Section 83(2), 
gives an authority to the Chief Inspector, envisaged by that 
provision of law, the Chief Inspector is the only authority who 
can take action under that authorisation. Shri S. S. Prasad, 
examined as a Court Witness, has stated he had not passed 
any order pursuant to Ext. 15/2. Pressing further on this 
point, the learned Counsel has argued that by Ext, 15/2, 
dated 3 1-3-1960, passed under Section 83(2) of the Mines 
Act, the Chief Inspector was authorised to make exemptions 
from the provisions of Regulation 127 and by Ext. T/2 
dated 5-1-1972, [passed under Section 6 of the Mines 
Act], the Chief Inspector was authorised to empower 
an Inspector to give exemptions from any requirement of 
Regulation 127, if he thought it proper. It is difficult to 
accept this contention. I do not think that Section 6 and 
Section 83 of the Mines Act can be lumped together for such 
an interpretation. Under Section 83(2), the Central Govern- 
ment may empower “any other authority” to make exemp- 
tions, in place of authorising the Chief Inspector of 
Mines, and in this case, by the Notification dated 31-3-1960 
(Ext 15/2), the Central Government had authorised the 
Chief Inspector of Mines and no other authority to give 
exemptions from provisions of the Regulations under the 
Mines Act, This order issued by the Central Government 
under Section 83(2) of the Act cannot be related to any ap- 
proval given to the Chief Inspector under Section 6(1) of 
the Mines Act, by the same Central Government to authorise 
any Inspector to exercise some of the Chief Inspector's 
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powers under the Act, In my opinion, the conclusion on 
this point under consideration must be, that the Chief 
Inspector could not have authorised an Inspector to deal with 
applications under Regulation 127 and give exemptions from 
their requirements. 

103. A question arose, at one stage, as to whether Shri 
S. S. Prasad, as Chief Inspector, could act under Ext T/2 or 
whether he should have sought for fresh approval from the 
Central Government under Section 6(1) of the Mines Act. 
I do not think that it was necessary for Shri S. S. Prasad 
to have asked for fresh approval, blit that point Ls academic 
in this context, for even Shri H. B. Ghose could not have 
authorised an Inspector to deal with applications under Re- 
gulation 127. It seems to me that Shri S. S. Prasad was 
following a precedent prevailing in the Mines Safety Depart- 
ment, as he stated before us. 

104. On this matter my conclusions are summarised as 
follows : — 

(a) No materials have been brought on the record for a 
conclusion that any Chief Inspector had taken anv action 
of exemption under the Notification dated 31-3-1960 (Ext. 
15(/2), issued under Section 83(2) of he Mines Act, 
1952, by which Regulation 127 or anv part thereof had be- 
come inapplicable to Chasnalla Colliery or to any part 
thereof. On the contrary, alf parties had proceeded on 
the footing that Regulation 127 was applicable to this 
Colliery. 

(b) The materials brought on the record do not support 
the proposition that the Chief Inspector had any power 
to delegate his authority under Regulation 127(3), to an 
Inspector under the Mines Act. 

(c) If the Chief Inspector was not empowered to dele- 
gate his authority to an Inspector, Shri H. S. Ahuia was not 
entitled to deal with and finally grant the permission for the 
Footwall drivage in 1975. Tn such circumstances, granting of 
relaxation from anv of the requirements of the provisions 
of Regulation 127(5) by Shri Ahuja cannot arise at all. 

[T have dealt elsewhere with the question of interpretation 
of the Chief Inspector’s authority under Regulation 127(3) 
and I have concluded that the Chief Inspector Is not em- 
powered to modify or vary any of the requirements of 
Regulation 127(5) or grant any exemption therefrom, if 
Regulation 127 applied to any mine!. 

But T must also state that the Director of Mines Safety 
(Safety Standard), that is to sav, a person holding the 
post of an Inspector under the Mines Act, was in fact, 
given the authority to deal with applications under Regula- 
tion 127. and I cannot therefore blame Shri H. S. Ahuja 
for finally disposing of the Management’s application made 
in 1975. It was not possible for him to go into the 
Intricacies of law and question the authority of the Chief 
Inspector, in delegating his powers under Regulation 127 
to him. Tf Shri Ahuja and the other officers of the Mines 
Safety Department had dealt with the application, taking 
into consideration the requirements of Regulation 127, and 
aU relevant facts and circumstances, I may not _ have 
made any comments on this matter, except to point out 
the legal Implications, On the other hand, T would also 
like to point out at this stage, to give a complete picture, 
that if the Management had followed the permission grant- 
ed by Shri Ahuja, in 1975, without departing from the plan, 
this particular accident would not have occured on 
27-12-1975. Whether the Management had followed this 
plan or they had departed from it, is a separate matter 
which has been dealt with elsewhere, fl have come to the 
conclusion in that respect that the Management had not 
followed the nTan sanctioned In 1975 and the accident In 
question had occured because of the departure made from 
the permission granted in 1975]. 

105. Immediately hereafter, the power of the Chief Ins- 
pector, under Regulation 127(3) must be dealt with, to 
find out whether exemptions from the requirements of 
Regulation 127(5) can be given by him or whether those 
requirements must be followed where regulation 127 ap- 
plies. This matter has been argued bcFore us on the ques- 
tion of interpretation of Regulation 127 and with a view 
to suggest amendments in Regulation 127, If necessary. 


Interpretation of Regulation 127 

106. The main point for consideration, in respect of Re- 
gulation 127, is whether the expression occurring in sub- 
Regulation (3) of Regulation 127, to the effect — "except with 
the prior permission in writing of the Chief Inspector and 
subject to such conditions as he may specify therein’’, gives 
the Chief Inspector power to vary, modify or dispense with 
the requirements of the other sub-regulations x>f Regulation 
127, especially sub-Regulation (4), when he gives his per- 
mission. The reason why this question has arisen is that, 
in granting the permission for the East Footwaft drivage, 
on 29-9-75 (Ext 13), Shri H. S. Ahuja, acting for the Direc- 
tor General of Mines Safety, had modified the require- 
ments of Regulation 127(5) and, as a matter of fact, had 
dispensed with some of the requirements of that sub-Regu- 
lalion. {It may be added that Shri H. S. Ahuja had also 
added the clause “if any heavy seepage of water not normal 
to the scam is met with, the proviso attached in sub- 
Regulation (3) of Regulation 127 of Coal Mines Regula- 
tions, 1957, shall be strictly complied with”, which was 
not a condition required by Regulation 1 27]. 

107. The stand taken before this Court of Inquiry, is 
that the Chief Inspector, purporting to act under Regulation 
127(3), is competent to vary, modify or dispense with the 
requirements of Regulation 127. This matter had been 
specifically put to Shri S. N, Thakar, who was the first 
person to deal with the 1975 application in the Zonal Office 
of the D.G.M.S. and he deposed that the permission letter 
(Ext 13) did not refer to relaxation of any provision of 
Regulation 127(5) specifically, but that in fact it had amount- 
ed to relaxation of the requirements. He was asked as to 
what was there in Ext. 13 to show that relaxation had been 
granted and his answer wax that relaxation was granted 
because the size of the gallery permitted to be driven was 3 
metre X 3 metre and the manner of proving the ground, 
directed under Ext. 13, was different from the requirements 
of Regulation 127. Another significant question put to Shri 
Thakar and his reply thereto may be quoted here : — 

Q : Regarding the last permission applied for by the 
Management in 1975, did you recommend that the 
compliance of the provisions of Regulation 1 2765 ) 
was unnecessary or impracticable. On what score 
was your recommendation ? 

A : The requirement of Regulation 127(5) was not 
considered necessary. 

108. Shri S. N. Thakar’s interpretation of the powers of 
the Chief Inspector under Regulation 127(3) does not ap- 
pear to be very clear. He was asked on behalf of Party 
No. 14, as to whether it was not necessary, at the time of 
his recommendation, that he should have been aware of the 
statutory provisions of law laid down under Regulation 
127(5), and his answer was that he was aware at that 
time that the power of the Chief Inspector of Mines had 
been extended by Gazette Notification, to rerax the pro- 
visions of Regulation 127(5). It seems that Shri Thakar 
had in mind Section 83(2) of the Mines Act, 1952 which 
reads as follows : — 

”83(2)— The Central Government may, by general or 
special order, subject to such restrictions as it 
may think fit to impose, authorise the Chief Ins- 
pector or any other authority to exempt, subject 
to any specified conditions, any mine or part 
thereof from the operation of any of the provisions 
of the Regulations or Rules under this Act, if the 
Chief Inspector or such authority is of opinion 
that the conditions in any mine or port thereof 
are such as to render compliance with such provision 
unnecessary or impracticable," 

A Notification of the Central Government under Section 
83(2), dated 31-3-1960, has been brought on record and 
marked ns Ext. 15/2 reading thus :

ORDER 

New Delhi, 'the 31st March, 1960 

S. O. Tn pursuance of sub-scction f2) of Section 

83 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952) the Central Govern- 
ment hereby authorises the Chief Inspector of Mines, to 
exempt, subject to any specified conditions, any mine or 
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part thereof from the operation of any of the following 
regulations, namely, Regulations 69, 74, 89, 99, 127, 130, 
151 and 172 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, if the 
Chief Inspector of Mines is of the opinion that the condi- 
tions in that mine or part thereof are such its to render 
compliance with such provisions unnecessary or impractica- 
ble.

109. Apparently, Shri Thakar was making a confusion 
between the provision of Section 83 (2) of the Mines Act 
and the provision of Regulation 127 (3), in this context. 
Nothing has been brought on the record to show that any 
Chief Inspector had taken action directly under the Noti- 
fication (Ext 15/2) to exempt Chasnalla Colliery from the 
operations of Regulation 127 and, us a matter of fact, this 
Inquiry has proceeded on the footing that Regulation 127 
was applicable to Chasnalla Colliery. As stated earlier, Shri 
S. S. Prasad has deposed that he had not passed any order 
exempting any mine or part thereof from the operation of 
Regulation 127. So the powers of the Chief Inspector 
must be considered upon and interpretation of Regulation 
127 (3) only. 

1 10. On the side of the Management, evidence is on re- 
cord, relating to the requirements of Regulation 127 and 
variations therefrom. It was put to Shri Ramanuj Bhatta- 
charaya, who was the Manager at the relevant time, us to 
whether Regulation 127 (5) required flank bore-holes on 
each side and where necessary bore-holes above and below 
the workings, or not, and his answer was in the affirma- 
tive. The following question and answer had followed : 

Q Why were such bore-holes not put as required unde) 
this prdvision of the Regulation ? 

A : I was guided by the direction given in Ext. 13 and 
1 considered it was sufficient. 

Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya was also asked about his 
interpretation of the words occurring in the permission 
letter (Ext 13) “without prejudice to any other provision of 
law which may be or may become applicable al any time” 
and his answer was as follows ; — 

"Since no express stipulation was there in the permission 
letter, T considered condition (2) of Ext. 13 as suffi- 
cient.” 

So the impression of the Manager was that the provisions 
of Regulation 127 (5) were governed by the directions given 
in the permission letter, under Regulation 127 (3). 

Ill, In order to ascertain the true significance of the 
powers of the Chief Inspector under Regulation 127 (3), it 
will be necessary to refer to the corresponding provisions 
in the earlier Regulations governing the same matter. The 
provisions in the Indian Coal Mines Regulations, 1926 are 
to be found in Regulation 72 B, 73, 74 and 75. which are 
quoted below : 

“72B(1). No Coal shall be extracted from any spot which 
lies vertically below : — 

(a) any part of the bed of any river, tank or reser- 

voir, or 

(b) any spot lying within a horizontal distance of 50 
feet from either bank of a river or the boundary 
of a tank or reservoir except with the written 
permission of the Chief Inspector and subject to 
such conditions as he may specify. 

(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, where sand or 
aluvium are lying in the course of a river, or in a tank or 
reservoir the bed of the river, tank or reservoir at that point 
shall be deemed to coincide with the surface of the hard 
strata underlying such sand or alluvium. 

73. Where any part of a mine is so situated that there 
is danger of irruption of surface water into the mine ade- 
quate protection against such an irruption shall be provided 
and maintained. 


74. Where any working has approached within 100 feet 

of any place containing or likely to contain an accumula- 
tion of water or other liquid matter, or within 100 feet of 
disused working (not being workings which have been exa- 
mined and found to be free from accumulation of water 
or other liquid matter) the working shall not exceed 8 feet 
in width or height, and there shall be maintained at least 
one bore-hole near the centre, of the working face, and 
sufficient flank bore-holes on each side, and where necessary 
bore-holes above and below the workings, at intervals of 
not more than 15 feet. All such bore-holes 

shall be and shall be constantly maintained at sufficient, dis- 
tance in advance of the working and such distance shall in no 
case be less than 10 feet. 

75. Whereas work is being done in any seam or part 
of a seam below another seam or part of a seam which 
contains or may contain an accumulation of water, or where 
work is being done in an upper seam or part of an upper 
scam which is al a lower level than any part of a lower 
seam which contains or may contain an accumulation of 
water, adequate precautions shall be taken against such an 
irruption of water into the seam where work is being done 
as would be likely to endanger the lives of the workmen 
in the mine.” 

112. All these provisions are now incorporated in Regula- 
tions 126 and 127 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, 
with certain modifications and additions. Generally speak- 
ing, the provisions of old Regulations No. 72 B and 73 are 
now 1o be found in Regulation 126 of the 1957 Regulations 
and the provisions of old Regulations 74 and 75 are to be 
found in Regulation 127 of the 1957 Regulations. 

113. It may be noticed that, in Regulation 74 of the 
1926 Regulations, no power was given to the Chief Inspector 
to lay down any condition for workings which had appro- 
ached within 100 feet of any place which may contain 
accumulation of water or any other liquid matter and no 
permission from, the Chief Inspector was necessary for such 
workings. The requirements were mandatory. (Some power 
and discretion had, however, been given to him 
under Regulation 72 B of the 1926 Regulations rela- 
ting to working below surface water]. The distance 
of 100 feet laid down in Regulation 74 of 1926 Regu- 
lations has been increased to a distance of 60 metres (200 
feet) in Regulation 127 (3) of the 1957 Regulations and, in 
this context. Regulation 127 (3) has added that the workings 
can be extended within the restricted area, only with the 
prior permission in writing of the Chief Inspector and sub- 
ject to such conditions as he may specify therein. 

114. It may be pointed out that between the Indian Coal 
Mines Regulations, 1926 and the Coal Mines Regulations, 
1957, a set of temporary Coal Mines Regulations had been 
promulgated in 1955 and the relevant provisions are to be 
found in Regulation 5 of the 1955 Regulations, which i? 
quoted below : 

"For the purpose of ensuring against danger due to 
irruption or in rush of water of other liquid matter 
into the workings of a mine or part thereof, the 
following additional precautions shall be observed 
namely : 

(1) Every application for permission under Regula- 
tion 72 B of the Principal Regulations shall be 
accompanied by two copies of plans, and sec- 
tions showing the existing positions of the work- 
ings of the mine, the proposed lay out of the 
workings, the depth of the workings from the 
surface, all faults, dykes and other geological 
disturbances anq such other particulars as may 
affect the safety of the mine or of the persons 
employed therein. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in Regula- 

tion 74 of the Principal Regulations, no working 
which has approached within a distance of 150 
feet of any disused or abandoned workings (not 
being workings which have been examined and 
found to be free accumulation of water or other 
liquid matter), whether in the same mine or in 
an adjoining mine, shall be extended further 
except with the prior permission in writing of 
the Chief Inspector and subject to such conditions 
as he may specify. 
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(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in Regulation 
74 of the Principal Regulations, if any seepage 
of water is noliccd in any working approaching 
but not within a distance of 150 feet, of any 
disused or abandoned workings (not being work- 
ings which have been examined and found to be 
free from accumulation of water or other liquid 
matter), whether in the same mine or in an 
adjoining mine, such working shall in mediately be 
stopped and (he Chief Inspector and the Inspector 
of the Circle shall forthwith be informed about 
the occurrence, such workings shall not be extended 
further except with the prior permission in wilting 
of the Chief Inspector and, subject to such condi- 
tions as he may specify, 


the Director General of Mines Safety, in 1975, for the Foote 
wall drivnge. Condition No. 3 of the 1975 permission 

stated that — 

“if any heavy seepage of water not normal to the seam 
was met with, the provisions attached in sub-Rcgula- 
tion 3' of Regulation 127 of the 1957 Regulations, 
shall be strictly complied with." 

Regulation 127 does not seem to contain, in explicit words, 
any precautionary action to be taken against heavy seepage 
of water not normal to the seam, in very working within 60 
metres of any disused or abandoned working. As a matter of 
fact, this direction had also been incorporated in the per- 
mission granted in 1971, for the Hangwall drivnge by Shri 
H. B. Ghosje, the then Director General of Mines Safety. 


Explanation — for the purpose of clarities (2) and (3), the 
distance between the said workings shall mean 
minimum distance measured in any direction whe- 
ther horizontal, vertical or inclined. 

(4) Every application for permission tinder clause (2) 
shall be accompanied by two copies of plans and 
sections showing the outline of sneh disused or 
abandoned workings in relation to the workings 
which are approaching the said workings and such 
other information as may be available in respect 
of the said workings. 

(5) The precautions laid down in Regulation 74 of 
the Principal Regulations shall be carried out under 
the direct supervision of a competent person autho- 
rised in writing by the manager for the pur- 
pose." 

115. It is clear that Regulation 127 of the Coal Mines 
Regulations, 1957 was modelled on the basis of Regulation 
5 of the Temporary Regulations of 1955, with certain addi- 
tions) and alterations. One specific alteration is the distance 
of 60 metres (that is to say, 200 feet) incorporated in Regula- 
tion 127 (3) of the 1957 Regulations, where as this distance 
wa 3 150 feet in the 1955 Regulations. This part of 1957 
Regulations is thus stricter than the corresponding provisions 
of the Temporary Regulations of 1955. The same power cf 
the Chief Inspector, mentioned in Temporary Regulation 5 (2), 
has been incorporated in present Regulation 127 (3), It may 
be noticed that Lhc Temporary Regulations of 1955 had not 
replaced the Indian Coal Mines Regulations, 1926, by Regu- 
lation 5 of 1955 Temporary Regulations additional precau- 
tions were laid down. Now that the 1957 Regulations have 
replaced the 1926 and 1955 Regulations, a question arises, 
has the Chief Inspector been empowered by present Regu- 
lation 127 (3) to modify, relax or dispense with any of the 
requirements of Regulation 127 (5) while granting his per- 
mission ? My view is that he has not been so empowered 
and the Central Government, in making Regulation 127 of 
the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, did not intend to invest 
the Chief Inspector with such powers. 

116. In the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, there are some 
Regulations which specifically givo the Chief Inspector power 
to very the requirements thereof. Reference may be made 
in this context, to Regulations 31 A and 32 in Chapter IV, 
Regulation 66 in Chapter VII. In Regulation 104 in Chapter 
X, the power of the Chief Inspector to vary some of the 
requirements of this Regulation is mentioned in sub-Rcgulation 
2 (d) in these words : 

"Provided that the Chief Inspector may, by an order 
in writing and subject to such conditions as he may 
specify therein, permit or require a smaller or 
reatcr thickness of parting as the case may 
c.” 

Whether Chief Inspector can vary, modify or dispense 
with any of the requirements of Regulation 127 (5), 

117. In my considered opinion, the power given to the 
Chief Inspector under Regulation 127 (3) of [he present 
Regulations is to be exercised in aid of the requirements 
of safety envisaged by Regulation 127, as a whole, and the 
power given to him ought not to be understood as a power to 
vary, modify or dispense with any of the requirements of 
Regulation 127 (5), The kind of order that the Chief Inspec- 
tor may pass under Regulation 127(3) is manifest in the very 
permission that was granted by Shri II, S. Abuja, acting for 
407 GI/77.— 15. 


What should be shown on plans accompanying an 
application made under Regulation 127 (4). 

118. Another important point has arisen from the evidence 
given by Shri J. N. Ohri, regarding his understanding of 
Regulation 127. Sub-Regulation (3) of that Regulation men- 
tions, amongst other matters, that "No working which had 
approached within a distance of 60 metres of any such disused 
or abandoned workings . ■ shall be extended further except 
with the prior permission in writing of the Chief Inspector 
and subject to such conditions as he may specify therein . . 
and Shri Ohri was asked by the Court as to whether, on a 
decision having been taken to drive the Ventilation Connec- 
tion at that particular spot or after this Ventilation Connec- 
tion had been started, any informationin this regard was given 
to the Directorate General of Mines Safety or not. His 
answer in this context may be quoted : 

"In casie of Regulation 127 as stated above, the extent 
of old working have to be shown. The workings 
which have to be extended are to be shown and 
normally the extent of the new workings which are 
to be made is indicated in this plan, may be for 
development or may be for the total extraction of 
the pillars. In my experience of last 20 years I have 
made some applications under Regulation 127 (3) 
and it is always the extent to which the new 
workings have to be extended is indicated and within 
shat. in compliance of the above provisions of the 
Statute as also is mentioned in the ultimate para- 
raph of Ext. 13, the extension has to be made 
eeping in view the provisions of the other Statutes. 
In this particular case Regulation 99 is applicable. 
The proposed Ventilation Connection was being 
driven at the same level as other drivages, namely 
Footwall and Hangwall and was not in anyway 
approaching the old waterlogged workings. The 
area was already proved by drivage of the Hangwall 
and that of the Footwall beyond that point, So 
personnaly in my opinion under the circumstances 
any fresh application under regn. 127 (3) was 
not necessary. 

119. The words used by Shri Ohri to the effect that the 
proposed Ventilation Connection was being driven at the 
same level as other drivages, namely, Hangwall and Footwall 
drivages and was not, in any way, approaching the old water- 
logged workings, were meant to convey the impression, I take 
it that the Hangwall drivage and the Footwall drivage were 
already within 60 metres of the old water-logged workings 
and the new Ventilation Connection to join the Hangwall 
drivage with, the Footwall drivage was going to be 
a gallery within 60 metres of the old waterlogged 
workings, and was not, therefore, a gallery which 
would be “approaching” the waterlogged workings. I do not 
think that this interpretation is acceptable. Shri Ohri has 
also mentioned in his statement, quoted above that Regu- 
lation 127 requires that the extent of the old workings have 
to be shown and the workings which have to be extended 
are to be shown and "normally" the extent of the new work- 
ings which are to be made is indicated in the Plan which is 
to be submitted under. Regulation 127 (4). In specific words. 
Regulation 127 (4) requires that two copies of a plan and 
section must be filed with the application for permission 
under sub-Rcgulation 3 showing (a) (he outline of the disused 
and abandoned workings in relation to the workings which 
are approaching the said workings and (b) such other infor- 
mation as may be available in respect of said working must 
also be given. Apparently Shri J. N. Ohri is of the view 
that the outline of the new workings, which are to be mad? 
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within a distance of 60 metres of the disused or abandoned 
workings, need not be given in the plan to be submitted, 
and so Shri Ohri states that the workings which have to be 
extended, must be shown on the plan and the extent of the 
new workings are “normally" indicated on the plan. 

120, On this matter of interpretation of Regulation 127 

(4), Shri B. L. Verma, cx-Chief Mining Engineer of I. I. S. 
Co., was asked as to whether an application and the plan 
to be submitted under sub-Regulation 3 should show the 
proposed new workings to be made within 60 metres of 
abandoned workings containing water or any other liquid 
matter or not, and his answer was that sub-Regulation 4 of 
Regulation 127 did not clearly say that the outline of the 
proposed workings are to be shown on the plan enclosed 
with the application. This matter was also put to Shri H. B. 
Chose who had granted the 1971 permission, as the then 
Chief Inspector. Shri Chose was asked as to whether it was 
necessary to show the proposed workings in the plan to be 
submitted under Regulation 127(41 or not, and In's answer 
was that it was not go required^ but that there was “some- 
thing" as a tradition and every time as and when an applica- 
tion of this nature comes, the details of the projections were 
always asked, given and examined.” I am of the view, 
however, that this interpretation of Regulation 127(4) should 
not be accepted as It is implicit in Regulation 127(4) that 
the proposed new workings should also be shown in the plan 
to be submitted for permission under Regulation 127(3). 1 

am prepared to go further and opine that Regulation 127(4) 
is even explicit in this context, although the requirement is 
not mentioned in exactly the same terms as it is mentioned 
in Regulation 126(3). In mv opinion the words “the outline 
of such digused or abandoned workings in relation to the 
workings which are approaching the said workings” must 
refer to the disused or abandoned workings in relation to the 
proposed workingg otherwise the requirements of sub-Regula- 
tion (5) will not be understood. 

121. Various other implications of Regulation 127 have 
been argued before us and I would like to suggest the follow- 
ing amendments of Regulation 127 of the Coal Mines Regu- 
lations, 1957 : 

(a) If the Central Government is of the view that the 
Chief Inspector has the power to vary, modify or dispense 
with any of the requirements laid down in Regulation 127, 
or that he should be invested with such power, a new sub- 
Regulation may be introduced, in specific words, giving him 
such power. 

(b) If the Central Government is of the view (hat the 
words used in the first paragraph of Regulation 127(3) 
viz : “subject to such conditions as he may specify therein”, 
do not or are not meant to invest the Chief Inspector with any 
power to vary, modify or dispense with the requirement of 
any provision of Regulation 127, appropriate words may be 
inserted in that sub-Regulation itself, clarifying the matter, 
fin either view of the matter the same words, with respect 
to Chief Inspector's power, to be found in Regulation 126 
or anywhere else, will have to be considered alsol. My own 
opinion is that it may be clarified (hat the requirements of 
Rcgu’ation 127 arc mandatory, 

(c) The proviso to Regulation 127(3) may be amended to 
include similar action to be taken within 60 metres of any 
disused or abandoned working, 

(d) Regulation \127(4) nhould be amended, to require ex- 
plicitly, that, the plan referred to therein must also contain 
the outline a.nd the necessary details of the proposed new 
workings, for which permission is being sought. (This will 
ensure that no variation of the plan sanctioned would be per- 
missible, without referring the matter again to the Chief 
Inspector], 

(e) In view of the requirements in the last sentence of Re- 
gulation 127(5). there ought to be some provision in Regula- 
tion 127 to the effect, that in a case where sub-Regulation (5) 
applies, a written record of the measurements of the galleries 
made and of bore-holes made, must be maintained by the 
competent persons under whose supervision the precautions 
envisaged by sub-Regulation (5) are carried out, 

ff) Regulation 127(6) should be amended to provide also 
that, on line with (he proviso to Regulation 127(3), workings 
(irrespective of whether they are approaching disused or 


abandoned workings or not), where any heavy seepage of 
water is noticed, should be stopped and should be resumed 
only after the Chief Inspector’s permission has been obtained. 

122. The next point to be taken up will be whether the 
Footwull drlvage was stopped for the reasons alleged by the 
Management or whether there must have been some other 
reasons for the stoppage. 

What could have been the real reason for stopping the Foot- 
wall drivoRO In November, 1973 — Evidence 

123. 1 have earlier discussed the reasons given by the 
Management for stopping the Footwail drivage after proceed- 
ing for only half the intended distance and also explained 
why 1 have not accepted the same as being the real reasons. 
The question as to what could have been the real reason for 
stopping the Footwail drivage in November 1975, has 
been probed in this inquiry by the examination of a number 
of Court Witnesses, but the effort has failed because of the 
deliberate conduct of these witnesses. Only suspicion, there- 
fore. remains. I will have to deal with the evidence of some 
of these persons in detail and make my comments thereon. 

124. The initial probe into the probable reason for stopping 
the Footwail drivage began with the cross-examination of 
Shri Dipak Sarkar, by Shri S. P. Gnnguli, on behalf of 
Party No. 8. He was asked whether, in his statement made 
to Shri A. B. Singh on 5-1-1976 in the course of the Statutory 
inquiry, he had told Shri Singh that danger had been apprehen- 
ded to east side workings of No, 1 Horizon from old water- 
logged workings, particularly from drivage of No. 4 Incline 
and Nothing Cross-cut, and Shri Sarkar’s reply was that he 
had made some general statements in this respect, but that 
he did not remember if he had made this particular statement 
with which he was being confronted. The date on which 
Shri Sarkar was examined by Shri A. B. Singh i.e. 5-1-1975 
is significant in as much Horizon No, 1 had not been de- 
watered until 19-1-1976 after which date only the actual posi- 
tion regarding the manner in which the new and the old 
workings had got connected, became c'carly known. So, on 
5-1-1976 when the situation was not at all clear, Shri A. B. 
Singh could not have recorded this particular statement 
as coming from Shri Dipak Sarkar, by converting a general 
s'atcmcnt into such specific words of later significance. Shri 
Dipak Sarkar has later on stated in this inquiry that there 
was no apprehension of any danger from 4 Incline Plane. 
This, in fact, appears to be the stand taken by the Manage- 
ment during the inquiry, though it is quite contrary to *he 
pic'ure that had been presented by many of the employees 
of the Colliery immediately after the accident. 

Witnesses going back on tbelr earlier statements 

125. The attitude appears, in fact, to be one of going back 
on statements made by them in the statutory inquiry, long 
before anything in particular had been found as to how the 
deep mine was inundated on 27-12-1975. This started with 
the very first witness examined in this inquiry for the 
Management, namely Shri Dipak Sarkar, and continued even 
when the Court was examining Court Witnesses at the end, 

126. I propose to refer to the evidence of seven persons 
examined as Court Witnesses, wffio arc (1) Firangl Prasad 
(CW 13), (2) I. Khan (CW 15), (3) Kashi Lai Tbapa (CW 11), 
(4) Prem Mondal (CW 5), (5) Sudhir Mondal (CW 8). 
(6) Lakhan Manjhi (CW 6) and (7) Lagan Mnnjhi (CW 7). 

127. In the Statutory Inquiry, Shri Firangi Prasad was exa- 
mined by Shri S. N. Thakar on 30-12-1975 and Shri J. Khan 
was examined by Shri Thakar on 29-12-1975 and 30-12-1975. 
(We are concerend here mainly with what Shri J. Khan was 
supposed to have told Shri Thakar on the 30th). Shri K. L. 
Thapa had been examined by Shri A. B. Singh on 31-12-1975 
and Shri Prem Mondal was examined by Shri S. C. Batra 
on 1-1-1976. On the same day, namely, 1-1-1976, Shri 
Sudhir Mandat was examined by Shri A. B. Singh, Shri 
Lakhan Man)hi had been examined by Shri Batra on 2-1-1976 
and Shri Lagan Manjhi had been examined by Shri Batra on 
3-1-1976. We had called these persons ns Court Witnesses 
after persuing their statements made in the statutory enquiry 
expecting some assistance from them in our inquiry to find 
out the facts and circumstances which may give a clue to 
the cause of the accident. All these statements are on record 
having been proved by the respective officers of the Mines 
Safety Department, 
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128. Shri Firangi Prasad was a driller in the Colliery and, 
immediately before the accident under inquiry, he was work- 
ing in ihe L.C.E. panel in the west district of Horizon No. 1 
for boxing work. On 30-12-1975, Shrj Firangi Prasad is 
said to have made the following statement : 

“Therp was an advance hole in the footwall drive also 
which was giving out water under some pressure 
and reddish water was coming out of it. Pressure 
was not much enough. The above said boring 
(advance bore hole) was made during the rains- 
August/Scptcmbcr and from that time il was giving 
water and it was still there just before the accident, 
That means the footwall drive did not advance at 
all since August/September. The above said hole 
was straight in the face and was laid in the direction 
of the advance of the face. There were other holes 
in the flanks also but these were not giving off 
much water. I do not know the length of any of 
the above described holes.” 

The statement appears to have been signed by Shri Firangi 
Prasad in English . Before the Court of Inquiry Shri Firangi 
Prasad has gone back on his previous statement and has said 
that Lhc statement had not been read over and explained to 
him in Hindi (although there is such an endorsement on the 
record, signed by Shri Thakar) and that although he had 
signed the document, he docs not remember whether he had 
signed in Hindi or English. When the witness was shown 
his signature on the recorded statement, he admitted that he 
had signed in English, giving also the date himself in English, 
but he said that at that time the second page hud been bla.nk. 
In view of the evidence given by Shri S. N. Thakar about the 
circumstances of his recording the statements of witnesses in 
the statutory inquiry, 1 must hold that Shri Firangi Prasad did 
not tell the truth before us. Shri Firangi Prasad was asked 
in the Court of Inquiry whether he had noticed water 
coming out of the advance hole in the Foolwull gallery and 
his answer was in the negative, He was asked whether he 
had made any such statement to an officer of the Mines safety 
Department and his answer was in the negative. In all these 
matters, Shri Firangi Prasad was obviously trying to conceal 
true facts, as Shri Thakar could not have invcntel on 30-12-75 
statements which became significant only later on. It is quite 
clear that Shri Firangi Prasad was lying under oath before 
this Court. 

129. Shri J. Khan was a Mining Sardar in the Colliery, 
working in the first Horizon, west side, in the L.C.E. panel, 
in the week previous to the accident. From his recorded 
statement in the statutory inquiry, it appears that on 
30-12-1975 he had said as follows 

‘'About one week ago, some miners had come from East 
side to my L.C.E. panel. They were mentioning that 
there was trouble of water in the east side. Some 
names I can recall, they were Khalil, Shabir and other 
2|3 persons. Also Thakuri Baud, Dobai Bauri Kinkor 
Bauri, Japan Bauri and other whose names I do not 
remomber now. Kurmi Mahlo. Viveka Singh, Sanatan 
Manjhi were the drifters, who were generally emp- 
loyed in the East side, shall be in a better position 
to give full details From all I know there was 
difficulty of water in the first ventilation connection 
but details shall be known from others employed 
in the East district," 

According to the record, this statement had been read 
over and explained to Shri J. Khan in Hindi and on the face 
of the record it appears that Shri J. Khan had signed in Eng- 
lish. But before this Court, Shri Khan has stated that the state- 
ment recorded by Shri Thakar had not been read over to 
him before he had signed. Shri Khan has also gone back 
on his previous statement and said that he had no knowledge 
of any difficulty of water in the ventilation connection in the 
east district. Tt is rcgretable that an important statutory offi- 
cial like a Mining Sardar was not prepared to stand by his 
earlier statement, made soon after the accident. I am convin- 
ced that Shri J. Khan has told a lie, on oath, before this 
Court, as Shri Thakar could not have invented such statements 
as having come from Shri Khan on 30-12-1975. 

130. Shri Kashi Lai Thapa (CW 11) was a drifter in the 
Colliery and his statement recorded by Shri A, B, Singh is 
on record, bearing his signature in Hindi and he is said to 
have made the following statement on 31-12-1975 : — 

‘‘The footwall connection gallery was not being worked 
for the last about 6 months. About 6 months back 


three holes were made in the footwall connection 
gallery also each 50' in length. No unusual flow 
of water was noticed from the holes in the Foot- 
wall connection gallery. Because of low height 
loaders were not willing to work in the Hangwall 
drive and iL was stopped and it was decided io con- 
nect by the connection gallery. Warm water used 
to come out of the Footwall drive and we used to 
go to wash our hands and feet there. The machine 
that we use for drilling was earlier used to make 
holes upto 60’ to 70‘ in stone and can drill upto 100’ 
long ho es, we had made three holes in Ventilation 
Connection gallery each 50' long three weeks back," 

He too has gone back on his previous statement and, in 
Court he said that he had not told any officer of the Mines 
Safety Department that warm water used to come down in 
the Footwall gallery. I am convinced that Shri Kashi Lai 
Thapa also niHde untrue statements before the Court, on 
oath, as Shri A. B, Singh could not have invented such a 
statement on 31-12-1975. 

131. Shri Prem Mondol (CW 5) was a general mazdoor, 
and had worked in the 2nd shift on 26-12-1975, as a helper 
of the timber mistry, for supporting arches in the Hangwall 
gallery. On 1-1-1976, he is said to have made the following 
statement to Shri S. C, Batra : 

“In ventilation connection there was more percolation. 
Loaders were working in Hangwall drive and also 
in ventilation connection. In Footwall drive no 
work was being done. Work in Footwall drive was 
stopped about two months back by Shri Chutterii, 
Assistant Manager, A hole had been driven in the 
face from which water used to flow and fall through 
a distance of about 2-1/2 feet, The water was 
clear and warm. I know it was warm because wc 
used to wash our hands in this water. Percolation 
of water in Footwall drive was more than that in 
Hangwall, The dripping water used to be clear and 
cool. I do not exactly know why Footwall drive 
was stopped bul perhaps it was stopped because water 
used to come from bore hole. I think this hn’c was 
5 ft. long. I do not know the length because I had 
not drilled this hole”. 

Shri Prem Mondal admitted his signature on the recorded 
statement, bul denied to have made this pnrticluar statement 
recorded by Shri Batra. It is clear to me that Shri Prem 
Mondal told on untruth before the Court, on oath. 

132. Shri Sudhir Mondal (CW 8) was working as a drifter 
in the Colliery towards the end of the year 1975. In his 
statement recorded by Shri A. B. Singh on 1-1-1976, he is 
said to have made the following statement : — 

“I am working in Chasnalla Coiliery for the last 5 years 
as drifter. In 1st Horizon east side I am working 
for the last three months. Work in Footwall drivage 
was stopped before 1 went to east side, Work was 
being done in the Hangwall drive and connection. 
The advance of Hangwall drive and connection 
gallery during the last three months was 100' each. 
Lot of warm water used to percolate in both Hang- 
wall drive and connection gallery . . . .” 

In his examination before the Court of Inquiry, Shri 
Mondal stated that he had not worked in the east side of 
the 1st Horizon, towards Ihe end of December 1975. He 
denied altogether that any officer of the Mines Safety Depart- 
ment had recorded any statement from him soon after 
27-12-1975. He went so far as to say that he was asked 
by some one to put his thumb impression on a paper on 
which something was written and, on threats of being beaten 
up, he had given his thumb impression on such a document. 
This part of Mondal’s statement must be wholly disbelieved. 
There cannot be any doubt that he had made a statement 
during the course of the statutory enquiry, which had been 
recorded by Shri A. B. Singh, and it is clear that Sudhir 
Mondal had also told an untruth on oath. 

133. Shri Lakhan Manjhi (CW 6) had worked as a loader 
in the deep mine in the night shift of 26-12-1975, in the 
Hangwall gallery in the east district of Horizon No. 1. On 
2-1-1976, he is said to have made the following statement to 
Shri S. C. Batra : 

"On cast side two faces were being worked one in the 
Hangwall and other at right angles to this gallery. 
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I worked in both the faces" ... I had worked in 
Footwall drive about a month back as a dresser. 
In this gallery, the percolation was more than that 
in Harrgwal] and Ventilation Connection. There was 
a borehole at the face through which water used to 
flow full bore. It used to fall over a distance of 
about 1 ft. or 1-1/2 feet, The water was clear 
and neither hot nor cool.’’ 

In (his Court of Inquiry, Shri Manjhi agreed that he had 
made a statement to an officer of the D.G.M.S. which was 
recorded in his presence, but added that the officer had not 
read over the statement lo him and had not explained it to 
him in Hindi. According to Shri Lakhan Manjhi, he had 
signed the tccorded statement in F.ngiish and he admitted 
his signature on the document. Shri Manjhi further stated 
before the Court that he had not told the officer that he had 
worked in the Footwall drive about a mouth before the date 
of accident. According to this statement of Shri Manjhi made 
before the Court, he had worked in a Footwall in the West 
District and not in the Fast District, and that it was in the 
Footwall face in the West district some water used to trickle 
down, ft is clear from Shri l.akhan Manjhi’s evidence given 
before us that he also has deliberately gone back on his state- 
ment recorded on 2-1-1976 by Shri Batra and as lied on 
oath before this Court. 

134. Shri Lagan Manjhi (CW 7) had worked as a dresser 
jn the deep mine on 26-12-1975, in the second shift. On 
3-1-1976 Ire is said to have made the following statement to 
Shri S. C. Batra : 

“ I had gone to cross connection also. There 

percolation was more than the Hangwa'l. Water 
percolation was more near the face. Footwall drive 
was slopped for over four months and I did not 
go there. Hnngwall gallery and - cross connection 
were supported by arches upto a distance of about 
10 ft. from the face." 

In the Court of Inquiry, however, Shri Lagan Manjhi de- 
nied to have gone to the cross connection in the night of 
26-12-1975, at all. He has said (hat he had made a state- 
ment to an officer ofihe D.G.M.S. which was recorded in 
his prcsoncc, but the statement had not been read over to 
him and explained in Hindi, He has denied to have made 
any statement regarding any cross-connection. He even went 
so far as to say in this Court that he did not even know 
that there was a Footwall drivage in the east side of first 
Horizon before 26-12-1975. He said that he knew only of 
a Hangwoll gallery. It is clear to me, beyond doubt, that 
Lagan Manjhi has also told the untruth on oath. 

135. It is a matter of regret that even when 375 of the co- 
workers colleagues and officials of these cowitnesses hud 
suffered a painful death in the accident under 
inquiry these employees of Chasnalln Colliery have 
not thought fit to divulge the true facts before this 
Court. But, the previous statement by these persons 
in the course of the Statutory enquiry under the Mines Act 
were not made on oath and they were not made in the pre- 
sence of persons who may be affected by them and, therefore, 
I can not consider the previous statements of these courts. 
Witnesses as substantive of the facts stated therein. All that 
I can hold on this point is that (he seven persons named 
above have no respect for truth and have failed in their duties 
to assist this Court. 

136. On behalf of the Indian National Trade Union Cong- 
ress, the Indian National Mine Workers Federation and 
Rashtriya Colliery M azdoor Sangb (Party No. 2), one witness 
was examined in Court, named Shri Phnr Chand Paswan, to 
show that unusual and heavy make of wa»cr had been met 
with in the Ventilation Connection, towards the end of De- 
cember, 1975. Shri Paswan wus a driller at Chasna'la Col- 
liery and had worked in the F.ast district of Horizon No. 1 
at that time. Ho has stated before us tha; two days before 
the 26th December 1975, while the drillers, including himself 
were putting holes in the Ventilation Connection face, they 
had felt a trust from the end of a hole about 4 feet long and 
the force of the thrust was so much that the drillers were 
actua'ly thrown bnck by the force. When the drill was taken 
out from this hole, water had spouted out and had fallen 
fo a distance of about 18 inches from the face. Shri Paswan 
too had been examined earlier by Shri Thaker on 30-12-1975 
during (he course of Statutory enquiry, and his recorded s'ate- 
ment is also before us. Learned Counsel for Party No. 1 
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(Management) had cross-examined Shri Paswan and his pre- 
vious statement was put to him on many aspects of ,he matter. 
It appears that the previous statement of Shri Paswan does not 
support his highly emphatic deposition before us wilb respect 
to the make of water in the Ventilation Connection. Before 
Shri Thakcr, Shri Paswan had stated as follows ; — 

"The holes we made in the Hangwoll and ventilation 
drives gave out some water which was not abnormal. 
During the whole of East District I did not sec any 
abnormal flow of water : Whatever water make oil 
could be seen it was normal to the district." 

it appears further that, while deposing before Shri Thaker, 
Shri Paswan did not mention anything about feeling any 
thrust of water while boring a hole in the Ventilation Con- 
nection face. Tn my opinion, for these reasons, it will not 
be right to accept Shri Paswnn’s statement given before us. 

137. It will be necessary now to refer to the evidence of 
two more persons examined as Court Witnesses, to show how 
they have a so deliberately refused to assist the Court in the 
Inquiry. I hey are Shri II. K. Mukhopadhyaya who had 
worked in the deep mine, as a Shift Overman in the 1st Hori- 
zon, in the week before 27-12-1975, and Shri U.K. Khan, 
who was an Assistant Manager in the 1st Horizon of the 
deep mine, working in (he first shift, at the end of De- 
cember, 1975. Sliri Mukhopadhyaya was one of the Court 
Witnesses examined in an effort to find out the nature of tho 
bore-hole pattern followed in 1975. He had been examined 
by Shri S. N. Thaker on 29-12-1975 and 30-12-1975 in the 
course of the Statutory inquiry, and the stalemcnt then re- 
corded has been produced in this Court. Although there is 
an endorsement of Shri S. N. Thaker that the statement re- 
corded on 29-12-1975 had been read over and explained to 
Shii Mukhopadhyaya in Hindi, Shri Mukhopadhyaya has stat- 
ed in this Court that the statement recorded on 29-12-1975 
had not been read over and explained to him in Hindi by 
Shri Thaker. He has said that after his statement was re- 
corded, he was asked to sign it and he signed it. With res- 
pect to the statement recorded on 30-12-1975, Shri Mukho- 
padhyaya has said that he had signed that statement but had 
not read it. Shri Mukhopadhyaya had worked in the east, 
district of 1st Horizon on 26-12-1975, in tho ihird shift. Some 
work had been done in the Ventilation Connection at that 
time, including drilling and blasting. Shri Mukhopadhyay 
was examined in this Court specifically on the question of 
long horc-ho’es having been made and in that connection ho 
is said to have stated before Shri Thakcr on 30-12-1975 as 
follows : 

"One similar bore-hole of 10'— 12' was made and main- 
tained in the first ventilation connection and ona 
such hole was also made inclined upwards. As I 
goti these holes already in my shift of 26-12-1975 I 
did not get these made." 

138. In Court, however, Shri Mukhopadhyaya denied to have 
made this .statement to Shri Thaker. Shri Mukhopadhyaya 
also denied having made many of the re’evant statements 
which appear in the recorded statement, dated 30-12-1975, in 
respect of the nature of bore-holes made in the Hangwalls 
and Footwall galleries. It is clear to me that Shri H. K. 
Mukhopadhyaya, a Mining Overman, told a lot of un- 
tru h, on oath, and no assistance was available from him. 
This conduct of a senior Mining Official must be strongly de- 
precated. 


139. 'The evidence given by another Court Witness, Shri 
Uma Kant Khan (C W. 16) also requires a special considera- 
tion. On 27-12-1975, he was Assistant Manager inchargc 
of 1st Horizon (1st shill), but on thnl hliife he was nway 
from the Colliery for taking a refresher training at the Mines 
Rescue Station at Dhansar. He had been examined, soon 
after (he accident under inquiry. On three occasions, by three 
officers — by Shri S. N. Thaker on 31-12-1975, by Shri S. C. 
Bafra on 4-1-1976 and lastly by Shri A. B. Singh on 9-1-1976. 
All his statements were recorded. As a matter of fact, on 
4-1-1976 Shri Khan had made two separate statements record- 
ed separately by Shri S. C. Batra. Shri Thaker has slated 
before this Court (hat the original statement of Shri U.K. 
Khan, recorded by him, was los; and that he was producing a 
true cony of Shri Khan's statement. I have no reason to 
doubt Shn Tinker's evidence in this context. This copy of 
Shn Khans statement mentions that he had read the recorded 
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statement and had found it to bo correct, and indicates that 
he had signed it in English. But before us Shri Khan has 
deposed that, although he had made a statement before Shri 
Thakcr on 31-12-1975, which had been recorded in his 
presence, he had signed the statement without reading it. 
Thereafter, Shri Khan has denied that he had made some of 
the statements which appear in the document before us, re- 
presenting his statement to Shri Thakcr. With respect to the 
statement recorded by Shri Batra on 4-1-1976, on the 
second occasion, Shri Khan's attention was drawn to what he 
is supposed to have told Shri Batra about the inclination of 
the three bore-holes made in the llangwall drivage and Shri 
Khan deposed that the statement recorded by Shri Batra was 
either wrongly recorded or that he may not have been able 
to explain the matter to him. This recorded statement, dated 
4-1-1976 also bears Shri U. K. Khan's signature in English 
and Shri Khan has admitted this matter. He has, however, 
said that he had not read ihc statement before signing it. 

L have no hesitation in holding that Shri Khans statements 
made on 31-12-75 and 4-1-76 had been properly recorded 
by Shri S. N. Thaker and Shri S. C. Batra respectively and 
that Shri Khan had signed his recorded statements, after 
knowing the contents thereof. His statements made before 
us, wherever they are contrary to his previous statements, are 
therefore untrue. Such a conduct from such a highly res- 
ponsible official, who worked in the east district of the first 
Horizon uplo 26-12-1975, must also be deprecated in no 
uncertain terms. 

Promotion of Shri U. K. Khun 

140. It was, for reasons given hereafter, a matter of 
surprise to us to lind that Shri U. K. Khan had joined the 
Chasnalla Colliery, as Assistant Manager, in November, 1974. 
He has stated that, before joining Chasnalla Colliery, he 
had been working in Jcetpur Colliery as Overman and that 
he was an Overman in that Colliery on 18-3-1973 when an 
explosion had occurred there. A Court of Inquiry had been 
constituted under the Mines Act in connection with that ex- 
plosion and the inquiry hud been held by Shri R. C. Dutf. 
In his Report of Inquiry, dated 4-5-1973, Shri R. C. Dutt 
stated as follows with respect to Shri LI. K. Khan : 

"Only three of the Supervisory personnel who were 
underground with the second shift when the explo- 
sion occurred survived. Of (hem, one Shri Bhatta- 
charyya was working in the M/T. Panel on the 
western side, away from the scene of the explosion. 
The other two were Shri U.K. Khan, Overman & 
Shri Sndnrshan Singh, Mining Sirdar. The rest un- 
fortunately persished in the disaster. J1SCO mana- 
gement high'ighted the fact (hat these experienced 
supervisors did not report gas during the second shift, 
"t hey argued, therefore, that there was no gas, and 
used this argument in support of the management 
theory that there was a sudden on-rush of gas as 
a result of the roof fall. T have held already, for 
reasons 1 have indicated, (hat the theory is unaccept- 
able, and have upheld the alternative theory of ac- 
cumulation of gas, I cannot, therefore, accept the 
statement of Shri U. K. Khan that he had found 
no gas. 1 hold that neither he nor Shri Sudarshan 
Singh tested for gas at the critical, places. They were 
content to sit in the in-take gate without trying to 
ensure, as was thejr duty, that the men were not 
endangered by gradual accumulation of gas. They, 
therefore, fai'ed in discharging their responsibili'y 
and must be held blame-worthy on this account" 

“Among the subordinate supervisory Officer's, Shri U.K. 
Khan and Shri Sudarshan Singh arc directly res- 
ponsible for their gross failure, Shri Khan, being an 
Overman and, therefore, senior in rank to Shri 
Sudarshan Singh, must accept higher responsibility 
for the lapse than the latter. Sri Pandcy, as 
Assistant Manager, has a general and specific respon- 
sibility which he cannot escape. T would, therefore, 
place him immediate'y after Shri Khan and Shri 
Singh. Shri K. C. Mistry and Shri Kundu have 
also their share of responsibility, huf 1 place them 
together last in order of culpability”. 

14). In view of these observations made on 4-5-1973. we 
asked Shri TJ. K. Khan as to who had transferred him (o 
Chasnalla Colliery in November 1974 from Jeefpur Colliery 
and his answer may be quoted in fid 1 : 


“Just before my transfer to Chasnally Colliery 1 was ap- 
pointed as Assistant Manager, after I had passed the 
Second Class Mine Manager's Competency Exami- 
nation, and thereafter 1 had received a transfer order 
to join Chasnalla Colliery as Assistant Manager and 
this order was communicated to me bv 
Shri 1. N. Ohri, who was then the Chief 
Executive (Collieries). 1 had then promo- 
ted as a Second Class Assistant Manager from an 
Overman, in the regular process of promotion. After 
1 had obtained the Second Class Mine Manager's 
Competency Certificate, the Management had con- 
sidered my fitness for promotion as a Second Class 
Assistant Manager and after all the formalities had 
been gone through, Shri J, N. Ohri had communi- 
cated to me that I have been considered for promo- 
tion and that 1 was to join Chasnalla Colliery as a 
Second Class Assistant Manager. The constitution 
of the Promotion Board, which interviewed me 
alongwith others, was of Shri R. K. Prasad, Shri 
S.K. Banerjce, Shri Dipak Sarkar and Shri N. Sen.” 

142. It is a matter of surprise as to how Shri Khan was 
put in-charge as Assistant Manager in Chasnalla Colliery, 
after the adverse remarks made against him in May 1973. 
It may be that the promotion board bad recommended his 
promotion, but Shri Ohri ought not to have concurred in 
his apoinlment in Chasnalla Collipry as Assistant Manager in 
effect, Shri U. K. Khan had been put on a more responsible 
job in Chasnally Colliery, despile having been blamed earlier 
for gross failure in his duties in Jcetpur Colliery, belonging 
to the same owner. 

Non-availability of Shri AJlt Kumar Mukhcrjee 

143. One more point may be briefly dealt with here, before 
I mention our suspicion about the reason for the stoppage of 
the foot-wall gal.ery. It relates to the Courts attempt to 
examine Shri Ajit Kumar Mukherjec, who was 
employed in Chasnalla Colliery on the date of tile 
occurrence under inquiry, as a general mazdoor. He had 
been examined in the statutory inquiry, and wc had con- 
sidered that he could have been of assistance to the Court 
in ascertaining the cause of Ihc accident, but, inspitc of 
our best efforts, Shri Ajit Kumar Mukhcrjee was' not avail- 
able to be examined. At the time of this Inquiry, Shri Ajit 
Kumar Mukherjee was employed at Jcetpur Colliery, belong- 
ing to the same Management, and wc examined the Manager 
of this Colliery, Shri Swadesh Paul Mehta, to ascertain the 
whereabouts of Shri Ajit Kumar Mukhcrjee, who was, at 
that time, said to be away on account of illness. Summons 
were issued to Shri Mukherjee to appear before us, but the 
summons could not be served as his whereabouts could not 
be ascertained— even though he remained in employment of 
the Company. The Public Prosecutor of Dhanbad, Shri J. B. 
Lala made his best efforts through the Police to ascertain 
where Shri Ajit Kumar Mukherjec could be found but all 
efforts failed. Apparently Shri Ajit Kumar Mukherjee had 
vanished from the face of the earth when ho was required 
to depose before us. We could not take any further action 
in the matter, without causing inordinate delay to the course 
of our inquiry. We do, however, expect that the higher autho- 
risation of IISCO would try to find out why and how 
Shri Ajit Kumar Mukherjee was not available for examina- 
tion as a Court Witness. 

Suspected reasons for stoppage of Footwall Drivage 

144. Ftoui the Court witnesses examined at our instance, 
no definite conclusion can be arrived at as to why the Foot- 
wall drivage had been stopped half-way in its sanctioned 
length. But, a strong suspicion must arise that it was due 
to excessive make a water in the Footwall gallery, either by 
seepage or by water spurting through the long bore-holes. It 
is not possible to believe, that, even when this gallery had 
gone under the water-filled extension of Incline No, 4 of (he 
old workings, leaving a parting between the two galleries of 
only 5 to 6 feet, there had been no increase in the make 
oE water in the Foodwall gallery. 

Immediate Cause of the Accident 

145. Although clearcut and definite reasons have 
betn made available to us for stopping the 
Footwall drivage in November 1975, one matter is quite 
clear, that the Ventilirdion Connection was opened, 
thereafter at a location which was not in accordance with 
the permission granted under Regulation 127. There is no 
doubt that the accident in question had occurred only because 
the Ventilation Connection had been opened at a distance

of only about 90 to 100 feet from the East Chimney Ap- 
proach, instead of 200 feet, at which it was sanctioned and 
it this gallery was an unjustified one, the liability for the 
uccident must be on the persons who had decided this matter. 
If there could not have been any objection, under the law, 
for opening this Ventilation Connection, as is the case put 
forward on behalf of the Management, the persons responsible 
for opening the gallery may not be liable for the accident, 
provided, of course, that the extension of No. 4 Incline 
below 40 feet inclined length of ‘K’ level was not known 
to them. If, however, the Ventilation Connection had been 
opened contrary to the Regulations, these persons will be 
liable, even if the extent of Incline No. 4 below ‘K’ level 
was no known to them. 

Immediate Cause of Puncture 

146, In the Supplementary Written Statement filed by Party 
No. 1 (Management), an attempt has been made to indicate 
how a connection between the Ventilation Connection tof 
new workings) and the extended Incline No. 4 (of old 
waterlogged workings) must have taken place on the fatelul 
day. In paragraph 3 it has been stated thus. 

“A hidden sill, well above the roof of the Ventilation 
Connection gallery, has been found to exist and this 
created a weak plane along the puncture point. The 
point from where the coal had slided, the inclina- 
tion of the floor of the opening has changed indicat- 
ing thereby existence of certain weak material in 
between the layers and showing the draw at the 
time of the sliding. At this point both the sides 
have been broken in a jig-jag manner indicating 
breakage by shearing. Parting between the face that 
was exposed after the blasting and the offending 
gallery is found to be about 5.5 metres. Existence 
of geological disturbance, the slicken sides, the 
foreign material above the roof and weak joint along 
the floor jointly, severally and concurrently acted 
together to cause a breakage of 5.5 metres thickness 
ot coal at a pressurd of 118 metres head 
of water against the blind end. This portion has 
slided down in tho form of blocks some of which 
are still visible at the foot of the sloped gallery. 
An examination at the spot would indicate the pecu- 
liarity, the various structures and the manner in 
which coal has broken and slided. Tho structure of 
the seam at that particular place exposed in confor- 
mity In the bedding of the coal scam, which 

is a plane of weakness due to weak joints.” 

No doubt the Ventilation connection had gone through a 
dyke, in its progress northwards ; and there is also no doubt 
that a sill was found along the plane of extended Incline 
No. 4, but it is difficult to conclude that on 27-12-1975, 
the parting between the base of extended Incline No, 4 and 
the roof of the Ventilation Connection had slided down 
without the action of any human agency. 

On the existence and the thickness of the dyke which 
had been crossed by the Ventilation Connection, and the 
sill running along the place of extended Incline No, 4, one 
of the models prepared by the Indian School of Mines, 
Dhunbad, provides a good and clear representation, as will 
be noted from a photograph of the same. This model and 
a second one, both prepared by the School, were of valuable 
assistance to the Court and the parties throughout the in- 
quiry, as they clarified the three-dimensional aspects of some- 
what complicated sets of workings and drivages. According 
to the note of Inspection of Assessor, Shri G. S. Marwaha, 
dated 30-1-1976, the dyke was about 80-100 cm thick and 
the sill was about 15-20 cm thick. In this note, Shri Marwaha 
had mentioned that at the face of the Ventilation cross-cut, 
several shot-hole sockets could be seen. He had in fact 
pointed them out to me during my inspection as well. There- 
fore, it would be legitimate to Infer that some blasting had 
been done at the face of the Ventilation Connection just 
before the accident had occurred and that it was this blasting 
that had caused the intervening block of coal to burst out 
under the pressure of about 400 feet? bead of water, making 
a connection between the extended Incline No. 4 of old 
workings and the Ventilation Collection gallery. 

Ventilation Connection Drivage — Whether New Location 
jiRtthed 

147. I now propose to deal with the issue os to 
whether Regulation 127 stood in the way of opening the 
Ventilation Connection where it was opened, without taking 
the Chief Inspector’s permission in writing. I take up the 
matter in the sequence in which the witnesses examined on 
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behalf of the Management have deposed about it, and then 
I will consider the evidence given by Shri Ohri, who was 
examined on behalf of the Coal Mines Officers Association of 
India (Party No. 14). 

148. The first witness examined on behalf of the Manage- 
ment, Shri Dipak Sarkar, was asked why this Ventilation 
Connection was not started in accordance with the original 
plan and his answer was that : 

“We would have done it according to its original per- 
mitted drivage but because of the difficulties experienc- 
ed in driving the Footwall, this Ventilation Con- 
nection was done and it Is also within the permitted 
area of the Plan and the size of pillars conforms 
with the Regulation 

This statement of Shri Dipak Sarkar had to be clarified and 
so a Court question had followed thus ■. 

"In your cross-examination, you have used the expression 
“permitted area”. What do you mean by this ex- 
pression ?” 

The answer was that as the Management had obtained per- 
mission for driving the Footwall gallery for ventilation Con- 
nection to the extent of 200 feet, as shown in Plan (Ext. D/1), 
the now Ventilation Connection could have been driven any- 
where within this distance of 200 feet. 

149. Shri Ramanuj Bhaltncharya, the Manager who was 
examined subsequently, has also given a similar justification 
for opening the new Ventilation Connection, when it was put 
to him that the Ventilation Connection was made in deviation 
of the permission granted in 1975. Shri Bhallacharya’s answer 
was that since permission had already been taken for a 
drivago, the Management was working in the permitted area. 

150. Shri S. K. Bancrjee, the Agent, was examined after 
the Manager. In connection with the Plan submitted in 1975, 
he had used the expression "Sanctioned area of No. 1 Horizon 
East side workings under waterlogged area within 60 metres”, 
and he was asked to explain this expression. His answer was 
that he meant the drivage of 200 feel X 90 feet. 

151. Shri Anand Prasad, Ihc Safety Officer, was examined 
immediately following Shri S. K. Banerjce and he deposed 
that the Ventilation Connection, A'itlx which we are dealing, 
came within the purview of the permission granted in 1975. 
In substance, according to these four witnesses examined on 
behalf of the Management, the Ventilation Connection which 
was opened at a distance of 90 to 100 feet from the East 
Chimney approach, fell within the scope of the permission 
granted in 1975. i am of the view that this conclusion is 
unacceptable. The permission given on 29-9-1975 had speci- 
fically referred to Plan No. 75/4, dated 3-6-1975 and no other 
gallery, not shown in the Plan can be said to be falling within 
the scope of the permission granted. 

152. The justification given by Shri I. N. Ohri is some- 
what different and will bear repetition. According to him 
(he new Ventilation Connection could have been made in 
spite of the provisions of the Regulation 127(3), because it 
was being driven at the same level as the Footwall and 
Hangwall galleries, and was not in anyway approaching the 
old water-logged workings. I have dealt with this part of 
Shri Ohri’s statement in connection with the interpretation 
of Regulation 127 and it is not ncccssnry to add anything 
more here, except to say that the justification given by Shn 
Ohri, for making the Ventilation Connection, without referring 
the matter to the Chief Inspector, does not appear to me 
to be valid. My conclusion is that the entire evidence given 
before us, in connection with the opening of the Ventilation 
Connection is to support an unjustified action- 

153. The Management’s stand also is that Shri S. C. Batra, 
Deputy Director of Mines Safety, had come to know during 
his inspection on 15-12-1975. that the Ventilation Connection 
had not been opened strictly according to the Plan (Ext. D/1) 
and that he had not objected. This has been denied by 
Shri Batra. According to him, the Plan (Ext. D/1) had not 
been shown to him on that day, and I have no reason to 
disbelieve him. It appears to me that, for some reason, 
which matter has been discussed in considerable detail 
earlier, the I'oolwall drivage could not be proceeded with 
after it had been driven for a length of about 90 feet from 
the east Chimney Approach and the Ventilation Connection was 
opened at an unauthorised place to join the Hangwall drivage 
and the Footwall gallery. 
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Liability of the officials at Chasnalla for opening the 
Ventilation Connection 

154. As there is not the slightest doubt that the 
Ventilation Connection had been unjustifledly opened, 
without obtaining necessary permission in writing of the Chief 
inspector, the liability of the officials of the Company will 
have lo be determined. The relevant portion of the organisa- 
tional chart has been given earlier from Ext CC. There is 
no material on record to indicate that, for opening the Foot- 
wall drivage and the Ventilation Connection, any reference 
had been made to and/or permission taken from the General 
Manager (Materials), posted at Burnpur. According to Shri 
Ohri’s evidence before us, after Shri B. L. Vcrma, the Chief 
Mining Engineer posted at Burnpur, had vacated his office 
with effect from 1-1-1974, AVM Shri A. C. Lai had been 
appointed General Manager (Materials) and had become the 
Administrative head of (he Collieries establishment. However, so 
far as (he technical duties of Mining Adviser were concerned, 
the work was distributed amongst the officials at Chasnalla. 
Therefore, the liability for opening the Ventilation Connection 
must fall only on these officials. 


155. The whole scheme for the Footwail drivage had been 
formulated at Chasnalla and the change from the original 
sanctioned scheme was decided there and executed until the 
accident occurred on 27-12-1975. The liability must, therefore, 
fall on the shoulders of all or such of the officials at Chasnall.a, 
who were concerned with the formulation and execution of 
the altered scheme which led to the accident. As indicated 
above, the persons concerned with these matters were : 
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158. The power of superintendence and control of the Chief 
Executive (Collieries) under the organisational set-up is to 
bo found in a set of documents brought before us as Ext. 15 
series. The first document to be noted in this context is n 
set of instructions to the officials, given by Shri Ohri as 
Chief Executive (Collieries), dated 24-4-1974 (Ext. 15/9). In 
Chasnalla this instruction was sent to Shri R. B. Chattoraj 
Planning Officer (Engineering), Shri K. E. Euthra the then 
Agent Chasnalla Colliery and Shri Dipak Sarkar Planning 
Officer (Mining) and Group Safety Officer at Chasnalla. [At 
that time Shri S, K. Banerjce was not concerned with Chas- 
nalla Colliery. He was Agent, Tcctpur Colliery. Fie was 
transferred to Chasnalla Colliery as Senior Manager in July, 
1974 and was later on nominated Agent], The control that 
the Chief Executive (Collieries) exercised over these posts is 
to he found in Ext 15/9 as follows : 

In the case of the Agent, Chasnalla Collieries the instruc- 
tion stated as below ; — 

“if in any matter within the scope of your responsibilities 
as defined in these instructions, you are unable to 
secure, that steps arc taken which you consider es- 
sential to the proper discharge of your responsibilities, 
it is your duty to bring the matter to the notice of 
the Chief Executive (Collieries) and thereafter to act 
in the matter in accordance with his instructions." 

In respect of the Group Safety Officer the instructions 
stated as below : — 


(1) Shri I. N. Ohri, Chief Executive (Collieries). 

(2) Shri S. K. Banerjee, Area Manager Chasnalla Col- 
lieries (appointed Agent under Mines Act). 

(3) Shri Dipak Sarkar, at that time Group Safety Officer 

and Planning Officer (Mining), as well as Agent (Plan- 
ning) under the Mines Act, and 


‘that as far as the responsibility of the Safety Officer 
is concerned under the Mines Act and Coal Mines 
Regulations, you will be equally responsible for any 
violations in this respect. You will, therefore, make 
routine inspections and report of any dangerous un- 
safe practice followed in any of the collieries, to 
the Manager of that colliery and also to the Agent 
and the Chief Executive (Collieries)". 


(4) Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya, Manager Chasnalla Col- 
lieries. 

and their respective labilities must be dealt with now. 

156. The posts of Chief Executive (Collieries), Group 
Safety Officer and Planning Officer (Mining) are not statutory 
posts under the Mines Act ; the duties and responsibilities of 
the officials holding these posts have therefore to be ascer- 
tained from the materials produced before us. 

Chief Executive (Collieries) : According to the organisational 
chart (Ext CC), there were 17 departmental heads reporting 
to Shri Ohri, the Chief Executive (Collieries). Shri Ohri has 
stated before us that his duties and responsibilities had mainly 
related to (1) giving policy decisions, (2) giving technical ad- 
vise, (3) giving guidance on administrative personnel and other 
connected matters, and (4) dealing with the Unions so far as 
their Central organisations were concerned or when disputes 
were raised by their Central Office. 

In the “General information and history of the Colliery" 
supplied to us on behalf of the Management (Party No. 1), 
the following has been stated In respect of ihc Chief Exe- 
cutive (Collieries) : 

“The Mines Department consists of the Ore Mines and 
the Collieries. Each of these is under a Chief Exe- 
cutive. The Chief Executive (Collieries) located at 
Chasnalla is responsible to higher management 
through the General Manager (Materials) for Ihe 
success and well being of Ihe Company’s colliery 
operations in Bihar and West Bengal and ensuring 
that coa) is raised and washed in adequate quantities 
and at optimum cost for being made available to 
the Steel Plant at Bumpur”. 

The matter is also to he found in (he Company Instruction, 
dated 21st May, 1973, which has been brought on the record 

as Ext BB. 

157. Shri I, N. Ohri has stated before us that Ihe post of 
Chief, Executive (Collieries) was created on 21-5-1973 by the 
Company, and he was holding this post, alongwilh some 
other statutory responsibilities, till 20-8-1974. Wilh effet 
from 21-8-1974, Shri Ohri was holding the post of Chief 
Executive (Collieries) only, which did not have any specific 
status under the Mines Act or under any connected legislation, 
such as Ropeways Act and Factories Act. 


It also stated that : — 

"You will, by your visit to underground workings and 
also to surfaco installations shall ensure that various 
safety provisions laid down under the Minc9 Act 
and Coal Mines Regulations and other mining sta- 
tutes and permissions granted by the Mines Depart- 
ment are strictly complied with. For any contra- 
vention in this respect yon should bring ihe same 
to the notice of the Colliery Manager and the Agent 
immediately and shall assist them as directed to you 
in getting the contraventions removed. You should 
bring all major contraventions to the notice of the 
Chief Executive (Collieries) also”. 

In respect of Ihe Planning Officer (Mining), the instructions 
said as below : — 

"If in any matter within the scope of your responsibilities 
as defined in these instructions you arc unable to 
secure that steps are taken which you consider es- 
sential to the proper discharge of your responsibilities, 
it is your duty to bring the matter to the notice 
of the Chief Executive /Collieries) and thereafter 
to act in the matter in accordance with his instruc- 
tions". 

159. It is thus clear that, according to these instructions 
which had come in force on 1-12-1973, the Chief Executive 
(Collieries) had extensivo authority over the Agent Chasnalla 
Col fiery, the Group Safety Officer and the Planning Offlcer 
(Mining). Obviously, based on these instructions, the 17 
departmental heads used to report to the Chief Executive 
(Collieries) as stated by Shri Ohri. So far as the position 
of the Manager, Chasnalla Deep Mine was concerned, a 
specific question was put to Shri Ohri by the Court asking 
him whether he was superior to the Manager of the Deep 
Mine or not, and his answer was that the immediate superior 
officer of the Manager of Chasnalla Colliery was the Area 
Manager/Agent under the Mines Act, and that he was supe- 
rior to the latter. Also, in the instructions issued to the Agent 
Chasnalla Colliery, it was said that the appointment to the 
post of the Manager was to be done bv the Chief Executive 
(Collieries). Another set of instructions dated MO-1975 
bearing the signature of Shri J. N, Ohri as the Chief Execu- 
tive (Collieries) has been brought on record as Ext 15/10. 
By this set of instructions, sent to the D.G.M.S, with a 
letter dated 1-10-1975 it was stated that two new posts of 
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Group Erection and Maintenance Engineers had been created 
and the post of Planning Officer (Engineering) was being 
abolished. The instructions were to be effective from the 
same date. In the cross-examination on behalf of Party No. I 
(Management), Shri Ohri was asked about the instructions 
incorporated in Ext 15/9 and 15/10, and an enquiry was 
made from him as to whether theso instructions were i sued 
on the initiative of the Management only or on the direc- 
tion and with prior approval of D.G.M.S. According to Shri 
Ohri, in 1973, the then Director General of Mines Safety 
had wanted that the duties and responsibilities of all senior 
staff may be defined and on that Shri Ohri had prepared a 
chart of the instructions for approval of the D.G.M.S. and, 
thereafter, these instructions had been approved in the direc- 
torate in April, 1974. According to Shri Ohri, the Custodian 
of the Indian Iron and Steel Company Limited had also 
approved of Shri Ohri’s instructions with certain minor 
changes. Thus, it is clear that these sets of instructions had 
emanated from Shri Ohri as Chief Executive (Collieries). 

160. In view of overall authority of Shri Ohri, indicated 
above, there cannot he any doubt that Shri Ohri has tried 
to minimise the part played by him in 1975, in connection 
with the opening of the Footwall drivage and the Ventilation 
Connection. The part played by Shri Ohri is given below, as 
stated by Sarvashri S. K. Banerjee and Ramanuj Bhatta- 
charya. 

161. Shri Ramanuj Bhattachurya has stated that the de- 
cision for making the Foolwal! drivage was arrived at some- 
time in May 1975, in the office of the Chief Executive (Collie- 
ries) Mr. Ohri, where Shri D. Sarkar (Planning Officer) and 
S. K. Banerjee Agent, were present along with Shri Bhatta- 
charya and one or two Assistant Managers. According to 
Shri Ramanuj Hhattncharya, when difficulties in making 
further progress in the Footwall' drivage were encountered, 
he had sought technical advice from Shri Dipak Sarkar and 
Shri S. K. Banerjee. This was followed by discussions with 
Shri Ohri and Shri Dipak Sarkar, and it was decided to 
connect the Footwall gallery with the Hangwall gallery by 
a cross-connection for Ventilation. Shri Bhattacharya has 
stated, further that he had informed Shri S. K. Banerjee 
about, the decision taken in the above discussion and, after 
obtaining his approval for making the Ventilation Connec- 
tion, instructions were given to the Assistant Manager and 
the Safety Officer for undertaking the drivage. 

162. Shri S. K. Banerjee, examined after Shri Bhatta- 
charya, has given a slightly different version, in respect of 
the Ventilation Connection but what he has stated about 
the proposal for the Footwall drivage, is more or less the 
same. According to him also, it was decided in May 1975 
in a review meeting of Shri Ohri, Shri Sarkar and Shri 
Bhattacharya and Shri Banerjee himself, that a Footwall 
drivage should be opened to remove the blind ends of 
Horizon No. 1, and the Chief Executive (Collieries) had 
advised that an application should be made for this purpose. 
Regarding the Ventilation Connection, Shri S. K. Banerjee 
was asked in cross-examination as to when it came to his 
notice that the Ventilation Connection had been started, at 
about 90 feet from the Chimney Connection, and his answer 
was that he had come to know of the starting of the Venti- 
lation Connection (started at a distance of 90 or 100 feet 
from the Chimney connection) from Shri Bhattacharya, bet- 
ween 9th and 12th November 1975. There can not be, 
however, any doubt, that Shri S. K. Banerjee had also con- 
curred in the opening of the Ventilation Connection with 
which we arc concerned. 

163. With respect to the planning of the Footwall drivage, 
Shri Ohri has also given, more or less, the same picture in 
his evidence, by saying that the matter had been discussed 
in detail in May 1975 between himself, Shri Dipak Sarkar, 
Shri S. K. Banerjee and Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya. About 
the opening of (he Ventilation Connection, however, Shri 
Ohri has tried to minimise his responsibility, by giving his 
own version of it. He has agreed only to the extent, that 
it was reported to him that there were certain difficulties 
in the progress of the Footwall drivage and, lo solve the 
difficulties, it was decided to make a connection with the 
Hangwall gallery. It also appears that at the stage of his 
cross-examination by Party No. 2, Shri Ohri gave an amended 
version when he was asked about the decision taken for 
opening the Ventilation Connection. His actual words are 
quoted below : 
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“This was initially reported to me by the Agent (Plan- 
ning), Shri Hipak Sarkar and the Manager, Shri 
Ramanuj Bhattacharya and subsequently a decision 
was taken between the Manager, Shri S. K. Banerjee 
and Shri Dipak Sarkar, Planning Officer to open a 
ventilation connection at 100 feet from the Hang- 
wall and when it was referred to me, I concurred 
with the suggestion subject to the compliance of 
Regulation 99 while forming the pillars in the area 
which was already approved for development." 

1 64. While Shri Ohri was being cross-examined on behalf 
of Parly No. 8, he realised that he must minimise his res- 
ponsibility, even for the Footwall drivage, and he said that 
after the joint decision taken in May 1975, it was deci rid 
that the Agent will make an application to the D.G.M.S. 
for approval for the Footwall drivage and the original Ven- 
tilation Connection, for removing the dead-end of the Hang- 
wall gallery, and that the Agent had done so. According to 
Shri Ohri, moreover, there was no occasion for him to see 
Ihe application for the FootwaH drivage or the Plan annexed 
to the same, as the issue was of simple nature. He has also 
stated that after the permission had been granted on 
29-9-1975, he had no opportunity to see the permission letter, 
and that he had come across these documents only on 
29-12-1975 when he was called to Delhi by the Steel and 
Mines Ministry with all the relevant documents. It is not 
at all possible to accept these subsequent versions given by 
Shri Ohri, To test this matter one statement of Shri S. K. 
Banerjee may be referred to. He was asked as to whether 
he had any discussion with the officers, either senior or 
junior, alter the 1975 permission had been obtained. His 
answer may be quoted 

“In a colliery like Chasnalla every square inch of deve- 
lopment is done with the joint discussion in which 
all the senior officers from the rank of Manager 
up to the rank of CME onwards participate, In 
the meeting we discuss every thing in detail before 
sending any application to D.G.M.S. and after we 
receive the permission in the review meeting we 
discuss about the permission letter also.” 

165. It is impossible to believe that though a discussion 
had taken place after permission was obtained for the Foot- 
wall drivage. Shri Omi had not aeqainted himself with 
the application, plan and permission of 1975. Shri Ohri’s 
stand that S/Shri Dipak Sarkar, S. K. Banerjee and Ramanuj 
Bhattacharya had decided to open this Ventilation Connection 
and that he had merely concurred in the suggestion when 
the matter had been referred to him, is also an unacceptable 
stand. I am of the view that without Shri Ohri’s prior con- 
currence and approval, this Ventilation Connection couM 
not have been opened and the main responsibility for it must 
lie on him. 

166. We may also indicate here that from the part taken 
by Shri J, N. Ohri at Chasnalla in the year 1975, he falls 
within the definition of “Agent” within the meaning of sec- 
tion 2(1) (c) of the Mines Act. Shri Ohri has mentioned 
in his evidence some of the specific actions taken by him, 
even after he had ceased to be the “nominated” owner with 
effect from 1-1-1974. For instance, Shri Ohri has stated that 
he had appointed Shri Dipak Sarkar in April 1975 as Agent, 
as this power was delegated to him by the higher authorities. 
Shri Ohri has also stated that even after Shri Hiten Bhaya 
had been nominated as owner, Shri Ohri had continued to 
perform some of the functions of the owner. Hence there is 
no escape from the conclusion that Shri Ohri came within 
the provision of the definition of “Agent" as defined by the 
Mines Act. 

Was there any contravention of Regulation 99 

167. Somthing must be said here with respect to the shelter 
taken behind Regulation 99 of Coal Mines Regulations, 1957. I 
am confident, that when opening the Ventilation Connection, 
with which we are concerned, was decided. Regulation 99 had 
never been in contemplation. It is clear beyond doubt, that 
the starting point of the Ventilation Connection from the 
Hangwall gallery side was selected mainly wilh reference to 
convenience for proceeding north, to join with the dead- 
end of the Footwall drivage. If the Footwall drivage had 
stopped a few metres towards the west of the east, the Venti- 
lation Connection would have been started at the correspond- 
ing place of the Hangwall gallery, to the west or the east 
of the present Ventilation Connection. The calculation made 
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by Shri Ramanuj Bhaltacharya basicd on the average width 
of the galleries, in order to take advantage of the 4lh set 
of figures in Regulation 99(4), cannot be accepted. It is not 
clear as to how Shri Bhattacharya had brought in the con- 
cept of “average width of gallery’’. The figures mentioned 
in Regulation 99(4) are based on the maximum width of 
the galleries, and this Regulation makes no reference to 
average width. Therefore, even if Regulation 99 of the Coal 
Mines Regulations applies in the instant case, the size of 
the pillar left between the East Chimney Approach and the 
Ventilation Connection was smaller than the size required 
under Regulation 99. Shri Ohri’s statement that, while tak- 
ing the decision to open the Ventilation Connection, 
Regulation 99 was kept in view, is not supported by any 
record produced before us and I am of the view that this 
reference to Regulation 99 made in this inquiry was 
merely an after thought, for finding some justification for 
the situation of the Ventilation Connection made in devia- 
tion of the sanctioned plan. 

Agent and Planning Officer (Mining) 

168. So far as the Agent and the Planning Officer 
(Mining), were concerned the instructions issued to 
them had enjoined that they were to see that 
the provisions of the Mines Act and the Regulations 
passed thereunder were followed and so, next to 
Shri J. N. Ohri, the responsibility for opening the Ventila- 
tion Connection must fall on Shri S. K. Banerjee the 
then Area Manager and Agent of Chasnalla Colliery. There 
is no reason to doubt Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya's state- 
ment that after the progress of the Footwall drivage had 
stopped (for whatever reason it may have been), he had 
sought for technical advice from Shri S. K, Banerjee and 
Shri Dipak Sarkar, and after a discussion of the problem 
between Shri Bhattacharya, Shri Ohri and Shri Dipak Sarkar 
it was decided to open the Ventilation Connection. That Shri 
S, K. Banerjee and Shri Dipak Sarkar had also played apart 
in the decision to open the Ventilation Connection is also 
available from the evidence of Shri J- N. Ohri. I have 
not accepted Shri S. K. Banerjcc’s view that the Ventila- 
tion Connection could be legitimately opened at this 
particular place, being within the length of 200 feet of the 
Footwall drivage sanctioned by the Mines Safety Depart- 
ment. Therefore, Shri Banerjee was also responsible for 
opening this unauthorised gallery. 

169. For this very reason, the next person who must be 
held responsible for the opening of the Ventilation Con- 
nection, is Shri Dipak Sarkar. I have not also accented 
his view point that the Ventilation Connection had been 
opened within a permitted area of the sanctioned plan. 
Therefore, the Planning Officer (Mining) cannot escape his 
responsibility for this unauthorised Ventilation Connec- 
tion. 

Liability of the Manager 

170. The next person whose liability has to he 
considered is Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya, the then 
Manager of the Chasnalla Deep Mine. In my view, 
his liability for the opening of the unauthorised 
Ventilation Connection has also been established, The part 
played by him in May 1975, when the decision for making 
the Footwall gallery was arrived at, has been mentioned 
earlier in detail. I have also mentioned how and by whom 
the Ventilation Connection, with which we arc concerned, 
was approved. There is not one word on the record to 
indicate, that Shri Bhattacharya had, at any stage, com- 
plained or even considered that the Ventilation Connec- 
tion was not in accordance with the Plan, Ext. D/1, which 
had been submitted under his own Signature. On the con- 
trary, Shri Bhattacharya has stated before us that this 
Ventilaion Connection had been made "in the permitted 
area", a view point which I have not accepted. 

171. As a matter of fact, there ape several points against 
Shri Bhattacharya. One of the main points is that the 
Plan, Ex. D/1, filed for seeking permission for the Foot- 
wal drivage was not at all a correct or suffleinet plan. 
According to Shri S. K. Banerjee, he had asked the Manager 
to go through all the past correspondence and prepare a 
plan for the Footwall drivage ; and it is clear that cither 
Shri Bhattacharya had not scrutinised the letters and plans 
regarding the Hangwall drivage or he had deliberately 
submitted an inadequate plan ip 1975. The pFnn. Ext. D/I. 
was more or less, of the nature of the first plan filed in 
1971 viz.. Ext. D/7, and the latter was not considered to be 
an adequate plan for the Hangwall drivage proposed in 1971, 

In the plan Ext, D/1 the Section on A-A was taken at a wrong 
place, for showing the Footwall drivage. This section should 


have shown Incline No. 4 also, if it could show the proposed 
Eooiwall drivage and the extension of the Chimney Approach 
in stone going to the north. In view of the letters and plans 
writen and filed in 1971, it is not at all understandable how a 
picture of Incline No. 4 was omitted altogether in the section 
drawn on Ext. D/1. In fact Ext, D/1 gave a lot of data which 
was not necessary for the purpose for which it was filed, 
and did not show the data that was necessary to have been 
shown. For instance, the roof and the floor of the combined 
scams No. 13 and 14 were not indicated in relation to the 
portion of the Hangwall drivage which had been made till 
1973 and the proposed Footwall drivage. 

172. The next point which goes against Shri Bhattacharya 
is this. From the record it appears that the Footwai'l drivage 
had been actually commenced much before the permission lor 
it had been granted on 29-9-1975. This aspect of the matter 
was elaborately put to Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya, when the 
Raising Reports (Exts. H and H/l) were shown to him. He 
was asked whether the Footwall drivage in the 1st Horizon 
was being driven, at least as early as the 8th of July, 1975 
or not, and his answer was that the Raising Report of that 
time might relate to the West side working of that Horizon. 
But when his attention was drawn to the specific wordings 
against the date 8-7-1975 in Ext. H where the expression 
“EFW” was recorded, the answer was only that the adjacent 
area near the Footwall in the East District may have been 
referred to ini that entry. This explanation is not very satis- 
factory, as in July 1975, the Footwall drivage was supposed 
to have been in contemplation only and no area adjacent 
to a future Footwall drivage could have been referred to in 
a Raising Report entry of that period. The actual entry 
against the 3rd shift of 8-7-1975 reads as “Material carrying 
and lifting East Footwall D 8 mucking and supporting”, and 
it could not have referred to any other place than the East 
Footwall drivage itself. Question with respect to the entry 
dated 8-7-1975 were put more elaborately later on and all 
that Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya could explain further, was 
that the entry may have referred to some operation such as 
roof-support work near the entrance to the Footwall. Even 
this explanation is not satisfactory with respect to an entry 
of July, 1975, as the permission for the Footwall drivage 
was given at the end of September 1975 and it should not 
have been started earlier, Many other entries from Ext. H 
were shown to Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya to elicit from 
him as to how the Raising Reports could refer to work in 
East Footwall in July and August 1975. According to Shri 
Ramanuj Bhattacharya, these entries may have wrongly 
referred to East Footwall, and at that time work was going 
on in the west side. This explanation of the then Manager 
is not satisfactory. For instance, he was specifically referred 
to an entry dated 15th July 1975, in Ext. H, where against 
the 2nd shift of the East Footwall the following words were 
recorded. 

"Supporting, drilling & Blasting mucking 7 M.C, from 
loaders". 

This entry did show some work in East Footwall being done 
in July 1975. Entries against East Footwall, on 16-7-75, also 
showed some work having been done on that date, including 
drilling and blasting. With regard to an entry dated 11-8-1975, 
in Ext. H, for East Footwall, a specific question was put 
for an explanation of the Bore hole of a length of 34 ft. in 
East Footwall; and Shri Bhattacharya’s answer was that it 
might have been in the East Chimney Approach adjacent 
to the contemplated Footwall drivage. This explanation is 
not satisfactory. In the entry dated 7-7-1975, in Ext. H, for 
East Footwall, there is some reference to work done in the 
first shift and, in a diary of Shri V. M. Bhatnagar, Assistant 
Manager (who died in the accident), the entry against dated 
7-7-1975 reads as follows 

“1st Horizon-inspected all the faces of T_.CE panel. West 
and East Footwall and found them safe. Ventilation 
was satisfactory. Stowing being don* in 3rd shift 
LCE”. 

The diary was exhibited as Ext. C/5, and Shri Bhattacharya 
was asked to explain how Shri Bhalnagar could have referred 
to East Footwall in July 1975 — more than 24 months before 
the permission for this drivage was issued. The substance of 
Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya's evidence on this point is that 
all entries of 7-7-1975 may have referred to some work 
dono in East Chimney Approach near the East Footwall. 
This explanation is not clear, if we take into consideration 
the fact that the East Footwall drivage should not have been 
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been in existence before 29-9-1975 and no 
work made in East Chimney Approach coul'd have 
made a reference to a Footwall diivagc. 

173. It appears to me that Shri Bhattacharya made a futile 
attempt to show that no work had started in connection 
with the East Footwall drivago before permission for it 
had been granted on 29-9-197J. 

174. As a matter of digression I may mention here an- 
other point wbch arose n Shri Bhattacharya's cross-examina- 
tion. It was put to him that he had made some state- 
ment to the Police on the night of the accident and soon 
after it. To this suggestion Shri Bhattacharya did not agree; 
his stand was that ho did not remember any such matter. 
In order to contradict Shri Bhattacharya, the Mines Safety 
Department had to examine Shri C. P. Singh, who was a 
junior Sub-Tnspector of Police attached to the Jorapokhar 
Police Station, at the time of the accident. A report had 
been made to the Police Station about the accident under 
inquiry, at about 3 P.M. on 27-12-1975, and Shri Singh bad 
gone to Chasnalla. A case was reported to him at 4 P.M. 
by one Logendra Singh and investigation of the case u/s 
336 of the Indian Penal Code was taken up by Shri Singh. 
According to Shri Singh, he had recorded a statement of 
Shri Ramanuj Bhattacharya at about 1.30 a.m. in the early 
morning of 28-12-1975, The significance of this aspect of 
the case is that Shri Bhattacharya has deposed before us 
that on 27-12-1975 he had not gone to Horizon No. 1 and 
had gone only to Horizon No. 2 on that day, whereas in 
the Police Statement (Ext, O) it is mentioned that Shri 
Bhattacharya had told the Police that he had gone to Hori- 
zon Nos. 1 and 2 on the day of the accident. I am clearly 
of the view that Shri Bhattacharya must have gono to the 
first Horizon on 27-12-1975 and his contrary stand taken 
before us must meet with disapproval. However, this matter 
is not directly connected with the question of Shri Bhatta- 
charya’s liability under consideration, but the reasons given 
earlier, I must conclude that Shri Ramanuj Bhattacjiarya, the 
then Manager of the Deep Mine, was also liable for the 
opening of the unscheduled Ventilation Connection in which 
the accident under inquiry occurred. 

175. Plans which were part of Document of Title. Not 
produced.— Another matter that needs to bo dealt with is, 
that inspite of best efforts somo plans required by the learn- 
ed Counsel for the Mines Safety Department from the 
Management, were not made available. It was stated before 
us that when the Chasnalla Mine (with other properties! was 
transferred to IISCO in 1938, a set of six plans had been 
made part of the document of transfer. These plans were 
required in this inquiry, to find out the state of underground 
working at the time of the transfer. This matter was argued 
in Court by learned Counsel and the Management was asked 
by us to produce these plans which were part of the docu- 
ment of Title of ITSCO, but the documents were not avail- 
able. It was said that, in spite of a search for the docu- 
ments, they could not be found. We considered it to be 
a strange state of affairs, if a part of a document of title 
itself was missing and could not be made available In this 
inquiry. We expect that the higher authorities would inves- 
tigate this matter- 

176. Was there prior knowledge about the long dipward 
extension of No, 4 Incline.- -As this unauthorised Venti- 
lation Connection got connected with the extension of Incline 
No. 4, a point has been mooted before us, on behalf of 
the Mines Safety Department, that the officials of the IISCO, 
specially Shri J. N. Ohri and Shri Dipnk Sarkar, had been 
aware of the fact that Incline No. 4 had come down the 
seam, much more than (be 40 feet (inclined distance) indi- 
cated by plan Ext. D/4. In an attempt to bring this point 
home, an ex-Surveyor of Chasnalla Colliery, Shu S. Sarkar, 
was examined on commission, on behalf of the Mines Safety 
Department. It had been mentioned to the Court of Inquiry 
at that stage that. Shri S. Sarkar, ex-Survcyor, was too old 
and too ill to leave his house (in Asansol) and to come to 
Court for being examined as witness. This examination on 
commission was open to every one who wished to attend, 
and, as a matter of fact, many of the parties took part in 
it and in the subsequent cross-examination, The substance 
of what Shri Sarkar had stated was that, to his knowledge 
Incline No. 4 had gone below ’K’ level to the extent of about 
85 feet and that, four or five years before 1976, he had been 
Called to Burnpur by the then Superintendent, Shri B. L 
Vcrma (Shri B. L. Verma became the C.M.E. later on) and 
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in the talks that Shri Sarkar had with Shri Verma at that time, 

Shri Sarkar had informed Shri Verma that Incline No. 4 had 
extended below ‘K’ level for more than 80 feet. According 
to Shri S. Sarkar, ex-Surveyor, Shri J. N. Ohri and Shrt 
Dipak Sarkar were also present at the time of the conversa- 
tion. This assertion was categorically denied by Shri Ohri, 
in Court, when he stated that, after Shri S. Sarkar b retire- 
ment, Shri Ohri had ncvei met the ex-Surveyor in Shri B. 

L. Verma’s office at Burnpur. When examined as a Court 
Witness, Shri B. L. Verma was also asked about this matter 
and he also denied Shri S. Sarkar’s version about the alleged 
talk at Burnpur. In such circumstances, it will not be possible 
to rely on tne evidence given by Shri S. Sarkar, ex-Surveyor, 
about his giving any information to the IISCO officials about 
the extension of Incline No. 4, below ‘K' level, to the ex- 
tent of about 80 to 85 feet. 

177. For this very reason it will also not be possible to 
rely on S. Sarkar’s evidence based on the Plan (Ext. 2), where 
some dotted lines in pencil appear below ‘K’ level. I, there- 
fore, do not propose to hold against Shri J. N. Ohri and 
Shri Dipak Sarkar that they actually knew that Incline No. 4 
had gone much more below 'K' level, than 40 feet (inclined 
distance), as is indicated by Ext. D14. 

178. In this context, I propose to reiterate a matter touch- 
ed by me earlier, namely, the suggestion made in the Pro- 
ject Report for keeping the old workings above Horizon No. 

1 de-watcred, to minimise water percolation in to the New 
Mine. In the History of the Colliery supplied by the Manage- 
ment (Party No. 1), it has been mentioned that when an 
attempt to dewater the old workings of 3/4 Inclines was 
made in 1967, the coal left in the old workings became 
susceptible to fire and so the level of water was never allow- 
ed to fall below ‘C’ level roof. It has been added that 
office of the Chief Inspector of Mines had also insisted that 
the area be kept drowned. Shri B. L. Verma stated before 
us in this connection that, after the dewatering operation 
had been given up, the D.G.M.S. had again been approach- 
ed, after a lapse of about a year, for permission to start the 
dewatering operation, but that permission was not granted. 
This matter has been denied on behalf of Party No. 8, and 
I find that there is no material on record to support the 
stand taken by Party No. 1 in this respect. At the time of 
argument, learned Counsel for Party No. 8 showed us a 
report, dated 4-10-1967, said to have been made at that 
time by Shri A. N. Sinha, then a Joint Director of Mines 
Safety, in which there was some reference to this matter. 
Our attention was also drawn to a letter, dated 23rd Decem- 
ber, 1967, said to have been written by Shri T. C. Anand, 
the then Deputy C.M.E. of IISCO to the Director of Mines 
Safety, Northern Zone, which also had dealt with the matter 
of dewatering of 3|4 Incline workings. The letter of Shri 
T. C. Anand had not been formally brought on the record, 
but the report of Shri A. N. Sinha is part of Annexure XI 
of the Statutory Report of Shri S. P. Gaguly, from this re- 
port (paragraph 6,2. Volume I) it is clear that, after the 
dewatering had been given up in 1967, the 3/4 Incline work- 
ings were kept water-logged utilising the water for town water 
supply. So it Is not possible to conclude that 3 /4 Incline 
workings were kept water logged at the instance of the 
Mines Safety Department. It must be taken that the first 
Horizon at the location below 3/4 Incline old workings 
was being worked (may be, tor the purpose of develop- 
ment of the 2nd Horizon) at the risk- of the local manage- 
ment, and the four local officials of the Colliery mentioned 
above must be saddled with the liability for the accident, 
when they departed from the plan sanctioned In 1975. 

179. It may not be out of place to mention at this stage 
that this Court had enquired from Shri B. L. Verma as to 
whether the Management of Chasnalla Colliery had main- 
tained a daily record of water percolation or leakage in 
the galleries of the first Horizon, below the water-logged 
workings of 3/4 Incline, and his answer was that, as far 
as he remembered, no record of water percolation was main- 
tained. Therefore, it is difficult to appreciate how, though 
No, 3/4 Incline workings were not dewatered, as had been 
suggested in the Project Report, no record of water perco- 
lation in East District of 1st Horizon from the water-fogged 
area was maintained. 

180. My final conclusion is that considering the situation 
of the East District of Horizon No. 1. in relation to the 
West accumulation of water in the old 3/4 Incline workings 
above, the departure made from the sanctioned plan (Ex- 
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hibit D[l) in making the Ventilation Connection where the 
accident had occurred, was in utter disregard of the safety 
of the mine and the accident in question must be considered 
to have occurred due to the carelessness of Sarvshri J. N. 
Ohri, S, K. Banerjee, Dipak Sarkar and Ramanuj Bhatta- 
charya as discussed earlier . 

181. Dewatering of the Deep Mine after the accident and 
rescue operations following it.- — After the accident an Advi- 
sory Team had been constituted to review the progress of 
recovery work and for giving guidance and assistance, con- 
sisting of the following persons ; 

1. Shri R. N. Sharma, M.P. 

2. Director-General of Mines Safety. 

3. Director, Indian School of Mines, 

4. Director, Central Mining Research Station, 

5. Vice-Chairman-cum-Managing Director, BCCL. 

6. General Manager, IISCO, Burnpur. 

7. A representative of CMPDL 

8. AVM Shri A. C. Lai, G.M. (Materials). 

Shri U. N. (ha, the then Chief Mining Engineer, BCCL 
had been placed m over-all charge of the pumping opera- 
tions. Shri S. P. Ganguli has mentioned about the dewater- 
ing of the Deep Mine from 28-12-1975 onwards in Chapter 
VI, Vol. I of his Statutory Report and, in Annexure 6A 
of Vol. JI of the same Report, a table has been given show- 
ing the progress of dewatering operations from 28-12-1975 
to 6-2-1976, It appears that Horizon No. 1 had become ap- 
proachable, after dewatering, in the early morning of 19-1-76, 
and that Horizon No, 2 was exposed in the early morning 
of 6-2-1976. It appears from Shri Ganguli’s report that 
Polish and Russian pumps had been received for pumping 
out water, and as u matter of fact, a team of Russian 
Experts had also come to assist in the installations of their 
pumps. Four Russian submersible pumps had been put 
into commission in No. 1 Pit by 13-1-1976, and a 5th 
Russian submersible pump was kept as stand-bye. It appears 
from the same report that after Horizon No. 1 had become 
available for exploration and recovery works, the work of 
dewatering Horizon No. 2 had started on 28-1-1976 with tha 
help of Russian pumps as well as indigenous ones. In view 
of what has been stated In Shri Ganguli’s Statutory Report, 
and from what 1 personally noticed during my local inspec- 
tion on 18-1-1976, the assistance given by Russian and Polish 
Engineers for pumping out water from the Deep Mine, under 
extremely adverse circumstances, should be acknowledged 
with gratitude. 

Recovery of Bodies 

182. So far as recovery of the bodies of lhe unfortu- 

nate victims was concerned, not much could be done 
in the circumstances mentioned above as no one had 
any chance to survive inside the Deep Mine. In the 
Rescue operations which had followed the dewatering on lv 
skeletons and bones could be recovered. The first team was 
sent down through Pit No. 2 inthe morning of 19-1-1976 
and live bodies (or what was left of them) could be located 
around the pit bottom on that day. One of the bodies 
could not be identified and one was identified as that of 
Kartar Singh, Tyndal, by his wife. Tt appears that the 
identification was made mostly from Cap Lamp numbers 
and, as many of the remains of the bodies did not have any 

Cap Lamp, they could not be identified. Some of the bodies 

were identified by their wearing apparel and/or by some 
materials like key, knife, etc., found on the remains of the 
body. All details have been given in Shri Ganguli's Statu- 
tory Report in Annexure XIV (Addendum to Vol. I, 

Chapter IX). In Annexure XIV, 400 items (of skeletons and 

bundles, of bones) have been mentioned, and this issue has 
been discussed in the following Annexure numbered as An- 
nexurc XV. This Annexure is an extract from the minutes of 
the meeting of a Reconciliation Committee constituted of the 
Deputy Commissioner, Dhanbad District, tho Civil Surgeon, 
Dhanbad, the Director of Mines Safety, Northern Zone, the 
Medical Officer of Chasnalla Colliery and its Assistant Person- 
nel Manager held on 19-5-1976. According to the opinion of 
the Reconciliation Committee incorporated in this Annexure, 
the number of bodies recovered up to that day was some- 
where between 374 to 380. As mentioned in the earlier 
part of this Report, it is now taken that 375 persons were 
involved in the accident of the 27th December, 1975, and 
I have no reason to disagree with this figure. 
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required from Shri I. B. Lala, Public Prosecutor, Dhanbad, 
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Mines Safety for making arrangements for holding the Court 
of Inquiry and for providing all facilities required by us 
from the Directorate of Mines Safety. I must also thank 
Shri Tapan Kumar Mazumdar, Deputy Director of Mines 
Safety, for the preparation of the Plans which are annexures 
to this Report. 

I am grateful for the continued assistance given by the 
three Assessors nominated by the Central Government, They 
were as keen as myself, to ascertain the facts and circums- 
tances connected with the accident in question, and I had 
their full cooperation during the Court proceedings and in 
the preparation of this Report. 

I also acknowledge lhe assistance given to us by Shri 
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Recovery of Expenses. . 

1 84. In view of my conclusion that the accident of the 
27th December, 1975 had occurred due to the fault and 
carelessness of Sarvashri Jitendra Nath Ohri, Samir Kumar 
Banerjee, Dipak Sarkar and Ramanuj Bhattacharya of 
Chasnalla Colliery, an order must be passed for recovery 
of expenses of this Inquiry, 

The Court of Inquiry directs that the expenses of the 
Court of Inquiry be recovered from the owner of the mine, 
namely, Indian Iron and Steel Co. Ltd. This will include the 
expenses incurred for and on behalf of (he Member, Chas- 
nalla Court of Inquiry and the three Assessors nominated 
by the Government as well as the expenses incurred by the 
Directorate-General of Mines Safety for recording the de- 
position of witnesses and for the preparation of this Report. 
The expenditure incurred on these items will be calculated 
by the Chief Inspector of Mines for consideration of the 
Court of Inquiry, as soon as possible, After the expenses 
are quantified by the Court the same must be deposited by 
the Indian Iron and Steel Co. Ltd. in the Government 
Treasury, Dhanbad, in favour of the Central Government, 
under the appropriate head, within six months of the quanti- 
fication.

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OBSERVATION BY ASSESSOR PROF. G. S. MARWAHA 

IN RESPECT OF THE ACCIDENT THAT OCCUR- 
RED AT CHASNAELA COLLIERY ON 27-12-1973. 

1. While I concur in general with the findings of the 
Court of Inquiry and its recommendations, I would like to 
take the opportunity to refer to an undesirable trend that 
becomes evident in most cases of Court of Inquiries and 
that has been pointedly referred to in this Report: the 
pronounced tendency to hide the facts and falsify the truth. 
The basic purpose of holding the inquiry is to discover facts; 
there is expected to be no prosecutor and no accused. This 
objective tends to be greHtly vitiated by the tendency of 
some parties to blame others; and this in turn results in the 
latter trying to tamper with facts or to distort them and 
to try to involve, still other parties in the liability. It needs 
to be remembered that the Court of Inquiry set up under 
the Mines Act is a fact-finding body and that it is not ex- 
pected to pronounce any sentence against any party. If this 
could be kept in mind, the odds against finding the truth 
would become very much better than they actually are. 

In the atmosphere of mutual allegations and counter-alle- 
gations, accusations and counter-accusations it was no wonder 
that the Management had somehow managed to secure highly 
confidential documents of the D.G.M.S. and presented the 
same before the Court. Nonetheless, the situation was some- 
what surprising and requires some explanation, 


2. The inquiry also brought into focus the deulorable lack 
of written records about even important decisions taken in 
discussions /review meetings in the instant case, including 
those relating to important deviations from the Project 
Report. While no Project Report can be taken to be 
sacrosanct, it would appear highly desirable for a record to 
be kept of the reasons for major deviations and of the 
persons who participated in the decision making process. 

3. An equally disturbing facet was the somewhat general 
disregard for important statutory provisions that emerged 
during the inquiry. The fact of drivages having been 
started much before permission for the same had been 
received, has been clearly brought out in the Report and also 
the fact that serious deviations were made from the terms 
of the statutory permission. In the instant case, there can 
be little doubt that there must have been significant increases 
in the make of water while the Footwall gallery was being 
driven right under No. 4 Incline extension, with only about 
5 ft, of parting, and also when the Ventilation Connection 
had crossed the Dyke. There can also be little dobut that 
these must have come first to the knowledge of the first- 
line supervisors and later on to that of the senior officers. 
That these warnings went unheeded, leading to disastrous 
results, says something about general attitudes towards safety. 
May be, the mining community lives so constantly with 
serious hazards that a sense of complacence, or even of 
fatalism, tends to creep in. But that is all tne more reason 
why safety attitudes be strongly and constantly Inculcated, 
and the defences against hazards strengthened. Eternal 
vigilance is indeed the price for safety. 

4. The most potent tool for ensuring safety is that of 
internal audit. The vital importants of such audit has been 
brought out clearly and forcefully by Slid R. C. Dutt in 
his Report of Inquiry into the .Teetpur disaster of 1973. The 
main point where internal audit scores over external inspec- 
tion is that, being nearer to the scene of action, it is better 
aware of the true state of things — whether they be physical 
or engineering conditions, or whether they may be practices 
and attitudes. What is important, however, is for this voice 
of conscience to be given serious heed and not to be stilled. 
Internal Audit can be neglected by the concerned organisa- 
tion only on its peril and it can be really effective only if 
it is a really high-level one and has some "teeth". The 
penalty for neglecting safety must be increased considerably 
if the lives of those who serve the nation through adopting 
the highly hazardous profession of mining are "to be safe- 
guarded, as indeed they must be. 

And herein comes the need to associate with internal 
audit, the party that has the most at stake, the workers them- 


selves. Participative management can not have any meaning 
in the mining industry if it does not include safety. 

5. The number of persons involved in the Chasnalla disas- 
ter has been a subject of wild conjecture in the Press and 
otherwise. The important issue of determining the exact 
number from the skeltons and bones_. collected from the 
mine after complete dewatering (including shafts), at that 
time itself had been referred to a “Reconciliation Committee” 
constituted under the Deputy Commissioner himself, with 
the Civil Surgeon as one of the members. The figures 
arrived at by this Committee closely tally with the figures 
emerging from the attendance registers and the cap-lamp 
Issue records. In fact, the number of families coming for- 
ward to claim compensation was marginally lower. I would, 
therefore, concur particularly with the Court when It men- 
tions that it had no reason to disagree with the figure of 
persons killed in the accident arrived at by the Reconcilia- 
tion Committee. 

6. In the end, I would like to refer- to the unfailing consi- 
deration and courtesy extended by the Court to not only 
the Assessors but to one and all who participated in the 
inquiry. The patience and forbearance shown by the Court 
throughout and at all times was indeed exemplary.

OBSERVATION OF SHRI DAMODAR PANDEY 
ASSESSOR 

While l agree in general with the report, I would like to 
emphasise that a general trend is noticed in the adminis- 
tration of the Department of Mines which has not lived 
up to the expectation of the Public and more particularly 
the mine workers in the country, For the Coking Coal 
needed in the country, it has got to be mined from deeper 
mines, involving more risks and hazards. Even without 
going further deep down the surface the existing prestigious 
and hazardous mines like Chasnalla and Sudamdih costing 
crores and crores of rupees even in precious foreign exchange 
required better attention from them. It was all the more 
necessary since altogether foreign technology was imported 
for mining methods in these mines. But as was known 
during the evidence the department has neither the man- 
power nor a clear approach for future to overcome the 
difficulties. There were less inspection of this mine because 
adequate inspecting officers were not available with the 
department. The production of coal and other mineral has 
increased by II times in the country during the last five 
years but the total number of inspecting officers have re- 
duced in the Department. It would be of particular interest 
to know the some observations of Mr, S. S. Prasad the then 
Chief Inspector of Mines as it came out during his evi- 
dence. 

2. It come out in the course of his statement thut, so far 
as he could remember, the total number of posts of Ins- 
pecting Officers in the Inspectorate, that is to say, tho 
Directorate-General of Mines Safety, was about 110. Accord- 
ing to Shri Prasad, on an average there had always been 
vacancies of 23 officers, since he took over as Chief Ins- 
pector of Mines on 26-8-1974. Shri Prasad had further 
said that the present position was almost the same, except 
that a number of officers had tendered resignation and a 
few officers had asked for voluntary retirement and all 
these cases were pending in the Ministry. In reply to a 
question as to what efforts were being made to fill up the 
vacancies, Shri Prasad stated that efforts were being made 
on a very large scale, following the recommendations of 
the Safety Conferences and a number of recommendations 
of the various Court of Inquiries in the past, to strengthen 
the Directorate-General of Mines Safety and whenever the 
D.G.M.S. found occasion, proposals were submitted to the 
Government, which were under their active consideration. 

3. After this evidence had been given by Shri S. S. Prasad, 
a chart was prepared on behalf of the Directorate of Mines 
Safety (Party No. 8> and Shri Prasad was asked whether 
the chart represented the true state of affairs or not and 
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his answer was that so far as he could say, the chart did. 
This chart has been brought on record and marked as Ex- 
hibit C.W, 6. According to this chart, the number of 
vacancies on 14-11-1976 was 29. The largest vacancy seems 
to be in the category of Deputy Directors, The chart will 
indicate that as on 26-8-1974, the sanctioned strength of 
Deputy Directors was 54 and the existing strength at that 
time was 51. On 14-11-1976, the sanctioned strength of 
Deputy Directors was increased to 61, but the existing 
strength came down to 48. The regular inspections of the 
mines arc made by officers of the category of Deputy Direc- 
tors and hence the vacancies existing in that category are 
sure to affect regular inspection. 1 would, therefore, recom- 
mend to the Ministry concerned, that this matter may be 
looked into, with a view to removing the grievance of the 
Directorate-General of Mines Safety with respect to the 
existing vacancies of all kinds. Regular inspection of the 
mines is a major concern of the mine workers and T consi- 
der it to be my duty to make this recommendation, after 
following the course of this important inquiry as an Asses- 
sor. I am enclosing a copy of Court Exhibit No. C.W, -6 as 
on Annexure to my observations.
